T O T H E 

READER. 



TH E following Sheets are what I mayjujlly call^_ 
An Impartial Hiftory of the late Rebellion* 
If it feem to you that I treat fome of my Brethren the 
Clergy a little too fmartly^ I proteji it is out of no 
Difrefpeft to their Perfons^ much lefs to the Sacred 
FunSion they bear, which I retain the great eft Vene* 
ration and RefpeSi for^ notwithftanding any Calumnies 
that may be laid to my Charge^ 

Amidft fome ftrange Notions broached amongft us^ 
it ought to be Matter of our grateful Returns to Hea* 
venj that we have ftill a Set of Reverend^ Learned^ 
and Pious Divines ; wbo^ animated by a true Spirit 
of Pietyy by their Example^ Pen, and Preachings an 
eminent Ornaments to the Eftabliflfd Government in 
Church and States whofe ferious Admonitions and 
groFue Counfelsj if duly regarded, would fpeedily and 
effeSlually redrefs all our Grievances and Divifions. 
However the Reflections may feem to others, I muft 
own they have been ofjingular Vfe to me ; for whilft I 
continued among thofe Unfortunate Gentlemen (whofe 
Principles were once my own) I loolfd no farther than 
ejleeming what I bad done, the leaft Part of my Guilt. 
But no fooner was I removed into the Cuftody of 4 
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The Preface to the Reader. 

Meffengerj and there clofely confined j where I bad 
Leijbre to refieSl upon my paft LifCj (and efpecially 
that of engaging in the Rebellion) than a great many 
Scruples ^ered them/elves io my Conftderation. In 
confequence of which j I made it my Requeji to Lord 
TownQicnd, that he would be pleafed to allow a Cler- 
gyman to cowjerfe with me : which that Noble Lord 
freely granted^ andfent to me the Reverend Dr. Cannon, 
• a Man of ftngular good "temper and Literature^ who 
applied his befi Endeavours to fatisfy me in ever'j Point 
and §iuery I propofed \ in which his Learning and 
folid Reafoning prevailed upon me : For which good 
Service J my beft Wifhes fhall always attend him. 

From thence 1 began to think it a Duty incumbent on 
me^ to make all the Reparation I could j for the Injury 
I had done the Government : Andy as the firft thing in 
that way^ 1 became an Evidence for the King •, which 
I am far from being ajhamed of^ let what Calumnies 
will follow. In the Interim^ 1 cannot but particularly 
hbferve one things in oppofttion to what has been printed 
and reported by the Enemies of the Government, viz. 
^at the Kings Witneffes were briVd and Brow-beaten, 
to extort from them the Matters which they garue in 
Evidence. 

As to my own part, and I dare fay 1 mayfpeak it 
for others, I never knew any thing of this kind : But in 
Honour to thofe who were employed to take my Examina- 
tion j I muft affirm, that J was ufed in the moft Gen- 
tlefnan-like manner, far from extorting any thing by 
fuch bafe Arts, which no doubt would e^re now have 
appeared under the fouleft Refleliions ; feeing the other 
party did not ftick to bribe all that would take their 
Money, and by that means too frequently gained their 
Ends : While on the other hand, it may be faid in the 
Face of Heaven, That fairer Trials were never allow- 
ed, at leaji to Men who fo little deferifd it. 

I pray God, that the Clemency fhewn them may not 
ii a Temptation to them to repeat their Crimes •, from 
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The Pre&Jse to.tbi5 ResuJcr. 

^bicbj of bis infinite Mercy ^ I beg be will deliver 
tbefe Kingdoms. 

It is worth ObfervatioHy that notbing contributed 
more to raife tbe People of this Nation to a Spirit fif 
Rebellion^ than the licentious Freedom offome in tbetr 
publick DifcourfeSj and others in their AddreffeSy to cry 
up the old Doctrines of Paffive Obedience^ and to give 
Hints and Arguments to prove Hereditary Right ; then 
publick Shews were encouraged with defining Emblems 
and legible Badges of their Ends \ then ill-natured Di^ 
flinilions and Defiguations were fomented^ and wi$p 
Malice upbraiding one another, ^is introduced Mobs ; 
fo that the Party in Difgrace with the Court had their 
own Houfesy and thofe of their Worfhip^ pulled about 
their EarSj tbemfehes infulted and affaulted by the very 
Dregs of the People ; Uke a Flood they carried all be- 
fore them without Check or Controul. Nay^ their ill Nar 
ture could not be confined within tbefe Realms \ but they 
found Means to raife tbe bafeft; of RefleSions^ and the 
worft of lying Stories j upon the moft Jlluftrious Houfe in 
Europe, that had ajuft Title to tbe Imperial Diadems 
of tbefe Kingdoms^ with no other Defign but to blacken 
with their foul Breath their Perfons and bright Chara- 
cters. I am afhamed that /, with fo many deluded 
People y upon bare Reports^ fhould be blindly led to give 
Credit to fuch incredible Legends and Ues reported by 
the Fomenters of the late Rebellion ; but being prepa^ 
red with the noify Notion of the Churches being in dan* 
ger^ eafily complied with the Party^ Healths and full 
Bumpers were toffed about with dijgui/d Namesy Cha- 
railers^ and Wifbes^ and concluded with Confufton^ 
Damnation^ and Defiruilion to Others whom they durft 
nc^ name. Did not all tbefe Concurrences fpirit up the 
Populace to be guilty of fo many egregious Mtfcar- 
riagesy as they have been of late towards his Sacred 
Majejly King George? So by degree s^ they aban-^ 
don^d all Reverence^ Refpe£ly nay^ Obedience due to 
bitn^ and lifted tbemfehes in open Defiance and Rebel- 
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The Pteface to the Reader. 

Hon to bis LawSy and againft bis Perfon and Family: 
So true is tbe old Proverb^ Nemo repcnte fuit turpif- 
fimus. Though it, had been tbe Care and indefati^ 
gable Pains of fome^ during fome Part of the 
Reign of the late ^een ; yet if the latter Part was 
Tory, the firft Part fo ejiahlijhed the other Party j 
well inclined to the Succejfton in the Illujirious Houfe 
of Hanover, that nothing could have fo fpeedily un-^ 
donefuch a cemented and folid EJlabliJhmentj but 
fome more Tears Countenance under a blinded Patron. 
tiow many have the Difappointments beenj which that 
afpiring Party have met with ftnce tbe late Revo- 
lution under King William ? And yet their Managers 
ftill indulge the Infatuation. The very Difappointments 
they met with lately by tbe Death of a nurftng Parent ^ 
and the King of France : 72?«r many private Plots 
were all made ineffeElual^ and their declared Force 
ufeUfs. Tet when the Turk threatened Europe, then 
he was to be the Refiorer ; but when fo many Turk 
Tories were killed by the brave Prince Eugene, then 
they grew flat. Then the King of Sweden appeared in 
their Caufe : Tbe Purfe was opened^ and their Minds 
^eclaredj by large Encomiums on his Force^ bis Con- 
duSlj bis Refolution, and invincible Courage \ which 
were now levelled againft King George in behalf of 
their Darling: So true is tbe old Sayings Quos Jupi- 
ter vuk perdere prius dementat. 

Tet it is reafonable to imagine that His Majeftfs moft 
gracious Clemency and Mercy fhewn to thefe Gentlemen^ 
will infpire them with grateful Returns of Thankfulnefsj 
and make them peaceable and pajftve during tbe Enjoy^ 
tnent of thofe Tears he has granted them. 

But fo ungenerous are fome j that they upbraid His 
Majesty with Cruelty^ for the few Examples made of 
thofe that fuffered. May not this ^eition be put to 
thefe People ; Did not the Blood fpilt at Prefton re- 
quire no Satisfa£lion^ conftdering how it was fpilt ? Tet 
there have not fuffered upon that Account tbe fourth 
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The Preface to the Reader. 

Part^ in proportion to tbofe that were killed^ (I Jhouli> 
have /aid murthered). Did not the Blood Jhed at 
Sheriffmore, though not fo Irutely as that at Prefton, 
require fome Saiisfa6tion ? And yet not one hasfuffered. 
upon that Account ? So variable are our human Paf- 
fions^ that thofe who have been the OhjeSts of ourgreaP^ 
eft Indignations^ when we confider the Nature of their 
Guilty that our greateft Refentments to their Perfons 
for their Crimes, is exprejfed with the utmofi Abhor^ 
rence ; yet when tbefe Wretches are brought to Judg^ 
mentj and are going to receive thejuft Reward of their 
Crimes, our Bowels commiferate, our Eyes bewail 
them, when before they were condemned to greater Se-^ 
verities by ourfelves, than they receive from their 
Judges. Thus it fares with the greateft Fillains ; and 
thus it has appeared in the Cafe of the Rebels : Were 
they not the very Deri/ton and Scorn of the People^ 
when led into this famous City ? Did not all the Faces 
in general that beheld them, fpeak their Refentment to 
their Crimes ? And yet, when -brought to the Place of 
Execution, none were more pitied by a great many of 
the unthinking Populace ; nay, thofe that leaft deferved 
it, that had formerly profeffed the eftablifhd Religion^ 
and now at their Exit profeffed themfelves of another 
Faith, excluding by their Principles all others from the 
Hopes of Salvation, that would not follow their Ex-' 
ample : But as the former Part of their Lives had 
been a Contradi£iion to all Morality, fo the latter 
Part was a direil Oppofition to all Honefty. The 
KomsLU'Catbolicks died like Men, never varying from 
their Principles ; but our Tories or High-Churchmen 
went into other Extremes. A true Badge of the Men 
and their Manners, not one of them being touched in 
the leaft with Remorfe, though they had pleaded guilty. 
However, that may be leffened, becaufe of the Frailty 
of the Flefh ; yet giving themfelves the Lie at their 
very Departure, and Brink of Eternity, is enough to 
fatisfy any rational Being. I muft o^n, Mr. Man- 
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ti&tt^^ibat was executed in Lancalhircy in Us dyif^ 
Speecby declarjd the greateft Beiefiatim to bis Guilty 
ifnd earneftly b^fd the Atm^btfs Pardon for rebels 
Us^ againfi bis" lawful Sovereign, fbis Man could 
not be impofed upon tofpdak €ontraryto^bis Confcim:e^ 
mhieb the Party had prfuaded ethers to do. 

Having premifed tbeji 'Things^ I /hall detain my 
Reader no longer^ hut only to acquaint himy That the 
Reafon why a Second Part or Edition of The Hiftory 
of the Rebellion came out fo foon after the other ^ was^ 
that when I writ the Firftj I did it in a very little 
^me ; but finding they fold very well^ I was willing 
to add a great many valuable Pieces^ Accidents^ and 
Char alters \ which I hope wtllpleafe^ feeing I write 
without Partiality. 
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REBELLION. 



TH E fevcral fectet Steps which of late 
have been taken .to eftablilh the pre- 
tended Son of King. James II. upon the 
Imperial Throne of ithefe Realms, and 
which for many Years bavd htth carried on by In* 
trigues and Cafaab bf Parties and Perfons againfl: 
the Eftabliftimcnt of this Nation. both in Church 
and State, have now at laft difcovered themfelves 
in open Rebellion. Whatever Pretences they have 
made to cover their fecret Praftices, whatever diffe- 
rent Meafures they have taken to carry on their 
Defigns, they have all appeared to center in this 
one Point, viz. to dethrone his Majefly King 
George, and to fet afide the Proteftant Succeflion 
in his illuftrious Family. There is no queftion to be 
made but that they would gladly have brought this 
£0 pafs by quiet and eafy Methods, and that ( if 
poffible) they would have brought the Nation into 
it on the Pretences of Hereditary Rights Legitimaey 
of Bloody and the divine Law of Primogemture^ which 
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for many Years they had prcachM up as a Princi- 
ple in the Church, raifing innumerable Inventions 
of forged Stories and falfc Repreftntations, to pre- 
poflcfs the Minds of the People in Favour of a Po- 
^fi Pretender, and in Prejudice of the Houfe of 
Hanover \ but Heaven having dilappointed all their 
clandeftine Meafures b^ the fudden and unexpefted 
Death of the late Queen, and efpecially of the late 
King of France^ on whofe open and avowed En- 
gagements of Support they entirely depended ; and 
King George, in Right of the fcveral parliamen- 
tary Settlements of the Entail, being peaceably pof- 
fefled of and eftablifhed in the Throne, they had 
then no way left but to fly to the laft Refort of de- 
fperate Men, and taking Arms, to break out in 
open Rebellion; 

Being to write of this remarkable Event, as one 
among the reft deluded to take an unhappy Share 
in its Progrefs and Confequences, I ftiall rather con- 
fine myfelf to the Matters of Faft hiftorically to be 
related, than go back to the fecret Confultations and 
Refolutions by which the Perfons concerned ripen'd 
one another up to a Spirit of Rebellion ; only ob- 
fcrving one thing previous to the Rebellion itfelf, 
and very aggravating upon thofe concerned in it, 
viz. that not only many of the Gendemen concern- 
ed, but even the Earl oi Mar himfelf, who was the 
firft Mover and Head of the Rebellion itfelf, had 
not only ofiered their Service to the King, but had 
taken Oadis to continue feithful to him, and had 
in particular abjur'd the Intereft of the Pretender. 

I fay no more of it here, being to mention it 
again in its Courfe, but this, that it was a fad To- 
ken of what Principles either of Honour or Con- 
fcience thefe Men proceeded upon ; which, had it 
been known fooner, would certainly have been an 
Antidote to have cured not me only, but many 
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more deluded Men, of the mod favourable Thoughts 
we had entertain'd for their Perfons and Defigns. 

To look then no farther back, we find the firft. 
b^inning of this Rebellion difcovered itfelf in the. 
Eaftern Parts of Scotland^ in the Provinces o^Mems^ 
Pertbjhire^ AfiguSy (^c. in the following manner. 

Several Noblemen, Gendemen, and others in 
Scotland^ being prepared by the Management and 
Influence of the Earl of Mar^ began to draw toge- 
ther their Servants and Dependants in all the Places 
where they had Intereft, making divers Pretence$ 
for fo doing, but not for fome Time difcovering 
the real Defign ; till at lei^th Things ripening up- 
on them, and Notice being taken of them, and 
efpecially the Earl of Mar being arrived among 
them, they boldly drew together, and openly de- 
clared themfclves to have taken up Arms agairift 
King George, giving Defiance to his Forces, and 
fupprefling all that were loyally affeftqd to his Per- 
fon. Thw daring Attempt . began firft about the 
latter End of AuguSt^ 1715^ in the Shire of Perijlf^ 
and in the Highlands of the Shire or County of 
Mary where they continued fome Days, gathering 
their People together till their Number increafcd ; 
and then barefacedly they advanced to other Places, 
forming themfelves into a Body, and particularly 
atafmall Market-Town nam*d Kirk-Micbaelywhct^ 
the Pretender was fiirft proclaim*d, and his Standard 
iet up, with a Summons for all People to attend it. 
This was on the 9th of September^ where they coxi^ 
tinued four or five Days, and then made their way 
to Moulitty another fmall Market- Town in the fame 
Shire. Here they likewife proclaim*d the Pretender ^ 
and refted fourteen Days, gathering Forces, where, 
by the coming in of others of their Party, they con- 
fiderably increafed their Number. From hence they 
marched to another Market-Town calPd Logarett^ 
their Number now amounting to iqoo ^^en well 
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trm*d 5 from Logareti they march'd to an ancient 
City which fornicrly gave Title to a Bifliop, caird 
Dunkeld. This Place they made their Head-Quarters, 
and here their Numbers increased again confiderably, 
fiw here they were joined by 2000 Men from die 
Highlands by the Marquis of TuUibardiny by the 
Earl of Broadalbtjfs Men, and feveral others. Here 
finding themfelves ftrengthen'd by the Addition of 
the Highland-Men, as above, they refolved to ex- 
tend their Quarters ; and the Earl of Mar having 
bitelligerice that the Earl of Rolbes and the Gentle- 
men of Bfey who were up in Arms fpr ithe King, 
were advancing to poflels themfelves of Perib^. cal- 
led alfo St. JohffS'fown^ the principal City of thefe 
F^trts, and which commands the Pafliage x)ver the 
ar<ay, refolv*d to be beforehand with them ; and ha- 
ving Intelligence in the Place, he detached Mn 
y^hn Hay^ Brother to the Earl of KinmU with a 
ftrong Party, giving him Orders to poflefs hin[ilclf 
kA that Place, which. he pcrfprmcd eflfeaually ; 
which A^aion, as it was a great -Difappointmentjto 
the King's Troops, fo'it was a very great Advan- 
X9%t to the Earl of Mar and his Party : 

1. As it gave him the Command of the whole 
Province of Fife^ the moft fruitful, rich, and fat 
the Convenience of the Sea-Coaft, the moft com- 
modious to him of any of the ProvinceSain that Part 
of Scotland^ as will foon appear. 

2. As it gave a great Reputation ^s well to his 
Conduft as to his Party,* who upon. this Succels 
made Preparations in all^ Parts to draw together 
and join him. And now indeed they began to have 
the Face of a ftrong Army, making this Qty their 
chief Garifon and Head-Quarters. A great many 
•Lords, Chiefs of Clans, and other Gentlemen from 
all Quarters flocked to them, with their Followers, 
and fome of them in very good Order, and well 
armed, particularly the Marquis of Huniley^ the 
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Earl of Seafortb^ the Macintofifsj the Earl Maref^ 
cbaUj and with them fo many, that their Number 
were (aid to be about 12000 Men, very wcllap^ 
pointed, as well Horfe as Foot. 

From thence extending their Quarters, they per- 
formed an Exploit at Brunt-IJlandj which ftill added 
to their Reputation; where they not only furprifcd 
the Town, being ftrong by Situation, and a Sea- 
Pbrt on the Firth of Forth^ in view of the very City 
of Edmhurgb ; but manning out fome Boats in the 
Harbour, they went off, and feiz'd a Ship loaden 
with Arms, Ammtinition, and other warlike Stores, 
which lay in the Firtb^ bound to the North, for the 
Ufe of the Earl of Sutberland. 

Sub&quent to this, they immediately made them- 
^vcs Matters of all the Towns upon the Coaft, 
cvm to the Mouth of the Firtb^ and, in a word, of 
the whole JPtdvince d£ Fifiy the Earl ofHotbes and 
the Gentlemen with him being obliged to feparate, 
or retire to Stirling^ to the King's Army. 

The Rebellioi^ being come to this length, the Earl of 
Mar cefblvd, in Concert with his Con&deratesy who 
by this time b^ri to appear likcwife in other Piaoes, 
to moke an Attempt upon the South Parts of Scotland ; 
and* this by a Method which at that Time was not ex-^ 
pefited, and indeed fgarce ptaflioable, viz. By lend'* 
h^ a ftrong Detlachb^nt of Men to crofs the Finib 
of Fhrtby to land on Lothian fide, there to be joined 
by their Friends, who they expeded to rife about 
Hadda^ouKj and on the Bord^ of J^gland. On 
their i^iarch to the Sea^ Coaft they wepe covwed by 
ioTM Horfemen under the Con^mand of Sir John 
Arejkin of Aha^ the Mafter of Sinclar, ^d Sir 
J-ames Sharps Grandion to Arohbifliop Sharp of St. 
Andrews^ who was munderM in his Coach by the 
old Camermians. This Body was Commanded by 
the Laird of Borlam^ better knowa by the Natne c^ 
Brigadier Macimojhy aad conftftedof 2500 Men wdt 
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arm'd. Orders had been given for all the Boats oni 
that Side to be got ready to tranfport them over. 
His-Majefty*s Ships then in thc*Firth either efpying 
them, or having Notice of the Defign, prepared to 
prevent them, and weighing their Anchors upon the 
Top of the Flood, let fail to intercept them, if. 
they fliould attempt the Paffage ; but the Rebels 
made feveral Counterrmarches to amufe them till 
Night came on. They drew all down to the Shore 
on Wednefday Night, the i ith of 0£lt)ber. Several 
cmbark*d that Night, and others the next Nighty 
' making direftly over the South Shore, the Men of 
War not being able to come time enough -, yet one 
Boat was taken with forty Men on Board ; others 
vrare forced back to the Fife Side ^ain ; amohg 
whom my Lord Stratbmdre and his Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel fFdkinJhaw of Barrowfield^ and a great many 
Men were forced into the Ifle oif May. Of the 
2500 defigned for this Dcfcent upon die Lotbians, 
only 150Q of them landed ; the Men of War being 
come down, made it imprafticable fcr the other to 
pais; fo they were oblig'd to ftay till the next 
Night, and then! to get back to Criel on the Shore 
of JFtfe: The other getting to the Shore, landed at 
North Berwicky Aberladyy and other Places on that 
Coaft, and quartered at Haddingtoun and Trannent the 
firft Night. This was a bold^ and, to give them 
their due, a brave. Attempt, for Men in open Boats 
ta crofs an Arm of the Sea fixteen or feventeen 
Miles, broad, in fight, and indeed in Ddiance of 
three Men of War, whom they fell in among, but 
received no Damage from them, but rather an Ad* 
vantage ; for the .Lights of the Ships fhewed them 
how to row to the Shore. On the other hand, the 
Government omit^ nothing that could be done to 
prevent this bold Attempt 5 no Gare was wanting 
to tdifappoint them of VefTels for the Undertaking ; 
the Magiftrates. of Edinburgh ,and of the. other 
. .. Towns 



Towns on the Eduhj having had Notice from the * 
Duke of Jrgyle of this Defign, had ordered all the 
Boats that could be got to be brought to Leilb ; and 
befides the Three Ships of War that lay in the Road, 
ordered the Three Cuftom-houfe Smacks either to 
burn or bring over from Fife, all the Boats and Vef- 
fels they could find, to prevent the Rebels coming 
over. But all thefe Precautions proved ineffedtual : 
The Rebels being Matters of all the Sea- Shore, 
botii Chmafty to iHt Forth of Edinburgh^ they 
caQly found Means^ to get Boats for their Purpofe ;' 
nor did they foil of all neceffary Policy in the Ma- 
nagement of the Defign ; for whilft fome of them 
arfiufed the King's Ships about Brunt- IJland^ as if 
they would pafs abbvfe jL«VZ?-Road,'their main Body 
embarked on the other -fide, underthe Conduft, as 
be&e,.bf prigadier Afdrd:i;;/(j^of5^r//z;7i, and quite 
out of fight of the Ships';' and by this Means came* 
laic aftiore, as above* i ' ' 

' Whilft this Defign was putting in Execution, the 
Earl qi'Mar made k feigned March from Perth to- 
wards Dumblainj as if he defigned to attempt to 
crofs the Forth at 5/Wi^-Bridge, or there-alx)uts, 
with' an Intent to' divert the Duke o^ Argyle ivom 
falling upon thofe that had croflTed the Firtb^ as be- 
fiarc : Nor was this.bafct of their Defign inefitftual % 
for it obliged thc^Dukciof :4r^/^ to return to Stirling 
ia all hafte ; which yoii Ihall have related after* 
wards, 

- The Highlanders having thus crofled the Ftftb^ 
and refi-elh'd themfelves but one. Night at Hadding- 
touHy march'd diredlly towards Edinburgh^ where 
they caufed greater Fear than there was real Dan- 
ger ; for uniefs their Number had been greater, it 
was as unlikely they Ihould be able'to force that City, 
as it was improbable that City fliould have refiftcd 
them, had theiiv Number been greater. It was in- 
deed fuppofcdthat they expefted to be joined by the 
.J .....i Ji ., ^ Rabble, 
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Rabble, and to have rais'd ibme Tumult in the City 
in their Favour: But by the good Conduft of the 
Magiftrates, and the Unanimity .of the Citizens, 
yho immediately took Arms, and formed them- 
fclves, they were difeppoirited 5 and efpccially by the 
fpctdy Approach of the Ehikc of Argyle^ who, on 
Notice of their Approach, came with a fwift March 
from Stirling with a Detachment of Dragoons to the 
Affiftance of the Citizens. 

The Rebels march'd up within Sight of the City ; 
t^ut finding no Numbers come out to them, and be- 
ing informed as well of the Pofture of the Citizens^ 
as of the Approach of the Duke of Ar^le^ and, 
which was more than all, being fenfible of the Wcak- 
nefs of their own Power, th^ haltjed, and calling a 
ijiort Council, they refolv*d to attack L^f/ift; fo they 
tufn'd to the Right, and marching to Leitb^ they 
cntred the Town without Rcfittihcc. 

Here they were entire Matters of the Place; and 
diat they might riot be fallen- on lio their Difad^^n- 
tage, they nwlrehcd over the Bridge, ahd poffted 
themfelves in the old demolifhcd Fort there built by 
Oliver Cromwelly and called' the: Citadel. Here they 
began to fdytify ; and firft they went on board the 
Ships in the Harbour, add feized feveral Pieces of 
Gannon, with Pbwder arid Ball, and what clfe. was 
grdper for their Defence, togpfher with a good 
Quantity of Brandy, Meal, Flefti, and other Pro- 
vmons : And here they continued all Friday and 
Saturday the I'^thand r4th ofOShher. On Saturday^ 
the Duke of Jf^/^, who, as above, had come from 
Stirling^ upon Notice of their coming oVer the Ftrtbj 
and had firft given the Forces he. had brought with 
him a little Tiriie to refrcfli themfelves after their 
long and hafty Mardh, I fay, on Saturday march*d 
down from. EdtJiburgh with the 400 Horfe and 200 
Foot which he brought with him, and had mounted 
tipon Country Horfes for Expedition,, to whom he 
jbin'd 400 Militia, and the Town- Guard of Edin- 

burgb 
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Utrgb of 120 Men t With thefe his Grade fet but of 
Edinburgh abput Ten in the Morning ; but finding 
tht Highlanders fo well intrenched * that it was im- 
prnflricable to attack them without Cannon, by rea- 
ibn the Horfe he had with him could do him Ifttic of 
no Service^ he returned to Edinburgh about two ill 
the Afternoon, and gave Orders that htceflary Prc^ 
parations ftiould be made for attacking the Rebeltf 
with Artfllery the next Day* 

The Forces which his Grace commanded wertf 
part 6f Lord Porttnor^s^ commonly called the S^i 
Gray, part of Lieutenant-General Carpenter^s^ and 
the Earl of Stair's Dragoons, part of Shannotfsy part 
of the Lord Forfar% and part of the Scots Fuzilieri 
F6ot, befides the Militia above, and fcveral Noble-* 
ftieta and Gentlemen Voiuntiers. 

The Rebels ftill c:tpefl:ed that great Number* 
from Edinburgh would have come out and joined 
Chem, being encouraged by the good Pofture they 
lirere in ; which, had it happened, they had yet a 
ftrbng Inclination to attempt to enter the City ; bijt 
feeing there was no longer Expeftation of Encoif* 
i^ement, (for there ohiy came fix or feven Gentle-^ 
men to them, and gave thetn an Accost that nd 
Body ftirf'd, and that the Town was in a Pofture 
to oppofeany Attempt they Yhould make,) and be* 
ing Kkewife informed of the Preparations that th« 
puke of jirgyle was ipaking to fafl upon them thd 
next Day, that fame Saturday Night, about, feven 
o'clock, they prepared to be gone, refolving to mak« 
a Retreat under thfe Favour of the Darkiiefs of tht 
Night- Before they Ad this, they fcnt off a Boaft 
with an Exprefs to the Earl of Mar ^ to acquaint him 
yith their Proceedings. As foon as the Boat went 
pfF, they difcharged one of their Cannon after her^ 
to make the Men of War imagine her. an Enemy to 
the Rebels. Nor did that Stratagem fail, but fully 
anfwcred the Defign 5 the Boat efcapM unpurfu'd, 
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«nd- returned to them again with Letters from the 
Earl of Mary and new Orders, about three Hours 
before they left Seaion-Houfe. Night being come,, 
all things were made ready with the greateft Caution 
and Secrecy imaginable for their Retreat, which 
diey performed in the deepeft Silence ; taking the 
Advantage of the Low Ebb of the Tide, they 
marched off by the Head of the Peer on the Sands, 
croffing the Mouth of the River no deeper than to 
the Knees in Wat^r, making Eaftward ; fo covered 
their Retreat, and came fafe to Seaion-Houkj lea- 
ving about Forty behind them that had made too free 
with the Brandy which they found in the Cuftom- 
Houfe, befides fome Stragglers, who lagg'd behind 
in their March. Several litde odd Accidents hap- 
pened to them in that March, occafioned by the 
Dafknefs of the Night, and the Miftakes natural to 
Attempts of this kind : Firft of all, when they came 
near Mujleburghy fome People from the End of that; 
Town fired upon their Front, but did no Harm,, 
yet occafioned a great Diforder among them. At 
firft this made the Highlanders fufpeft all Horfemen 
for Enemies ; the Confequence of which was very 
unhappy to one of their own Number, a Gentleman 
pf no mean Quality, Charafter, and Fortune, and 
who had juft joiiid them,' whofe Name was Mr. 
uilexander Malocby of Mutree-Sbields : This Gende- 
fnan being on Horfeback, was challenged by a 
Highlander in his Language ; to which the Gentle- 
infan being a Stranger, and not able to anfwer in 
that Dialed, the Highlander fhpt him dead on the 
Spot. The Brigadier took what Money and Gold 
he had about him, which was about fixty Guineas, 
and left him ; for they could not ftay to bury him. 
Soon after this, viz. about a Mile farther from 
Mujleburgby on the other Side of the Town, they 
•were again alarm'd with the Noife of Guns firing 
-upon the Front : And here the like Miftake occa- 
fioned 
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fioned the like Mifchkf ; for taking a Party of their 
own Men for Enemies, the foremoft of the Body 
fired upon them, and killed a Serjeant belonging to 
the Earl of Mar^s Regiment, and a private Soldier* 
The Night proved fo very dark, that they could not 
diftinguifli Friends from Enemies ; which was their 
Happinefs one way, as it prevented their being diA 
covered and purfued ; but their great Mifchief ano* 
nother way, as it made them liable to fuch falfe 
Alarms, and made them kill their own Friends in* 
Head of Enemies : At laft they arrived at Seaton^ 
Houfe about two in the Morning, which is an an* 
cient Caftle, very large, encompafs*d with a ftrong^ 
high Stone- Wall, but no Ditch. Here Ibme of 
their Men join'd them, who crpffing the Firtb far- 
ther Eaftward, had not landed fo foon, and had not 
been able to come up to them on their March to 
Leitb ; thefe Men brought them an Account of 
Strathmorey and other Gentlemen being forced 
alhore on the Ifle of May^ that were obliged to re- 
turn to the Earlof A&r. On Sunday the i6th of 
'O£loher^ whilft they were in Seaton-llonk^ feveral 
of His Majefty's Forces, joined with the well-affed^ 
cd Gentlemen of the Country, came from Edinburgh^ 
iand appeared near Prefton-Pans^ which gave ah 
Alarrh to the Highlanders ; upon which, a Pariy 
marched out of the Caftle, and formed themlHvcs 
in order to receive thofe that appeared againft them : 
But thofe froni Edinburgh having maac a Hklt, fg- 
tir*d ; which the Rebels likewife did into their Ga- 
rifon at Seaton-lio\ik,< Upon Monday the 17th, thfe 
Earl of Rothesy with 300 Gentlemen Voluntiers, 
and the Lord Torphichen -With 200 Dragoons which 
the Duke of Argyle had left, marched to Seaton^ 
Houfe, but found the Rebels fo ftrongly potted, 
that it was impoflible to diflodge or reduce them 
without Artillery. This ftill animated the Rebels, 
and a good Body advanced, as if they would chacge 
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the Gentlemen, and fomc Shot were cxdianged, but 
ait too great Diftance to do any Harm oji either 
Side i and the King^s Troops feeing no Good to be 
^ne, retir'd 

On Sunday the Duke oiAf:gyk having Intelligence 
firom Stirling that the Earl of Mar^ and the Rebels 
under his Comniand, were marching from Pertb^ 
1^ returned to Stirling to obferve the Motion of the 
Rebels, leaving a Party to proted the People of 
Edinburgh from the Infults of the Rabble. This 
was the Earl of Mar\% feigned March, to withdraw 
the Duke ofjfrgyle from attempting any thing upon 
1^ Highlanders that had croffed the Brib : He 
gave out, be would pafs the Forth with all his Army, 
cither at Stirling or at the Bridge of Dozvn. They 
began their March in the Night, OSoler 17, 
eiid advanced in three Bodi^ j but upon the Notice 
that the Duke of Argyle was returned from purfubg 
the Enemy, he marched back to Perth : All this 
WIS a Stratagem and an Amufement, which indee4 
ikoceeded ; for he got hi;s DeCgn anfwer'd, and 
broke the Mc^yres of the Djike diArgyle^ who rer 
^v'd to attack Seaton-HouCc. As to the EarJ of 
Jf4ar^ he was refolv'd not to crofs the Forth till he 
iiad got all the Clans together, and had reduced th^ 
Pari of Sutherland^ whom if he Ihould leave unvan- 
quiihed upon his Rear, might prove fatal to his De* 
jligns, an4 expoie all he had gained without Oppq* 
^tion, to be regained by that Lord. 

The Highlanders continued all this while at Sear 
Jtoi-Houfe, and fent out Parties to bring in provi- 
jfions, oiF which they brought in great Plenty, as 
Cows, Sheep, Meal, £j?r. and gave out that diey 
nlblv-d to fortify there^ and make Seaton^Houk a 
Magazine, while they raifed an Army, as they pre- 
lendcd alfo, as well frpm the Country round ^bout, 
^and from Edini^urgb^ and from other Friends to 
4$)eir |!)digQ in the Wi^ft |part of ^cotl(^d^ who werp 
• - ^ pre-r 
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preparing td join them, as from the Borders of Eng* 
land, where by this time Numbers were rifcn in 
Nortbumherland by the Lords and others in England % 
of whom I fliall fay farther hereafter. 

While they continued here they difcovcred a Boat 
at Sea, making towards the Shore from the Fife^ 
fide of the Firtb : The Men of War fired very 
hotly at her ; but the Boat keeping to the Wind- 
ward at a Diflance, fhe got iafe to Shore. This 
was the fame Boat that went off from Leitbj and 
brought News concerning their Friends Proceeding 
at Pertbj and Orders to march toward England^ td 
join the New-rifen Rebels in iVl?r/^««i^r/tf«J/. Tht 
Boajt landed them at a fmall Harbour called PorU 
Seaimy a fmall Town where Ships ufcd to take in 
Coal and Salt. Prefently after thefe Orders, (viz.) 
on ftuefday the i8th, two Gentlemen brought them 
an Account of the Infurreftion in Northumberland 
for liie Pretinder^ under the Command of Mr, For- 
fter*9 and of the South-Country Scots Gentlemen, 
under the Command of the Lord Vifcount Kenmuri. 
Upon thofe feveral Pieces of Intelligence, they al- 
tered their Refolution of continuing at Seaton-Hoyxiti 
and at the fame time receiving alfo an Exprefs fronii 
Mr. Forfter^ inviting them to meet him at Kelfo on 
the Border, they refolvcd to march next Day <o 
meet him. This was Wednefday the 19th, which 
they did accordingly, fetting out in the Morning 
for a fmall Country Town called Lonformachusj 
which is feventeen loog Scots Miles from Seaton- 
Houfe, During this Day*s March, feveral of thft 
Highlanders lagg*d behind and deferted. As footi 
as Major-General Wightman received Intelligence of 
their Motion, he marched from Edinburgh with ^o 
Dragoons, 50 Militia, and fome Voluntiers, to at- 
tack their Rear ; but returned in the Evening, te 
infeiiOj having only taken up fome of the Rebel 
J^fcrterSy "W^omheinadePrirocMrs, and left the 50 
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Foot in Sealon-Houfc, recovering a great deal of 
their Spoil which was left there behind. Mackintojh 
and his Men fet out again from their Night*s Quar- 
ters at Lonformacbus, towards another fmall Town 
in the Mers called Dunfe^ the Place of Nativity of 
the learned and famous Johannes Dunfe Scopus: Here 
they drew Up in Order of Battle whilft the Pretender 
was proclaimed, retiring afterwards to their Quarters 
in that Town, The next Morning, being Saturday 
the 2 2d of OEloher^ they marched towards Kelfoy 
which Town the Englijh and Scots Horfe, that is to 
fay, the Northumberland and Nithfdak Rebels, en* 
tred the fame Evening. The Highlanders, in Com- 
pliment to their Bravery and Cooduft (hewn in paC- 
fing the Ftrtby and fo often facing their Enemies, 
were met by. the Scots Horfe at Ednembridge : . It 
fcems the Cavalry were fo earneft to pay this Re • 
fpeft to the Foot, that they made no Stop at KelfOj 
but went forward to condudl the Foot into th6 
Town ; which they^did accordingly about three a 
Clock in the Afternoon ; fo that at that time all 
their Forces were got together. Brigadier Mackintojh^ 
upon all the Marches he had made, and in all the 
feveral Towns he came at, had been very careful to 
coUedt all the Money he could get of the Publick 
Revenue, His Avarice and Covetoufnefs very much 
difcover'd the Man : For it is well known that he 
made falfe Mufters of his Men, and gave them in 
far more numerous than they were, and fo put the 
Old Soldier upon the Young General ; which was 
difcovered at laft. Befidcs feveral little fmall-fpi- 
rited Aftipns of taking Bribes : For at Prefton he 
took a Silver Watch from one Mr. Wyburghy whom 
he had made Prifoner, as one of the Officers of the 
Militia, with a Promife to get him his Liberty, 
• which he could not obtain for that Gentleman, but 
kept his Watch; though upon Complaint made by 
that Prifoner, .then at Liberty, to General WiUs^ 
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&e Brigadier was, to his Shame, obliged to return 
it. An Aftion very much becoming a Tory Cap- 
tain. In one of his Marches, palling by the Houfe 
of one Dr. Sinclair ^ he gave Orders to fet fire to 
it ; but one Mr. William MilUr, who had the Titk 
of Major in his Regiment, by his Perfuafion pre- 
v^ed with him to forbear thofe Reprifals for the 
prefent. The Reafon why the Brigadier would have 
done this, is as follows : This Dr. Sinclair and the 
Laird of Humby had Intelligence that there were 
fome People got together in the Houfe of Mr. Hep^ 
hurne of Keitby near Haddingtoun : This Hefhume 
was a Gendeman known to be a Friend of the Pre^ 
tendefs^ and no Queftion had a Delign to join the 
Rebels. Upon this Intelligence, Dr. Sinclair gpt 
fome of the MiJicia and Neigbours together to attack 
them, and, if poffible, prevent their Defign. Mn 
Hepburne and his Sons, with a Relation and fome 
Servants, who were all that were in the Houfe, took 
the Alarm, and finding they were" befet, mounted 
their Horfes, refolving to break through, and make 
their Efcapes : Dr. Sinclair and his Troop finding 
rthey were better mounted than his Men, and refolute 
lalfo not to furrender, fired upon them, and killed 
Mr. Hephurn^s younger Son, a Youth wonderfully 
lamented, being fingularly beloved by all that knew 
him. Dr. Sinclair was blamed for this, and his too 
particular Behaviour againft Mr. Hephume^ who 
was his next Door Neighbour : And this cauled 
many to prefs the Brigadier to fire his Houfe ; whki 
however, as above, was not done. This was the 
firft Blood fpilt in the Rebellion. 

Having thus brought all the Rebels into Keljbto 
their Rendezvous, as well from the North and 
Weft Parts of Scotland as from England^ I muft 
leave them there a little, while I go back intp Nor- 
' tbumherland^ and give fome Account of the Rifing 
and Motion of the Rebels on that Side ; as alfo of 
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ibrac of their Meafares and Marctes, till they came 
and joined the Highland Foot at Kelfi^ as above. 

There had been Meafures concerted at London^ 
hf the Pretender^s Friends, foqie time before the 
Infurrcftion in Noribumberland broke out ; to which 
Capt. John Shaftoey a Half-pay Officer, fince exe-^ 
aited at Prefton^ and Capt. John Hunter of North-- 
fyne in the G>unty of Northumberland^ who had 4 
Commiffiori from Queen Anne to raife an indepen- 
dent Company, but did not, afliftcd : Befides thefe 
two, there was one Capt. Robert Talbot ^ an Irijhman 
and Pafifty formerly in the French Service, who 
likewife being acquainted with the Defign in Augufty 
tyiS. took Shipping at London^ and went to New^ 
€affle. By this Gendeman, the Refolutbns taken at 
Jjondon were firft communicated to their Friends in 
die North of England^ and Mean& us'd to perfuade 
and prepare the Gentlemen they had embarked with 
diem, to be ready to rife upon Warning given. 
And here, riiat I may enter into that Part of the 
Hiftory of tHe Rebellion, whidi though moft ufe- 
fill to be known, yet none 6f Aofe who have pre- 
tended to write of thefe Things, have yet been able 
HD give a particular Account of, or indeed fo much 
as to entertain any Notion of; I fay, that this 
needful Part may be laid open, I mull obferve. 
That as it is very reafonable to fuppofe a Defign of 
IJhis Confequence could not be carried on by the 
Meafures concerted, the Parties furniftied, prepared, 
and brought together in a Pofture fit to a|^ear in 
Arms againil the Government, without long Re- 
bates, frequent Correfpondences, carrying and re- 
Carrying of Letters, Orders, ^c. and abundance of 
people employed to concert Meafures, and ripen 
up Things to the height they afterwards were 
brought to ; fo it is worth obferving, how that In- 
tdligence was managed, and in wtmt manner they 
went on for fonie time before they broke out into 
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Open Rdbellion^ And firfl: we are to ohferve^ that 
the grand Defign was laid at London^ and that there 
the Mcafures were pincipally conperted; froiaqi 
whence, as from the Center conveying Life and VU 
gour to the Parts, a Correfpondence and Inteltiv 
gence was fettled with all the Confpirators ija the fe** 
verjd Parts oS Britain. But as this was a Corre*. 
fpondence of too much Weight to be carried on b/ 
toe ordinary Conveyance of Letters, there were fc- 
veral Gendemen, from fundry Parts in the Kingr 
dom, riding from Place to Place as Travellers, prc^ 
tending a Curiofity to view the Country, and thcrt» 
by carrying Intelligence, difcourfing with Perlbns, 
and Settling and appointing their ^ufineis. Tk& 
principiil Men entrufted with theie Negociations^ 
were Colonel Oxlurgh^ Mr. Nicholas tFpgan^ Mrt 
Charles Wogan^ and Mr. James Talbot^ all IrijH an4 
Papijis : A fccond Clafs of Agents confided of Mr^ 
Clifton Brother to Sir Gervafe Clifton^ and Mr. Beau^ 
montj both Gentlen^en of Nottingham/hire^ and Mr? 
Buxton a Clergyman of Derby/hire. All thefe ri4 
like Gendemen, with Servants and Atfiendajats, aa^ 
lyere armed with Swprds and Pi£toK They kepf 
always moving, and travelled from Pkpc to Place, 
till things ripen'd for Aftion. The firft Step tOr 
wards their appearing in Arji^s wa?, when, abouf: 
the latter end of September^ the Lx:>rd Derwentwat£S( 
had Notice that there was a Warrant out from th« 
Secretary of State to apprehend hiii), and that th^ 
Meflpngcrs were come tp J)Hrham that were tp takp 
him. This Lord went to the Houfe of one Mr. B—ttp 
in his Neighbourhood, a Juftice of the Pe^ce, who^ 
if zcaloufly afFefted to His Majefty's Government, 
or that lord's Intereft, might have honourably 
enough taken him, or at leaft perfuaded him to 
furrender ; which, it is prefumed, would not havp 
been Matter of great Difficulty to have been donp, 
^ere \t )s fupppjfed be wcii| from thence to th^ 
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Hbufc of ont Richard Lambert J thought more pri- 
vate, and leaft fufpefted. Mr. Forjler likewife ha- 
rihg Notice of the like Waitant againft him, went 
from Place to Place, 'till at laft he came to the 
Houfe of one Mr. Fenwick of Bywell. The Mef- 
fchger in purfuit of him was got within half a Mile 
of that Pkce ; but ftaying or calling for a Conftable 
to his Aid, whether the other had notice thereof, or 
hot, yet he found time to out-diftancc the Meffen- 
ger, fo that he never overtook him, *till they met 
Hit Barnetj when the Meffenger brought Ropes to 
J)ihion him that had led him fuch a Dance. It has been 
reported (not without good Reafon) that Mr. Fen- 
mck had given fhrewd Demonftratiohs, if not plain 
Evidence, of his good Inclinations to Join the Re- 
bels, Upon this News they had a full Meeting of 
the Parties concerned, in Northumberland \ where 
confulting all the Circumftances of their Friends, 
and of the Intereft they were embark'd in, they 
boldly refolv'd, fince there was no Safety any lon- 
gpr in (hifting from Place to Place ; that in a few 
Days they fhould be all feair*d, and clappM up in 
feveral Prifons, or hurried away to London ; that as 
they fhould be feverally confin*d, fo they would be 
feverally examined, and none could fay what the 
other fliould anfwer : So that for fear of betraying 
one another, they Ihould be really brought to do it ; 
That now was the time to Ihew their Loyalty to 
their King (Pretender)^ and that if this Opportunity 
was loft, they had no' room to hope for another ; 
and that therefore they would immediately appear 
in Arms. At this time the Lord Derwentwater^s 
Horfes had been in Cuftody of one Mr. Coatforthj 
111 that Lord's Neighbourhood, a Juftice of the 
Peace for the County, for feveral Weeks, accord- 
ing to an Order from Council : But when that Lord 
had need of them, he had them returned. I after- 
wards afked that Lord, how he came fo quietly by 
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bis Horfes fro(n the Juftice's Pofleflion, whom the 
believing Neighbourhood efteem'd a moft ri^d 
Whig ? I was anfwered thus, by that Lord's repeat- 
ing a Saying of Oliver Cromwell% Thai be could 
gain bis Ends in any Place witb an Afs-load cf Gold ; 
and left me to make Application. Purfuant to this 
Refolution, an Appointment was made, and Notice 
of it fent to all their Friends, to meet the next; 
^lorning, which was the 6th of. O£loher^ at a Place 
called Greehrig^ which was done accordingly ; for 
Mr. ForSter^ with feveral Gentlemen, in Number 
at firft about twenty, met ^t the Rendezvous 5 but 
made no ftay here, thinking- the Place inconvenient, 
but rode immediately to the top of a Hill called the 
Waterfalls \ from whence they niight difcover any 
that came either to join, them, or to oppofe thep. 
They had not been long here, before they difcpvered 
the Earl of Derwenfw,aUrj who .came that Morn- 
ing from his own Seat at DilStony with fome Friends,^ 
and all his Servants, mounted fome upon his Coachr 
Horfes, and all very well arm'd. In coming frpm 
Dilfton-Hall^ they all drew - their Swords as they 
inarched along Corbridge^ and thro* that To.wn^ They 
halted at the Seat of Mr,, Errington^ where there were, 
feveral other Gentlemen appointed to meet^ who 
join'd the Lord DerwentwaUr^ md then they came 
on all together to the Places appointed, and where 
the forenamed Company attendfed, • They were now. 
near 60 Horfe, moft Gentlemen and their Atten- 
dants ; when calling a (hort. Council, it w.as conclu- 
ded to march towards the River CoqtceH^ to. a Place 
called Plainfield: Here they were join'd by others, 
who caine ftraggling in, and . having made fome 
Stay here, they refolved to go that Night to Rotb- 
iury , a fmall Market-Town : Here they ftay'd alt 
Night -, and next Morning, being the 7th of 0£i<h 
lery their Number ftill increafing, they march'd to 
TFarkwortb^ another Market-Town uj)on the Sea- 
Coaft, 
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Cbaft, and ftrong by its Situatibn, fetnous formerly 
fbr a Caftle, the Body of which ftill remains, and 
an ancient Ceil cut out of a folid Rckrk. Here they 
continued till Monday^ during which time nothing 
ftiaterial happened, except that on Sunday Morning 
Mr. Fotftery who now ftiled himfclf General, fent 
Mr. Buxton their Chaplain to Mr. ton the Parfon 
df the Parifli, with Orders for hinl to pray for the 
ftttender as King -, and in tb6 Litany^ for Mary 
^ein-Mother^ And all the dutiful Branches of thi 
Royal Family •, and td dntit the ufual Names of 
king George, the Prlnci and Princefs -, which Mr* 
ion wifely declining, the other, viz. Mr. Buxton^ 
cook Poffeffion of the Oiurch, read Prayers, and 
^reach*d. Mean while the Parfon went to Newcajik 
tb confult his dwn Safety, and acquaint the Govern- 
itatnt with what happened. The neitt thing they 
did, ^as openly td prodaim the Pretender as King 
<jf Great Britain^ ifc. It w^ done by Mr. Former 
fn Di%uife, and by the Sound of Trumpet, and all 
the Formality that the Circumftances and Place 
i»6tild admit. It may be obferv*d, that this was the 
firft Place where the Pretender was fo avowedly 
«ayd for and proclaim^ as King 6f thefe Realms* 
Bus^otfs Sermon give mighty Encouragement to 
hb Hearers, being full of Exhortations, flourifliing 
Argcfments, and cunning InfiAuations to be hearty 
aCna zealous in the Caufe ; for he was a Man of a, 
comely Perfbnage, and could humour his Difcourfe 
to induce his Hearers to believe what he preach'di 
having very good natural Parts, and being pretty 
well read. 

On Monday the loth of O^ober they marchM to 
Motpeth^ a very confiderable Market-Town belong- 
ing to the Earl of Carlifle^ and gives Title to his 
eldeft Son. Upon their March to this Town their 
Number got a Confiderable Addition, at Felton- 
Bftdgs they were joined by 70 Scots Horfe, or rather 

Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen from the Borders 5 and they hdd been 
confiderably increafed befafe, ii^ their Mar<:h from 
Warkwtn-tb^ 2xAifnmh^ alid other Places v fo tJtet 
at their cntring this Town they were 300 ftrongy 
all Horfe, for they would eMertain no Foot^ tV^ 
dieir Number would have been very large ^ but cls 
they neither Had nor colild provide Arms for thoi^ 
they had moantedy th£y gave fiie common Peo|4fli 
good Words, and' tx>ld thetti (hat the^ would loM 
be furnifh'd with Arms and Ammuitiuon, i^d chM 
then they would Ulb Regimen^ to form an Army« 
This was upon the Expedbtion. th^y had of fur]^ 
zing Neu^cAfikr i^ which Cife.t^y did not queftiort 
to have had as many Foot as they pleas'd. liefa 
Mr. Forfier receiv'd an Mmmx tlai Mr. tsmc-dki 
Ertingm and feme odtei^ hod furprized th^ Caftld 
in tbcMoly Iflatkk, ^hich \i Wftmil Fort guarded bf 
a few Soldiers fern weekly from the Gs^ifon a€ 
Berwick. Errinpon Qiidilftovdi''d took Boat mA 
if/tnt to Seay anowith his Companions landed iJride# 
i<be Cover of the Waily and g(>c into the T^^vi by 
Surprize ; tho* he "kept the Poffeffioft but a very Ik*- 
de while, for thfe Governor of Berwick having ail 
knmediai» Accdiinc of the Action, and rafot^ing if 
pbflSble td retoVer Ae PlacA before Errif^m could 
he fupply*d with; Men and Provifions, ddtaehM i 
Party of 30 Men 6f his Garifon, wkh about $6 
Voltmtiers of the lAhabitanis^ and marchii^ 6vtt 
die Sands at. LoW-water-marfc attacked the Fort^ 
and took it Sword iA Haad^v 'Errington bimlelf at- 
tempting to make his Eft^pey was wounded and 
taken Prffoner, witk feveral others; he Wkh hi& 
Brother afterwards got out of Birwiek \ti Difguife. 
The Defign of raising this Fort was, td give Sig- 
nals to any Ships that feemM to make to the Coaft. 
to land Soldiers v for by the AfiTurances they had 
from Friends beyond Sea, they expefted them td 
land on that-Coaft with Supplies df Arms dnd OfH- 

cers ; 
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cers ; but they never came till they Were gorie fof 
$ci>tlandy and then two Ships appear'd oflf at Sea^> 
and made their Signal ; but having no Anfwer from 
ijifi Shore, made fail Northward. The Rebellion 
was now formoi, and they were all in a Body at 
Morpeth y promifing themfelves great Things at 
Ncwca/He, and feveral Gentlemen join'd them therc^ 
and feveral of the Country People came in and of^^ 
fci^d to lift, but they .ftill declined them, and pre- 
pared to march to Newcajik*^ but before they went^ 
Mr. BuxUm the Clergyman taking on himfelf the 
Office of a Herald as well as of a Churchman, pro* 
daim'd the Pretender. They had a Party that went 
and feized the Foft at FeUon-Bri^e ; and one ^tho^ 
mas Gib/on J a Blackfinithof JVJwc^/Ztf, whom they 
apprehended and detained as a Spy, which it is 
thought he was from Alderman ff^ite of Newcaftk^ 
a zealous Gentleman for the Government, he afcer^ 
wards became an Evidence againft fome of the Re« 
bels at their Trials. Here it was that they received 
their firft Difappointmcnt, viz. in the Affair of 
Niweafile^ which they expefted (hould open its. 
Gates to them ; but finding fomfe Delay in it, thejr 
promifed themfelves to have it in a few Days ; and 
in the mean time they turned a little to the Weft* 
ward, and marched to Hexam, an ancient Town 
famous for its Privil^ps and Immunities, and its 
once ftately, but now ruinous Cathedral, formerly 
for many Years a Biihop's Seat, of which three 
were canoniz'd. This Town is diftant from Mor-i 
fetb 14 long Miles 5 here they were join'd by fomo 
more Scots Horfe. From this Town they all march-^ 
cd, few or none knowing whither, and went three 
Miles diftant to a Heath or Moor adjoining to Dilr 
fton^ the Seat of the Lord Derwentwater^ and there 
they made a Halt; this was with Defign, as was 
thought, to go to Newcajlle for the Surprize of that 
Town, which, as above, they hoped to have done 

fooncr ; 
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fooner :* It is certain they had a great many Friends 
there; and it was reported among them that Sir 
WHliam Blackett would join them. If all that was 
faid of this Gentleman's Conduft was true, they 
were not in the wrong to have fome Dependance 
upon his Affiftance ; but whether or not he was 
aftually engaged, remains a Secret ; for he manag'd 
fo well as to keep out of the way. His Intereft is 
indeed very confiderablc in the Town of Nezvcafilcj 
being one of their Reprefentatives in Parliament, 
and he has in his Service a great many Colliers and 
.Keelmen, who in flat Boats call'd Keels convey the 
Coals from the Collieries to the Ships. He has like- 
wife fevcral Lead-Mines on that fide the Country, 
which employ a great many Hands. Whether his 
Intereft was fo ftrong among thefe People, as to 
bring them to take Arms, by his Order, againft 
their Sovereign, I will not fay, or whether they re- 
ceived any Orders of that kind from him \ but this 
we had a certain Account of, viz. that thefe Men 
were order*d to provide themfelves with Arms, and 
to be ready to go with one who is a kind of Stew* 
ard or Governor over them, wherever he fhould 
direft ; but whether this was to be for the Service 
of the Government, or for the Service of the Pre- 
tender J is not certainly known ; Charity bids us hope 
they were engaged by this Steward for the King's 
Intereft, efpeciaUy becaufe he has always pretended 
to be engaged in the Intereft of his Majefty King 
George.' The Rebels that had gone out oi Hexam 
to the Moor, as above, returned again to their 
Qiiartcrs, having certain Intelligence from fome of 
their Friends in Newcajile^ that even before any re- 
•^ular Forces enter'd that Town, the Magiftrates 
and Deputy-Lieutenants having firft had fome Suf- 
picion , and foon after pofitive Intelligence of the 
Dcfigns of the Rebels to furprize the Town , had 
cfFcftually prevented it, and had taken all imagina- , 
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ble Precaution for their Security, raifing immedi- 
ately what Men they could, fecuring and imprifon- 
ing all Papifts and fufpefted Perfons, arming and 
encouraging the Inhabitants for their own Defence. 
Indeed the Magiftrates Ihew'd a very commendable 
Zeal in the intereft of the Kii^, and the Service of 
the Town, and no lefs Courage in their Application 
to the Defence of the Place. They got the Militia 
and Train-bands, who about that Time were ordcr'd 
to mufter at Killingworth-Moor near the Town, tb 
be taken into it for its better Defence : At the fame 
time the Earl of Scarborough^ Lord Lieutenant df 
the County of Northumberland^ repaired with his 
Friends to Newcaftle : And the Gentry of thofe 
Parts, after his Lord(hip*s Example, mounted their 
Neighbours and Tenants on Horfeback, fo that 
the Town was full of Horfes and Men, both Townf- 
•men and Countrymen unanimoufly declaring for 
King George. However, the Chiefs of the Re- 
bels having great Intereft in that Place, the Inha^ 
bitants wete not altogether without Fear j nor were 
the High Party in the Town without the Folly df 
difcovcring their Well-wiflies to the Rebels at Hex^ 
nm, and even ufing fome threatning Expreflionsii 
^hich the other ought to underftand as fo many 
[Declarations of their Intentions, if the Power had 
been in their Hands to have a<5i:ed according to their 
apparent Intentions. From this Town Lord Der^ 
wentwater had Intelligence, by an Ut)holfterer, 
of the Meffengers coming there, in order to take 
him. 

This perhaps, was partly the Occafion of layinjg 
afide the former Divmons and Prejudices between 
one another as Churchmen and Diffentersr ; the lat- 
ter chearfully offering, and the former freely accept- 
ing the Offer, an Affociation was entered into by 
bath Sides, for the mutual Defence of their Lives 
and Eftates ; and a Body of 700 Volunticrs were 

arm'd 
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arm'd by the Town for their immediate Guard, 
without Diftin6tioa; and the Keel-men, being 
moiftly Diffenters, offered a Body of 700 Men nrore, 
to be always ready at half an Hour's Warning 5 
*wbich was alfo accepted ; at the fame time the Aflb- 
ciation aforefaid was fign'd by the whole Body of 
Loyal Inhabitants. In the middle of this Hurry, 
alfo a Battalion of Foot, and part of a Regiment of 
'Dragoons, being ordcr*d out of Torkjhire for the 
Security of the Town, having made long Marched, 
tiicy came to Newcajlle^ and then all their Fears var- 
nilhM : But they were all farther eas*d of thefe Dif- 
brders a few Days after; for Lieutenant- General 
'Carpenter having been ordered by the Government 
to go in Purfuit of the Rebels, with Hotham^s Re- 
giment of Foot, Cobbam% Molefworib\ and C^&vr- 
*A///'s Dragoons, for whidi Purpofe he fet out from 
London the 15th of OHobery and arrived at New-' 
cajile the i8th, where he began to. prepare for at- 
tacking the Gendemen at Hexam^ waiting a little 
ibr the coming up of the Troops. It is to be ob- 
ferved, that the Town of Newcaftle is not a Place 
to be entered as an open Village, but has an old 
and very ftrong Stone- Wall about it, and very good 
Gates to defend it, tho* they had no Cannon plant- 
ed : The Gates alfo were Walled up with Stone 
and Lime very ftrong, in cafe of any Attempt; fo 
that without Cannon they could not have aflaulted 
the Town. But the Rebels gave them no occafion 
to make ufe either of Walls or Gates, as we fhall 
fee prefendy. But firft let us fee how they fpent 
their Time at Hexam. They ftaid there but three 
Days, tho* they were not idle during that Time ; 
for firft they feized all the Arms and Horfes they 
could lay their Hands on, efpecially fuch as be- 
longed to thofe who were well-affefted Subjefts to 
the King. Next, here Mr. Buxton went to the 
Minifter of the Town, and defurcd him or his Curatc^A 
C 2 to 
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to read Prayers, commanding that in them he fliould 
mention the Pretender by Name, as King James 
III. The Miniftcr modeftly declined it, (for there 
was no fpeaking boldly to them ;) fo Mr. Buxton 
officiated, and performed as ufual. It was reported, 
that the Curate Mr. Ricbardfon had promifed to join 
the Rebels, and there are ftrong Prefumptions to 
believe that as Matter of Faft. The Night before 
they left the Town, they were all drawn round the 
Crofs in the Market- Place, where the Pretender was 
proclaimed, and the Proclamation fixed to the Crofs y 
which remain*d there feveral Days after the Rebels 
were gone ; which fome fay, is an Evidence of that 
Town's good Inclination to His Majefty King 
'George 5 and others added, that the Bailiff and 
Clerk were too much of the Principles of the Lord 

oi their Manor, Sir W Bla'—^-^y elfe they 

would have exerted their Authority, and (hewed 

^their Loyalty, in pulling down that Proclamation. 

Here the Rebels had notice of the Vifcount Kenmure'^ 

Earls of Nitbfdaky Carnwath^ and Wintouny who 

had taken Arms in Nithfdale^ Dumfries - /hire ^ 

, and other Places in the -Weft of Scotland^ having 

entred England to join them, and that they were 

come to Rothbury. The Vifcount Kenmure^ the 

only Nobleman in that part of Scotland capable of 

^ commanding Forces upon that Account, was foli- 

cited by the Earl of Mar to take up Arms for the 

.Pretender J and to command fuch Forces as would 

join him on that fide the Forth. At firfl, he refus'd 

.this Offer, but being importun*d by the Jacobites 

in that Country, he, at laft, was prevailed with to 

fet up the Pretender's Standard at a fmall Town in 

Annandale^ called Mopbet. This Standard, fuppofed 

.to be made by his Lady, was very handfome, one 

,fide being Blue, with the Scot^s Arms done in Gold ; 

.the other fide a Thiftle, with this under. No Union ; 

above the Thiftle^ the ufual Motto, Nemo me im- 

,fune 
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fune hcejfet. This Standard had Pendants of white 
Ribbon ; upon one of thefe was written, For oiir 
Tyronged King^ and OppreJJed Country \ the other 
Ribbon had thereon, For our Lives and Liberties. 
This Standard was fet up the firft Night they made 
their Appearance. Being late, next Day being the 
13 th of OSfober^ they marched towards D«wr/nVi, with 
Defign to furprizc that Town ; but the Marquis of 
Annandakj whom they had followed the Day be- 
fore, having none but his Servants along with him, 
entrcd the Town, and concerted fuch Meafures as 
made that Defign abortive ; which obliged them to* 
alter their Rout, tho' many Difputes happened here- 
upon, but at laft agreed to march to Lougbmabifn' 
that Night, where next Day they fet up their Stand- 
ard, and proclaimed the Pretender. This Town 
was the firft Place, on this Side the Forth of Scot- 
landy where the Pretender was proclaimed, and his 
Standard fet up. This Day the Standard was car- 
ried by John Dalziel Efq; Brother to the Earl of 
Carnwatb. On the 14th of this Month they march*d 
to. Achelfecben. On their March thither, on a Com- 
mon, being in all near 200 Horfe, they were formed 
ihtd a Regiment, divided into two Squadrons. The 
chief Command to Vifcount Kenmure^ that of each- 
Squadron to the Earls of Wintoun and Carnwath. 
Hence they marched regularly, and fent their Quar- 
ter-Mafter- General Mr. Calderwoody to take up 
Quarters for them. Next Day they continued their 
March to Langbohn^ behaving themfelves all along ^ 
civil in their Quarters. From thence they conti-. 
nued their Rout to Hawick. Upon thefe Marches 
their Number incrcafed. At this Place they were- 
alarmed, which raifed fome Difputes whether they- 
ihould proceed. They agi^eed to return,, but had. 
an Exprefs from Mr. Forfter about two Miles from - 
Hawicky tovfzrds Langholm. This Meffenger, Mr./ 
JDouglafsy had aa. Invitation from the NorthumberiaMd: 
C 3 General 
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General to my Lord Kenmure and his Followers, 
to meet him at Rotbbury : So they faced about, 
and marched that Night to Jedburgh. Here they 
received Intelligence of tht Mackintojh^s crofling the- 
Fortbj and the Duke ofJrgyle's Refolution to attack 
them, which put them into mighty Pain how the 
Confcquence would prove. It is to be ohferved, that 
they were alarmed in marching to Jedburgh : Being 
late^ their Advance Guard was furpriz'd by the 
Shouts of one who called out, That the Grey Horfe 
were ready to fell upon them, and had cut the 
Quarter-Maftcr and thofc with him into pieces, 
Thofe acquainted with the Quarter-Mafter affured 
Lord Kenmure^ that he would by no means be fq 
eafily enfnar'd, being better ufed to Military Afikirs ; 
fo they continued their March, and cntred the Town 
without Oppofition. Here, as in moft othier Towns, 
they proclamed the Pretender ; next Morning pro- 
ceeded to Rotbbury y perhaps fuch a March as few 
People are acquainted with, being very mountainous,^ 
long, tedious, and marihy. From Rotbbury they 
difpatched Mr. Burnett of Carlips to Hexam^ to 
Mr. Forjier^ to know his Mind, whether he would 
cpme towards them, or they fhould advance? He* 
rfturned an Exprefs, that he would join diem. This 
Mr. Burnett afterwards carried the above-mentioned' 
Standard ; a Gendeman of comely Appearance ; 
was afterwards Tr/d, found Guilty, and Executed 
in hancajhire'. Upon this News, but more efpe- 
cially on the aforefaid News of General Carpenter 
preparing to attack them, they ndarch'd out of 
HeMm; Wednefday the 19th of O^^i^r, and making 
a long March^ they joined them and their Men that 
Night ; and both of them next Pay marchM to 
W^oler in the County of Northumberland. Here 
they refted ^11 Friday^ where I, with fome Men 
which i had inlifted, being Keel-men, overtook 
^uem ujpon Rotbkfity Forei^ : I fufpeSsd them for 
• "^ • ^ ^ fomc 
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fotne of the Militia, and kept at a diftance ; buf 
difcovering they had no Arms, made up to thcvn^- 
and af^ed them what News, and whither they de-^ 
figned? They anfwered,. (but efpecially one, a bravo 
ftout young Fellow,) ff^e are Scotfmen, going to oun 
Barnes to join our Countrymen that are in Arms fon 
King James. I told him, he was very bold. Sir^- 
(iays he) ril drink bis Health juft now : So with hh 
Botuiec^ which he dipt into a Runner, he l^d. 
Here is King James'i Health ; which all his Partnera 
did. A&er this, Ltold theni. If they were fincert^ 
and< mould follow- mey I would bring them to their 
Countrymen. Which they promifed to do. ( gav^e 
each; of them a Shilling*. Drawing near the Town^ 
I left them under a Hedge, 'till' I couldenquiro 
what was become of. thb Rebels, and if we could 
by ourfel^es lodge lafisly there* I enquired for th6 
befl: Inn, being dirafled there^ where I found Mr; 
Charles Wogatf.^ Man. who came with mc from 
Hixamj but parted for fear of being taken. Ha 
gave me a. Pair of Piftols ; fo I returned xxy my 
Co^ipanions, and l^cought themquietly into Town, 
both wet and weary, > and immediately went to tho 
Head. Conftable, andr told him, that if he would 
give- us. no Difturbanoe, we would ftay all- Night 
fiYily, paying fbr. what wc had ; bpt if he intended 
to make a Prey of: u;, our. Friends being gt)n^-w6 
would then follow them. He made fair Promifes; 
but not daring to tru& him too much, made hii4 
iiire ii> hisiownHoyis^ fa that we watched him bv 
turns .'till early nejfit -Day ; we (&i out from ^li 
Townr Bt>tbbuiy for fVooletj and there joined this 
£i^V^.aaci Scots Hode, and was kindly entertained 
b^ sthoi Chie&. Hese Mr. Errington brought ' theM 
an. Account of the Highlanders beir^ alfo coming t6 
jointhetn, and that thejr were advanced^ to Dunfi^ 
of whidt a fuH JlcGOunt has been gjiven already^ 
On .thb:N0ws they. niardi*d for Keljo in Se^an^ 
C4 On 
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On this Day's March they feized feveral Horfty," 
s^id made Mr. Selbye a Gentleman of that Country 
Prifoncr. A little before they came to Kelfoj they 
made a Halt upon a Moor ; and there the Gentle- 
men formed into Troops, were drawn out by them- 
fclves, and called over, not only by their Names, 
^t by their defign'd Offices for the feveral Troops : 
And ir is to be obferv'd, that to each Troop they 
affigned Two Captains, being the only way they 
had to oblige fo many Gentlemen. Whilft they 
vere thus employed, there came fome Townfmen 
from Kfljby and acquainted the Rebels that Sir Wil- 
Uam Benmt of Grubbet^ who had been in Kelfo^ and 
hud barricado*d the Town, pretending to keep Poll 
there, had gone off in the Night with his Men, 
who were only Militia and Servants, and that they 
might enter the Town without Oppofition ; To they 
continued their March, and croffing the River 
J^wedej tho' very deep at that Time, and rapid, 
they entred the Town. The Highlanders came into 
the Town prefently after from the Scots Side, with 
their Bag-pipes playing, led by old Mackintojh ; 
but they made a very indifferent Figure ; for the 
Rain and their long Marches had extremely fatigued 
them, tho' their old Brigadier^ who march'd at the 
Head of them appeared very well. Next Day being 
Sunday the 23d of Offobery my Lord Kenmure ha- 
ving the chief Command in. Scotland, ordered me to 
preach at the Great Kirk of Kelfo^ and not at the 
Epifcopal Meeting- Houfe, and gave further Orders 
that all the Men (hould attend Divine Service. Mr. 
Buxton read Prayers, and I preached on thefe Words, 
JDeut. xxi. 17. the latter part of the Verfe, 72?^ Right 
of the Ftrft'born is bis. All the Lords that were 
Proteftants, with a vaft Multitude of Papifts at- 
tended, . who have fince told me, they were willing 
fo to do, to grace the Caufe ; but withal faid. They 
(did not fee but they may be allowed fo to do, for 

they 
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^ey approved very well of our Liturgy, which *till 
then they never heard. ■ It may be faid, that the' 
Service of the Church of England had never beea 
read in any Church on this fide of the Forth in 
Scotland before. This Church in its former Daysi 
has been very large, lofty, and beautiful, whofe 
Porch, and other Remains, fpeak its former Splen- 
dor. The Church-yard is very large and neat. It was 
very agreeable, to fee how decently and reverently 
the very common Highlanders behav*d, and anfwer^d 
the Refponfes according to the Rubrick, to the Shame, 
of many that pretend to more polite Breeding. In the 
Afternoon Mr. William Irwine a Scots Clergyman 
and Nonjuror read Prayers, and preach'd a Serm6ii 
full of Exhortations to his Hearers, to be zealdus 
and fteady in the Caufe : He told me afterwards idiat 
he had formerly preach'd the fame Sermon in the 
tii^hxidsoi Scotlandy to the Lord Vifcount 2)«ii^<?tf 
and his Men, when they were in Arms againft King 
William^ z, little before the Battle of Gillycranky. 
The Sermon was very well digcfted,- and fuioed 
fitly for the Men that heard it. I muft take no- 
tice, that it has been reported that there were ojrfidr' 
Sermons preached on our Marches j and I have'lcen 
fuch Things written in the Publick Prints^ with 
the Texts of Scripture alledged to have been- the 
Subjedl of fiicih Difcourfcs ; but- nothing is nibrc 
falfe, for other Sermons than thefe had we nohe. 
Next Morning the Highlanders were drawn up in 
the Church-yard, and fo march'd in Order to the 
Market-place, with Colours flying, Drums beating,* 
and Bag-pipes playing, and there formed' a Circle, 
the Lords and other Gentlemen Handing in the 
Centre : There was an inner Circle formed alfo'by 
the Gentlemen Voluntiers: Then Silence being en- 
joined, the Trumpet founded; after which the «Pr^- 
tendcr was proclaimed by one Seaton Bamis, 'trho

" Our Troops Abroad, notwithftanding of their

*' now the Officers long Service, Merit, and Blood 
" they have loft, but Money and Favour, by which 
" they can obtain Juftice in their Preferments ; ib 
*' that it is evident the Safety of his Majefty's Perfon 
" and Independency of his Kingdoms, call loudly 
*' for immediate Relief and Defence. 

" The Confideration of thefe unhappy Circumr 
** ftances, with the due Regard we have to comr 
** mon Juftice, the Peace and Quiet to us and our 
** Pofterity, and our Duty to his Majefty and his 
*' Commands, are powerful Motives that have en^ 
gaged us in our prefent Undertakings ; which we 
are firmly and heartily refolved to pufh to the 
Utmoft, and ftand by one another to the laft Exr 
*' trcmity, as the only folid and efFedual Means of 
** putting an End to fo dreadful a Profpeft, as by 
^* our prefent Situation we have before our Eyes j 
*' and with faithful Hearts, true to our only right- 
** ful King, our Country, and our Neighbours, 
*' we earneflly befeech and expeft (as his Majefty's 
*' Commands) the AfTiftance of all our true Fellow- 
*' Subjedts, to fecond this our firft Attempt •, de- 
** daring hereby our (incere Intentions, That we 
*' will promote and concur, in all lawful Means, 
"for fettling a lafting Peace to thefe Lands, under 
** the aufpkrious Government of our native-bora 
** rightful Sovereign, the Direftion of our Do» 
** meftick Councils, and the Protection of our na*

*' That we will in the fame manner concur and 
** endeavour to have our Laws, Liberties, and Pro- 
** perties fccurcd by the Parliaments of both King- 
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^* 'doms : That by the Wifdom of fuch Parliaments, 
V we will endeavour to have fuch Laws enafted, 
^ as (hall give abfolute Security to us, and future 
** Ages, for the Proteftant Religion, againft all 
** Efforts of Arbitrary Power, Popery, and all its 
^ Other Enemies. Nor ha^ve we any Reafon to be 
••« diftruftfiil of the Goodnefs of God, the Truth 
** and Purity of our Holy Religion, or the known

'•* That as the King is willing to give his Royal 
•* indemnity for all that is paft, fo he will chear- 
•• fiJly concur in paflTing general Afts of Oblivion, 
** that our Fellow-Subjefts who have been mifled, 
^* ftiay have a fair Opportunity of living with us 
** in the fanpe friendly Manner we defign to live 
** with them. 

. ** That we will ufe oup utmoft Endeavours for 
•* redreffing the bad Ufage of our Troops Abroad, 
** and bringing the Troops at Home to be on the 
*• lame Foot and Eftabliftiment of Pay as thofe of 
f^' England. 

** That we will fmcerely and heartily go into 
** filch Meafures as fhall maintain effeftually, and 
** 'cftablifh a right, firm, and lafting Union betwixt 
^* his Majefty*s ancient Kingdom of Scotland^ a^d 
** our good Neighbours and Pellow-Subjeaa of the 
** Kingdom of England. 

** The Peace of thefe Nations being thus fettled, 
•• ind we thus freed from Foreign Dangers, we will 
^ ufe our Endeavours to have the Army reduced 

'' to 
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^* to the ufoal Number of Guards and Gsiriibnslt 
^ and will concur in fuch Laws and Merfiods> as 
** (hall relieve us of the heavy Taxes and Deba 
** now lyirtg upon us, and at the fame time wiM ' 
^-* fqjipon: tthe PobKck Credit in aH its Paros. , 

** And we do 'hereby promife and eng^e. Thai 
** every Officer who joins wi«h u^ in our Xi^g and 
** Country's Caufe, fhaH not only enjoy the Pctt 
••* he now does, but fhall be advanced and preferr*4 
^* accordwigt6 his Ranked Station^ andcheNumt 
*^ ber ^f Men 'he brings off with him to ^s ^ and 
** each Foot-Soldier fo joining wkh us, (hafll havt 
^* Twenty Shillings Sterling ; and each Trooper or 
** Dragoon, who brings Horfe and Accouirementte 
•* aldng with him, Twelve Pojands Sterling Gm* 
*' tuity, befides their Pay. 

*^ And in general, weihall concur with all out 
^* Fellow-Siil^efts in fuch Meafures^ as (hall mak^ 
** us flowffli at Home, and be formidable Abroad, 
** under our rightful Sovereign, and the pesK^fiM 
** Harmony of our ancient fondamental Conftiiuk 
** lion, undifturbed by a Pretendet^% Interefts and 
** Councils from Abroad, or a Veftlefs Faftion at 
« Home. 

" In fo honourable, fo good, and juft a Caufe, 
•* we do not doubt of the Afliftance, Direction, 
** and BleflTmg of Almighty God, who has fo oft- 
** en fuccour'd the Royal Family of Stuarts^ 
^ and our Country, from finking under Op^ 
** preflion.'* 

This Manififio being ended, the People with loud 
Acclamations fhouted, NO Union! NO MaU, NO 
Sdt'TAXl Then the Highlanders returned to their 
Quarters, Where they continued till Thurfday ; dti- 
ring which time nothing material happened, but thit 
they failed not here, as well as in all Places, to de- 
mand all the Publick Revenues, viz. oi £}tcii^ 

Cuftomsy 
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Cuftoms> or Taxes, and to fearch for Arms, of 
which they found very few, unlefs fome fmall Pieces 
of Cannon of different Size and Shape, which for- 
merly belonged to Hume-Cafile^ and had been em- 
ployed in former Ages in that Strong- Hold againft 
ihtEnglifhj but were at this time brought thence by 
Sir WiUiam Bennet aforefaid, to be placed at the Bar- 
ricadoes which he had made in the Streets leading 
to the Market-Place : They likewife found fome 
broad Swords hid in the Church, and a fmall Quan^ 
tity of Gunpowder. There happened a very uncom- 
mon Accident while they remained here, which is 
worth recording for the Angularity of it \ a Highlander 
having taken the Lock from his Muflcet, he laid 
down the Barrel, 6?^. crofs the Arms of a Chair, 
whilft he at two Yards diftance having cleaned, and 
trying the Lock, a fpark of Fire flew from it di- 
reftly, and molt exa^ly to the Touch-hole of th^ 
Piece which was loaded, and went oflf and wounded 
three Children fitting round the Fire ; Ajid it was 
the more ftrange, that ^t fuch a Diftance, by meer 
Chance, a Spark (hould direft its way to the Touch- 
hole, and the Bullet,lhould wound all the three Chil- 
dren, who did not fit in a Line. 

There were no Hoftilities ufed here, only the 
Horfe going out a Foraging, went to a Seat of the 
Duke of Roxburgh's near the Town, and brought 
in fome Hay. While they continued here, Dr. 
Arthur^ a Gentleman concerned in that defigned At- 
tempt upon the Caftle of Edinburgh^ of very good 
Parts, and generous Education, and one Mr. Cun- 
ningham of Barnes^ came fi-om the Earl of Mar 
widi Intelligence, and returned to him again ; after 
which, the fame Genriemen came again to the Re- 
bels when at Prefton. Before I leave this Town, I 
fliall give fome Account of what Force the Rebel- 
.Troops now confifted, as well becaufe they were 
.more in Number at that time, and better armed 

Men 
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Men than at any time after ; as alfo becaufe fo itiany 
different Accounts of their Numbers have been 
mode publick, that it is not eafy to know what may 
be depended upon. The Lord Vifcount Kenmurc 
had the chief Command whilft in Scotland : He was 
a grave, fiill-aged Gentleman, of a very ancient Fa- 
mily, and he himfelf of extraordinary Knowledge 
and Experience in Publick and Political Bufinefs, 
though utterly a Stranger to all Military Affairs ; of 
a Angular good Temper, and too Calm and Mild to 
be qualified for fuch a Poll, being both plain in his 
Brefs^ and in his Addrefs, He made his firft Ren- 
dezvous at Locbmabben : He had a Troop of Gen- 
tlemen with him, which, as he was. General, was 
call'd the Firft Troop, the Command of whieh he 
gave to the Honourable Bazil Hamilton of Beldoutiy 
Son to the Lord Bazil Hamilton^ Brother to the 
late Duke Hamiltony a very promifing Youth, and 
who behaved himfelf with a great deal of Courage 
in the Aftion at Pre/ion^ tho* but very young. 

The Second Troop was called the Merfe Troop, 
commanded by the Honourable James Hume^ Efq; 
Brother to the Earl of Hume, who at that time was 
Prifoner in Edinburgh Caftle. This Youth is of a 
good Temper, but not very capable of having the 
Command of a Troop, as well on account of his 
Age, as other Incapacities* He was try*d at the 
Marjhalfea^ and found Guilty* 

The Third Troop> called the Earl of Wintour?% 
Troop, and commanded by himfelf. This Earl is 
of a very ancient Family, wants no Courage, nor 
fo much Capacity as his Friends find it for his In- 
tereft to fuggeft, efpecially if we may judge by the 
Counfel he gave : He was always forward for Aftion, 
but never for the March into England \ and he 
ceafed not to thwart the Scheme which the Northum- 
berland Gentlemen laid down for marching into 
England^ not fo much from the Certainty, which, 
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as he faid, there was of their being over-poiwer'dj 
ai from the greater Opportunity, which, as he in-, 
fiftcd, there was of doing Service to their Caufe in 
Scotland ; in order to which, he argued with and 
prefled them back into Scotland^ and leavip^ Edin- 
burgh and Stirling to their Fate, to go and join the. 
Wcftern Clans, attacking in tteir Way the Town of 
DumfrHs^ and Glafgow^ and other Places, and then, 
open a Communication with the Earl of Mar 
and his Forces. Which Advice, if followed, ia 
all probability would have tended to their great Ad- 
vantage, the King's Forces being then fo. fmall.. 
However therefore fome People have reprefented 
that Lord, of which I fhall fey no more, all his 
Anions both before a Prifoner, and whilft. fuch, 
till he made his Efcape out of the Tower ^ fpeak him 
to be Matter of more Penetration, than many of thofe 
whofe Charaders fufFer no Blemifti as to their Un- 
dcrftandings. The Command of this Troop he af? 
ligned, under himfclf, to' Captain James Dalziely 
Brother to the Earl of Carnwath^ who had been in 
King George's Service formerly, and continued 
an Half-pay Officer for fome time ; but upon en- 
gaging in the Rebellion, he threw up his Commif- 
fion ; which piece of Policy was the faving of his 
Life, and prevented his being (hot to death at Pre-^ 
Jion by Sentence of the Court-Marflial among the 
Half-pay Officers. He was a very bold and brave 
young Gentleman, and (hew'd it upon all Occa- 
fions. 

The Fourth Troop belonged to Robert Dalziel^ 
Earl of Carnwath : This Nobleman was brought 
up under the Tuition of One who made it his ftu- 
dy*d Care to inftill the Principles of Hereditary 
Right, Paffive Obidience, and Non-Refiftance into 
his Mind. He ftudy*d fome time at Cumbridge^ and 
there fucked in an entire Affiidion for the Liturgy 
and Worlhip in ufe in the Church of England^ o{ 

which 



Vhicii he was a fincere Devotee. He Is fmgularl^lf 
good in his Temper, and of an agreeable AfFabi-i 
lity, and delivers hilnrelf very handfomely in 
his DifcouHe. The Command of this Troop ht 
gave over to his Uncle James Dalziel, Efq;. This 
Gentleman has a very good Charadter, and gave 
fufficient Dcmonftrdtions of his AfFe6tions to the 
Pretender'% Intereft, by his Courage and Conduft. 

The F^ifth Troop was under the Command of 
Captain Lockart^ Brother to Mr, Lockart of .Carn^ 
Hioath : He was a Half-pay Officer in the Lord 
Mark Ker*s Regiment^ and ai fuch try'd at Frefton 
by a Cdurt-Martial ; by which being found Guilty 
of Ddertion, he, with three more, were (hot to 
death there. Fit* Was a young Gendeman of a 
comely Appearance^ and very handfome : He 
gave feveral inftaiices df his Bravery. He died ve- 
ry penitent for all his Sins, but would not acknowi- 
ledge that to be one for which he fufFer*d. It is ber^ 
lieved, and not without good Reafon, that this 
Troop was raised by his* Brother's Intereft, who is a 
Gentleman of a good Eftate, one of the beft, per- 
haps, in Scotland poflefled by a private Gentleman, 
This Troop was compofed of feveral Servants be- 
longing to the Laird of Carnwath^ befides feveral 
of his own Horfes : The Men were paid by Mi*. 
AuxtoHy a Merchant of Edinburgh j who was en- 
trufted in all Mr. Lockarf^Conctrm : And to con- 
firm this, the Quarter-Mafter of this Troop wa? 
Mr. Lanib^ 2l Servant of Mr. Lockarl\ of good 
Efteem with his Matter. He himfelf was taken 
into Cuftody upon flirewd Sufpicions, and fent to 
the Caftle of Edinburgh. If that Book was writ- 
ten by him, called. The Memoirs of Scotland, he 
may be called a Gentleman of deep Penetration, 
and fingular AfFeftion for his native Country, clfe 
he would not make fo free with the Charafters 
of a great many Noblemen and Gentlemen who 
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are 'very little fufpefted to be the Men he makes 
them. 

Thefe Troops were well mann'd, and indifferent- 
ly arrnM ; but many of the Horfes fmall, and in 
mean Condition : Bcfides thefe Troops , there were 
a great many Gentlemen Voluntiers^ who were not 
formed into any regular Troop. 

The Foot defign'd to crofs the Fortb^ were Regi- 
mented under thefe Colonels, being Six Regiments 
in all. 

The Firft, the Earl of Stratbmore^s ; but he and 
his Lieutenant- Colonel Walkinjhaw of Barrowfield 
were forced back in their Paffage by the King's 
Men of War, with feveral others, and obliged to 
go on ftiore in the Ifle of May. This Regiment was 
not in Highland- Drefs , as the others were. This 
Lord wa^ a hearty Friend of the Pretender's ^ and 
had fome time before this Rebellion broke out, gi- 
ven it under his Hand that he would be ready the 
firft Opportunity to rife and aflift to eftablifh him 
upon the Throne. This Paper, which was fign'd 
by feveral others, was lodged in the Hands of Co- 
. lonel Hookes^ to be by him tranfported into France. 

The Second Regiment was the Earl of Mar^s. 
I fliall here add his Charafter, given him by his 
.Countryman Mr. Lockart^ in his Memoirs of Scot- 
land. 

" John Earl of Mar was defcended from , and 
** the Reprefentative of a Family noted for its Loy- 
•* alty, on many Occafions both ancient and mo- 
•* dern, ahd much beholden to the Bounty of the 
*' Crown. It is true, his JPather embark'd with the 
" Revolution : But if all be true that is reported, 
" his Lordfhip gave a particular, tho* fatal Sign of 
•* his Remorfe and Repentance, This prefent Gen- 
** tleman*s Fortune being in bad Circumftances , 
** when he came of Age he devoted himfelf to the 
" Duke of ^eenjberry^ and the Court Meafures, 
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*^ to which he always ftuck clofe, till' in the Year 
*' 1 7 14, he headed fuch of the Duke of ^eenjber' 
*' rfs Friends as oppos*d the Marquis of Tweedale^ 
*' and his Party's Defigns, and that with fuch Art 
** and Diflimulation, that he gain*d the Favour of 
*' all the Tories, and was by many of them efteem'd 
** an honeft Man, and well indinM to the Royal 
** Family. Certain it is he vowed and protefted fo 
*' many times j but no fooner was the Marquis of 
*' Tweedale and his Party difpoflels*d, than he re- 
*' turned as a Dog to the Vomit ^ and promoted all 
*' the Court Meafures with the greateft Zeal ima- 
*' ginable. He was not a Man of a good coram 
^' voUs^ and was a very bad, tho* frequent Speaker 
** in Parliament ; but his great Talent lay in the 
^' cunning Management of his Defigns and Projefts, 
^* in which it was hard to find him out when he 
** aim'd to be incognito 5 and thus he fhew'd himfelf 
^* to be a Man pf good Senfe, but bad Morals, 

His Regiment came not entire over the Forib^ 
for at Prefion there were only thefe Officers taken 
Prifpners, viz. Natbanael Forbes Major, ^ Man t\vir 
gularly brave, of pleafent Difcourfe, mixing the 
Thread thereof with a great many Scots Proverb? ^ 
which were very well apply'd, and gave great En- 
tertainment to thofe that were acquainted with that 
Dialed:. He was vei:y ftrong, and by the Help 
thereof forced his way out of the Marjhalfea. The. 
Other Officers were three Captains and three Lieu- 
tenants (whofe Names are in the Lift of Officers 
hereafter mentioned;) the reft were driven back by 
the King^s Men of W^r upon the Coaft of Fife. 

The Third, Logie Drummond*s. This Regiment 
came not entire over the Forthy being driven b^clc 
on the JPjf^-fide, with many more ; for of the 2500 
defigned to crofs the Ftrth^ the better Half were 
prevented. He that had the Command of this 
Regimsnt \?as one pf thof? that figned an Anfwer

to Monfieur de T^orcih Queftions, which gave a dir 
ftinft Relblution to each Qiiery, containing a full 
Account of the State of Affairs ; particularly an 
Account of the Inclinations of the People, to ven- 
ture All for the Gbevalier^s Service : This was when 
the People of Scotland were diffatisfy'd about the 
Union, in the Year 1 707. This Paper was like- 
wife lodg'd in the Hands of Colonel Hookesj to be 
by hiixi. tranfported into France. 

The Fourth, the Lord Nairn's^ Brother to the 
Duke oi Atbol% but by marrying an Heirefs, ac- 
cording to the Cuftom of Scotland^ changed his own 
Name for hers : He can^ over the Ftrth with a 
good many of his Men. He is a Gentleman well 
belov'din his Country, and by all that had the Ad- 
vantage to be acquainted with him : He had for- 
merly been at Sea, and gave fignal Inftances of his 
Bravery : He was a mighty Stickkr againft the 
Union. His Son, who was Licutcnant-Cotohcl td 
Lord Charles y took a great deal of Pains to encou- 
rage the Highlanders, by his own Experience, in 
their hard Marches, and always went with them on 
Foot through the worft and deepeft Ways, and ia 
Highland Drcfs. 

The Fifth Regiment was commanded by Lord 
Charles Murray^ a younger Son of the Duke of 
Atbol : He had been a Cornet of Horfc beyond Sea, 
and had gained a mighty good Char^fter for his 
Bravery, even Temper, and graceful Deportment. 
Upon all the Marches, he could never be prevailed 
with to ride, but kept at the Head of his Regiment 
on foot, in his Highland Drefs without Breeches : 
He would fcarce accept of a Horfe to crofs^ the Ri- 
vers, which his Men in that Seafon of the Year 
fbrded aboye qiid-thigh dero in Water. This pow- 
erfully gained him the Affedion of his Men ; be- 
fides, his Courage and Behaviour at a Barrier, where 
his Majefty's Forces m^e a bpld Attack, was fin« 
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gularly brave. When the Rebels furrender^d at Pre- 
fion^ he was made a Prifoner, and try'd for a De- 
ferterj being a Half-pay Officer, found guilty, and 
condemned to be (hot ; but he pleaded that he had 
given his Commiflion into the Hands of a Relation 
before he entered the Rebellion: This, tho* he could not 
bring any Proof of at that time, yet t^^ith his Friends 
Inrereft and his Majefty's gracious Reprieve, makes 
him yet enjoy his Life. When he was fenfible that 
he was to die, being removed to the Houfe of 
Mr. PTtngilby, with the other Hs^lf-pay Officers, he 
kept a true Decorum fuitaWe to the Noblenefs of 
his Mind and the Bravery of his Soul^ aqd not un- 
fuitable to the Gircumftahcc he was in. 

The Sixth Regiment was czWeA Mackintofifs Bat- 
tftHoh, jt Relation of the Brigadier's, \^ho is Ghief 
of that Glan. He is* of an ancient l^amily, defcend- 
tA from the old ^thanes of Fife. His Name, in the 
Irtjh or Highland Language, difeovirs his Etefcent •, 
for Ta/& (ignifies tb'aiie^^ and Mac Son. His Motto 
to his Coit of Arrrt^ is comical as wdl as remark- 
able j- I'okch not the Cat without your Glove ; which 
Coat of Arms^is fepported by two wild Cats, arid 
has a Cat for the Creft. The Ear} of ff^eems is dc- 
fcended from the feme ^ane of Ftfe\ and it is dif- 
piSted whether he or Mackintojh are cider, tho* cer- 
tain it is that the Earl of fVeemi retains a confidera- 
tile Part of ^Tz&tf ^rt Eftatc. Whether Mackintojhbc 
tlder or younger, he left Fif^^ and made a Purchafe 
1ft the Nofth, where his Succcffors have lived fcr 
ftveral Hundred* of Years: iri handfome and fpftn^- 
did rtianncr, and rfiarried the Hdirefs of Clancatthnj 
whcteof Maehfitojb htcmtc the Head and Chief; 
which has a great many Tribes , or Followers', 
vfii. the J^pberjhTfs^ the Faripiorfin^sof Brde i^ar^ 
•^ M^MrofSj the Shaw's j ArhaftSj M^qumsj 
Sfhifh^Sj and Clark^s^ &?r. which joih^ togethet; 
ifcake a numerous Clan. MacktntoJh^^mzWolA

Grants, Charters, Patents, and Bonds, and f^v^ra) 
Letters from Kings, yet extant, is call'd Captain of 
Clancattan : And Buchanan in his Annals mentions 
him often, Cateneorum Dux ^rihusj in other Places 
ftiles them Gens Ferox. They had four hundred 
Years conftant Wars ^nd Broils with the Camerons 
and Ctimin^Sy of old very confiderable in Scotland ^ 
whom he ovcroime. This T^bCj ^^ their Loyalty 
and good Service at the Battel of V^ardlav;', famous 
in Scots Hiftory, got an Eftate call*4 Brae Locbaber^ 
of which he is (till poflefled. His Family is men- 
tioned often by Buchanan y Boetius^ Lejl^y^ (^c. 1% 
is to be obferved that the M^pherfotfSy Part of this 
Tribe, out of fome diftant View, would not on this 
Occafion follow their Chieftain, but formed them- 
felves into a ieparate Regiment for their' Mafter the 
Pretender : Tho* they promifed great Thmgs, yet 
it is well known how they behav'd at Sheriff-Moor ; 
for they ftood within View of the Battel, but never 
drew a Sword pr fired a Gun j like the M^gregors 
under Rob.Roy^ the Stuarts^ and Camerms. SeafortVs 
Men, except thofe of JG»/^7, mi(behav*d. Stuart 
oiAppiff^ Men, and moft Part of the Frazers^ were 
at Perth with Frazerdale ; but upon Notice of Lo- 
'vaf^ Arrival in the North they deferted the Preten^ 
der^ and returned to the Service of King George. 
This Regiment came entire over the Forth^ He is 
a Gendeman that few People expeiied in the Rebel- 
lion, having a}ways appeared on the other Side; 
but the Perfuafions of the Brigadier prevailed with 
jhim. He is a handfon^e brave young Gendeman, of 
a very confiderable Intereft in his own Country -, for 
he can bring into the Field upon any Occafion ioqo 
ftout, hardy, and well-arn^ed Men. 

Befides thefe iSix Regiments (a Lift of whofe Oir 
ficers are hereafter inferted) there were a confidera- 
ble Number calPd The Gentlemen Voluntiers, com- 
manded by Captain Skeen and Captain Mac-Lean^ 

Lieutenant 
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Licuteriant David Stewart^ and Enfign JobnDim-^ 
tafy formerly an Excifcman. 

The Englijh were not altogether fo well regulated, 
nor fo wcU armed as the Scots. The Troops were 
thefe : 

Firft, the Earl of Derweniwater's^ commanded 
by his Brother Charles Raddiffc Elij; and Captain 
John Sbaftoe. That Earl being a Papift,' and a 
Relation of the Pretender^Sj having it fcems had the 
Opportunity of being perfonally acquainted with 
him, all thefe Circumftances unhappily concurred to 
draw him into this Snare, to his Deftruftion, and 
the utter Ruin of the moft flourilhing Family in 
that Part of Britain, 

It was thought, however, that this Lord did not 
join either fo heartily or fo premeditately in this Af- 
iair as was expeded *, for there is ho doubt but he 
oaiight have brought far greater Numbers of Men 
into the Field than he did -, the great Eftate he poA 
feffed, the Money he i^ould command, his lotereft 
aAiong the Gentlemen, and, whieh is above all, his 
being fo well beloved as he was, could not have 
fail*d to have procured him many hundi^s of Fol- 
lowers more than he had, if he had thought fit ; 
for his Concerns in the I-cad-Mines in jilftone-Moor 
are very confiderable, where fevcral hundreds of 
Men are employed under him^ and get their Bread 
from him, whom, there is no doubt, he niight ea- 
fily have engaged: Befides this, the Sweetnefs of 
his Temper and Difpofition, in which he had few 
Equals, had (o (ecur'd him the Afieftion of all his 
Tenants, Neighbours, and Dependants, that Mul- 
titude3 would have liv*d and dy'd with him : The 
Truth is, he was a Man formed by Nature to be 
generally belov'd j for he was of fo univerfal a Be- 
neficence, that he fecm'd to live fpr others. As he 
liv'd among his own People, there he fpent his 
Sedate, and continually did Offices of Kindnefs and 

Good- 
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Good-ticighbourhood to every body, as Opportii- 
nity ofFer'd. He kept a Houfe of generous Hofpi- 
tality and noble Entertainment, which few in that 
Country do, and none come «p to. He was very 
charitable to poor and diftrefled Families on ail Od- 
caiions, whether known to him or not, and whether 
Papift or Proteftant. His Fate wilt be fenfibly felt 
by a great many, who had no Kindnefs for the 
Cauie he died in, and who heartily wifli he had noc 
forwarded his Ruin, and their Lofs^ by his Indif- 
cretibn in joining in this mad as well as wicked Un- 
dertaking. If the Warrant from the Secretary's Of^ 
fice for apprehending hin> had been' made a greater 
Secret than it was, he might have been taken, atid 
ib his Rum have been prevented. His Brothdr is 
young and bold, but too forward ? He has a grcstt 
deal of Cdurage, which wants a few- more Yeacs^ 
and a better Caufe to improve it ; there is room^to 
hope he will never employ it in fuch ah Adventure 
3^aiiu: 

The Second Troop was the Lord fFiddrin^iwN^ 
commanded by Mn ^Thomas Ermgtei^ of Beaufrdta, 
This LcM-d's Family has been famous ^ former Days 
for many noble Atchicvements recorded in Hiftory j 
diodgh there is but a fmall Part of that left in this 
Liordy . for I could never difcover any thing like 
Boldnefs or Bravery in him, efpecially after his 
Majcfty's Forces came before Prefton f But of this 
hepeaften Mr. Emngttm that commanded his L^- 
fliip's Troop, is a G^deman of a very ancient Fj^r 
mily in Northumberland^ a younger Brother of the 
Family of Erringttm: He has very good natural 
Parts, and had been formerly an Officer in the Fr^cb. 
Service^ where he had- got the Reputation of a gdod 
Soldier* It is believed he would not have.engaged 
in this Rebellion, had not the many Obligations he 
lay undfer tx) the Earl of Det^enMOfer prevailed 
widiWro. 
- ■ The 
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'The Third Troop was commanded by Captala 
^obn Hunter J born upon the River Nortb-Tyne in 
jhe County of Norfbumberland : He had obtained ;t 
Commiffion in the latter End of Queen yinne*s Reiga 
to raife an Independent Company^ but never received 
any Pay^ nor lifted ^ny Men, but when he made 
ufe of that Commiillon now in the Rebellion. He 
wa2^ famous for running uncuftomed Goods out of 
Scotland into England, He bchav*d with great Vi- 
gour and Obdinagy in die A&ion at Prejionj wheco 
he took Poileilion of fome Houfes during die At-< 
tack, and galled that brave Regiment of Brtgadior 
freSton\ making a great Slaughter out of thfi 
Windows: He has fmce made his Eicape CHit of 
CbeSter-CdL^t^ ^d, as is faid^ got over iato helani^ 
^d from thence to France, 

The Fourth Troop was commanded by Robert 
J)ouglafs^ Brother to the Laird of Finland in Scol^ 
land: fit lignalized himfelf upon feveraL Accounts; 
for going fo often, fo privately, and expedicioufij/r 
betwixt ^Kgland and the Earl of Mar. He was the 
Man who brpught Mr* ForSer hb CommiffioQ, ami 
the Manifeftoes and Declarations of the. Pretender^ 
He was inde&tigat^ie in fearching for Arms and 
Horfes, a Trade, foaie were pleafod to fay, )sA had 
followed out of the Rebellion as well as ia it. . Ho 
was alfa very vigorous in the A6bion at PreBotii 
where he with his Men were pofiibfied of feveral 
Houfes, and did a great deal of Harm to his Ma^ 
jefty*s Forces from the Windows, He alfo made 
bis Efcape whea a Frifoner either at i>it^;;^ (ur 
CbeSfer. - . . : .• 

To this Account of thefe two Gentlemen, I ihaiU 
add a pleafant Story, which one waspleafed to re^ 
mark upon them* When he heard that the former 
was gone with his Troop back into £x^/<fW, as was 
theri given out, to take up Quarters for die whole 
Army, who were to follow> and tx> fall iqKxn Gene« 

ral 
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Iral Carpenter and his fmall and wearied Troops ; Ke 
laid. Let but Hunter and Douglafs with their Men 
quarter near General Carpenter, and in faith they* II 
not leave them a Horfe to mount on. His Reafon is 
fiippofcd to be, becaufe thefe, with their Men, had 
been pretty well verfed in Horfe-ftealing, or at leaft 
fufped^d as fuch : For an old Borderer was pleafed 
ta fay, 'when he was infornied that a great many, if 
not all, the loofe Fellows and fufpefted Horfe-fteal- 
ers were gone into the Rebellion, // is an ill Wind 
iknvs no body Profit 'y for now y continued he, I can 
kave my Stable-door unkck^dy and Jleep founds ftnce 
* Luck-in-a-Bag and the reft are gone. 

The Fifth Troop was comnunded by Captain 
Nicholas Wogan^ an Irifh Gentleman, but defcended 
from an ancient Family of that Name in Wales ; he 
joined the Rebels at . their firft Meeting. . He is a 
Gentleman of a moft generous Mind, and a great 
de^ of Bravery, unwearied to forward the good of 
his Caufc : His Bravery was made known by feve- 
ral Inftances .in the Aftion at Preffon : His Gene- 
rofity, as well as Courage, was mod remarkable 
in bringing oflf Prifoner Captain Prefton^ of Prefion*^ 
Regknent of Foot, who was mortally wounded thro* 
the Body by a Bullet from the Rebels, and juft at 
the Point of being cut in Pieces -, he hazarded 
his Life among his own Men, if pofiible, to fave 
that Gentleman, though an Enemy, and waswound* 
ed in doing it: He took alfo a great deal of Care 
of him after he had brought him oflf-, for which it 
is hoped he has obtained His Majefty • s Pardon, 
Captain Prefton himfelf having, before he died, 
cjpctily acknowlcdg*d the Gallantry and Generofity 
of the Aftion, and made it his carneft Requeft that 
Mr. JVogan fhould be civilly ufed,. for hi& kind Be- 
haviour to him. Befides thefe Troops, there were 
a great many Gentlemen Voluntiers that were not 
formed into any Troop, ^ It is likewifc to. be obfer-.

v^d, as is noted before, that thefe Troops were all 
Double-officer'd, to oblige the fcveral^Gentlemea 
that were among, them. 

Having thus given an Account of their Troops and 
Foot Regiments, which might then amount to 1400; 
I (hall give a farther Account of their Marches, and 
what happened in the Way, till I bring them to the 
Place of Aftion. Having continued in Kelfo io long 
as they did, which was from Saturday the 2 2d, to 
Tburfday the 27th oi05loher^ it gave general Carpen" 
tefy who, as is laid, was fent down to purfue them, 
the Advantage of time to advance by the caGer Mar- 
ches, and to obferve their Motions : That General, 
with the Forces under his Command, viz. Hotbam^% 
Regiment of Foot, Cobbam\ Molefw9rtb% sndCbur-^ 
chillis Dragoons, had marched from Newcajile^ and lay 
now at Wooller the 27th, intending to face Keljb the 
next Day •, of which Lord Kenmure^ who, as I 
faid, commanded the Troops while on the Sctas- 
Side of ^Twede^ having Notice, called a Council 
of War, wherein it wasferioufly confidered what 
Courfe they fhould take. And here again my 
Lord Wintoun^ as is obferv'd already, prels'd them 
earneftly to march away into the Weft of ScU-^ 
land', but the iS»^/i^ oppofed, and prevailed againft 
that wifer Opinion : Then it was propofed to pa& 
the "Twedej and attack the King's Troops, taking 
the Advantage of the Weaknefs and Wearinefs of 
General Carpenter^s Men, who were indeed extremely 
fatigued^ and were not above 500 Men in Number^ 
whereof two Regiments of Dragoons were new faifedy 
and had never feen any Service. This alfo was Sol^ 
dier-like Advice, and which, if they had agreed to^ 
in all Probability they might have worfted them, 
confidering how they were fatigued, and not half 
the Number the Rebels were. But there was 
a Fate attended all their Councils, for they could 
Xicver agree to any one thing that tended to their 
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Advanttgt. This Defign failing, they decamped froifi 
Kelfo^ and taking a little to the Right, marched to 
Jedburgh Upon this March they were all alarmed^ 
by miftakihg a Party of their owh Men for fome of 
General Carpenter^s Forces: The Particulars where^ 
of were thus j A Party of their own Men appear- 
ing at a diftance^ Captain Nicholas H^ogan being de- 
lirous to know who they were, went off towards thd 
River's fide which parted them, and left me to ftand 
at a convenient diftance from him, whilft he rid u^ 
to make a Difcovery ; if they proved Eneniies, he 
was to fire a Piftol, if Friends, he was to tofs up his 
Hat. Juft at the fame time, fbme of thefe fufpcfted 
Eriemies wanting to know who he was, galloping . 
towards him, he miftook them, and fired a Piftol, 
lb the Alarm was taken ; but the Diforder was not 
great, the Matter being foon difcovererd. Then 
they fcontinued their March to Jedburgh : The Horfe 
having entred that Town, word was brought them 
again, that General Carpenter had ikHen upon the 
Foot, who had not as yet reached the Town, This 
put them into the utmoft Confternation : However, 
not'being difcouragcd fo as to abandon their Fellows, 
they all mounted their Horfes, and marched out td 
relieve their Friends. I here had an Opportunity 
to look into the Faces and Countenances of moft pF 
tht remarkable Leaders, when they formed the'm- 
felves under the Cover of a Hill. I did then be- 
hold a great Palcnefs in fome Faces, and as mucH 
Fire and Refolution in others. Whether of thefe 
Signs were then the true Tokens of Bravery, t 
would not then determine ; but afterwards at Preflon^ 
when the Alarm was not felfe, I ever believed thai 
generally the fiery Eye and fterri Look were the 
Men of beft Courage ; but we had moft of theffi 
Men out of Danger at Prefiori^ and the former moft. 
a6Hve. This Miftake alfo was occafioned by ano- 
ther Plarty of their own Men, who had taken a dif- 
ferent 
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ferent Rout : And this being likewifc dilcpver«j'„- 
they .returned all to their Quarters, accx)rding to t^ 
Scoii Proverb, If/'orfe frighted than hurL THey ftaki 
in this Town till SeUurday the 29th. And.heie ic ; 
being apparent that an Opportunity offering to gcft 
the Start of Qeneral Carpenter^ who would h^ tj\rw 
Days M^rch behind, and the EngUfif Gentkmeaear-v 
neftly preffing, it was rcfolv'd, in an ill hour . for 
them, to crols the Mountains, ai¥i march for EtJg'^ 
land: Accordmgly Captain Hunter^ who was wjc:11 ac- 
quainted with the Country, was oi;der*d with hia 
Troops to go into iVi?r/i&-5r)'a<?<Wtf, and there pron 
vide Quarters for them who Woi|ld followi. But 
here began a Mutiny, the Highlanders cOuid noB 
be perfuaded to cr61s ^ Botders \ and thof maxvfi 
Pcrfuafions were ufed with thenu would not ftlr a 
foot : Heneupon the firft Rcfolution was akercdt 
and Orders were fent after Captain Hunier to counrt 
termand him.' Jn this Town' the Magiftrates had 
Orders to furnifli the Highlanders with a Q^tity 
of Oatmeal, Which they did, by obliging every 
Houfekeeper to pay a certain Quantity according to 
his Ability. They were joined in this Town by 
Mr, jiiinfir^ of Blackhilly with fome others. Fcomi 
hence they marched to Hawick^ a fmall poor Mar- 
ket-Town belonging to the Dutchefs of Bucclugby at 
whole Houfe the Englijb Lords^ with their Relati^ 
ons, and Mr, Forfter^ took up their Quarters, 
Upon this March to Hawick^ the Highlanders liip^ 
pofing ftill that the March for England waa refoIv*d 
on, were difgufted, feparated themfelves, and went 
to the Top of a rifing Ground, there refted their 
Arms, and declared that they would fight if they 
would lead them on to the Enemy, but they ivould 
not go to England ; adhering to the Lord WiniouVs 
Advice, that they would go through the Weft of 
Scotland^ join the Clans there, and either crofs the 
Forth fome..Mi]ea above Stirling^ or fend word to 
. " ' the 
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the Earl tsiMar that they would fall upon the Dukd 
of Argjle^% Rear, whilft he fell on his Front, his 
Number being then very fmall. Whilft this Hu- 
mour lafted among them, they would allow none 
to come and fpeak with them but the Earl o^iWin- 
iouttj who had tutor'd them in this Projedt ; affuring 
them, that if they went for England^ they would 
be all cut in pieces, or taken and fold for Slaves ; 
one part of which has proved too true. This Breach 
held a great while •, however, at laft they were 
brought to this, tho* not till after two Hours De- 
bate, that they would keep tc^ther as long as they 
ftaid in Scotland •, but upon any Motion of going 
for England^ they would return back : So they con- 
tinued their March to Hawick^ where they were fore 
ftraimed for Quarters. Here the Highlanders, for 
they always had the Guard, and did all the Duty 
after they joined the Horfe, difcovered from their 
advanced Guards a Party of Horfe, who were Pa- 
troling in their Front, took them for Enemies, and 
g^ve the Alarm at Midnight ; fo all run immedi- 
ately to Arms: The Moon gave light, and the 
I^ight proved very clear ; fo the whole Body formed 
themfelves in very good Order to oppofe any Attack 
that ftiould be made. But in the end this proved 
another falfe Alarm ; fo they all returned to their 
Quarters. I have heard that this Alarm was de- 
figned to try the Highlanders, and to fee how they 
would behave, and whether they would ftand chear- 
fully to their Arms if an Enemy appear*d. Mr. For* 
fter at this Place fent for Mr. Buxton^ and told him 
he had a mind to receive the Sacrament, and or- 
dered him to provide and attend him at his Chamber 
next Morning before they marched, and to bring 
Mr. Patten along with him -, fo both of them obeyed 
and officiated. When the Service was over, he 
faid, ^be Roman Catbolicks have had the Sacrament 
adminijired by a Prieft \ when Opportunity ferves^ 
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'^e 'will have all the ' Proiefiants ordered to tlommii^ 
nicate. • Next Morning being Sunday, they made 
their March to Langbolme^ another fmall Market- 
Town belonging to the Dutchefs of Bucclugb : 
From hence there was a ftrong Detachment of 
Horfe ferit in the Night for Jchilftcban, with Or- 
ders to go and block up Dumfries, till they could 
come up and attack it. This Town of Dumfries is 
a very rich Phce, and fituate very commodioufly 
upon the Mouth df a navigable River on the Irifb 
Scaj and maintains a confiderable Trade with Eng^ 
land arid the Weft of Scotland ; and had they been 
fettled in their Refolutions, they might very eafily 
have made themfelves Mafters of that Town, there 
being no regular Forces in it, but fome Train-bands^ 
Militia, and Townfmen, which would not have 
been able oo hold outi, nor any Fortifications to have 
affifted them in the Defence of it. Here alfo they 
might have'fumiflied themfelves with Arms, Money, 
and Ammunition, which were much wanted, and 
opened a Paffage to Glajgow^ one of the beft Towns 
in Scotland, or for England alfo if they thought fit. 
Here alfo they might have join'd the Highland 
Clans from the Weft, befides a great many^ Country. 
Gentlemen, who on fuch an Apf)earance, would 
have come in to them \ fo that they might foon have 
formed a confiderable Army : Alfo here they might 
have received Succours from France and from Ireland^ 
no Men of War being in alt thofe Seas at that Time* 
In a word, nothing could be a greater Token of a 
compleat Infatuation, that Heaven confounded all 
their Devices, and that their Deftruftion was jo be 
of their own working, than their omitting fu(5i 
an Opportunity of fixing themfelves paft the Pof- 
fibility of being attacked. Ttey were alfo^flured^ 
'that in this City there were a great tnany Arms in 
,the Talbooth ready for all Occafions, in good Or* 
dcr, and a good Quantity of Gunpowder up in the 
. . E Tron 
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Tron Steeple -, all which would have been their 
own. That as to the Duke of Argyle^ he was in 
no Condition to have hurt them -, but, on the con- 
trary, would fcarcc have thought himfelf fafe in 
Stirling^ his Troops being not above 2000 Men 5 
for he had not then been reinforced by the Forcfei 
from Ireland^ nor the Dutch from England. But 
all thefe Arguments were in vain, the Englijb Gen- 
tlemen were pofitive for an Attempt upon their own 
Country, pretending to have Letters from thcif 
Friends in Lancajhire^ inviting them thither, and 
affuring them that there would be a general Infur- 
reftion upon their appearing; that 20000 Men 
would immediately join them ; and promifing them 
Mountains which they were to perform by Mole- 
hills. Whether they had any fuch Expreffes or no, 
is to this Day a Qucftion ; but they affirm*d it 
to their Army, and urged the Advantages of a 
fpeedy March into England with fuch Vehemence, 
that they turn'd the Scale, and fent an Exprels after 
the Party of Horfe they had ordered to Acbilfichan^ 
for them to return and meet them at Langtoun in 
Cumberland. So the Defign of continuing in Scot^ 
land was quitted. But the Highlanders, whether dealt 
with underhand by the Earl of Wintoun^ or whether 
being convinced of the Advantages they were going to 
throw away, and the Uncertainties they were bring- 
ing upon themfelves, halted a fecond time, and would 
march no farther. It is true, they did again prevail 
with their Leaders to march, making great Promifes, 
and giving Money to the Men : But many of the 
Men were ftill pofitive, and that to fuch an Ex- 
tremity, that they feparated, and about 500 of them 
went off in Bodies, chufing rather, as diey faid, to 
iiirrender themfelves Prifoners, than to go forward 
to certain Deftruftioiil All imaginable Means were 
ufed to have prevented this Defcrtion, but nothing 
could prevail on thefe Men to alter then- Refo- 
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lutions, neither fair Promifes, nor any Argumentti 
fo they went their ways in Parties over the Tops 
of the Mountains ; the Eftrl of fVintoun went off 
likcwifc with good part of his Troop, being very 
much diffatisfy'd at the Meafures, and declaring 
that they were takii^ the way to ruin themfelves: 
However, in little tinie he return'd and join'd the 
Body, tho* not at all fatisfied with their Proceed- 
jngs ; and afterwards was never called to any Count 
cil of War, which incenfed him mightily against 
thie reft of the Lords and commanding Officers* 
And in fhort, he was (lighted, having often no 
Quarters provided for him, and at other times very 
bad ones, not fit for a Nobleman of his Family ; yoc 
being in for it, he refolved to go forwards, and die- 
verted himfelf with any Company, telling many 
pleaiant Stories of his Travels^ and his living un«» 
known and obfcurely with a Blackfmith in France^ 
whom he ferved fome Years as a Bellows-blowep 
and Under-Servant, till he was acquainted with the 
Death of his Father, and that his Tutor had given 
it out that he was dead : Upon which he refolved tqi 
return home ; and wheij there met with a cold Re* , 
ccption. He was very curious in. working in fer 
veral Handicraft Matters, and had made good Pro-. 
ficiency in them, witnefs the nice way he had found, 
to cut afunder one of the Iron Bars in his Window 
in the Tower, by fome fmall Inftrument fcarce pen- 
ceivable. They left the fmall Pieces of Cannon 
which they had brou^t from Kclfo at Langholm^ ^ 
having nailed them up and made them unBt for Ser- 
vice ; then they marched for that Night to Long" 
toun^ Which is within feven Miles of Carlijlcy and 
was a very long and fatiguing March. Here they 
had Intelligence that Brigadier €tanwvcy with a Paxty 
of Horfe from Carlijlej had been there that Day to 
get Intelligence of their Numbers and Motions s 
but that upon notice of their coming towards hhn^ 
E 2 he

he had retired to his Gariibn, which then confifted 
of but a very few Men, having made Mr. Graham 
of Incbbracby a Prifoner^ This- Night the Party* 
ordered to Acbilfichan, returned and join*d us, fore 
fetigued with their long and diftnar March. Next 
Day they entred Englandj and marched to Bramp-^ 
ion^ a fmall Market-Town, and the fecond they 
tame to on the Englijh fide, belonging to the Earl 
"of Carlifle. Here nothing happened but proclaiming 
the Pretender^ and taking up the Publick Money, 
wz. the Excife upon Malt and Ale. Here Mr. 
'Ferfter opened his Commiflion to ad; as General in 
^Englandj which had been brought him from the 
Earl of Mar by Mr. Douglafs aforenam*d : And 
from this Day the Highlanders had Sixpence a 
Head per Day paid them to keep them in good 
Order and under Command. Here alfo Mr. Forfter 
end Lord Kenmure had the following Letters fent 
;them from the Earl of A&r, dated at Pertby OSo^ 
'ier2i. The Duplicates of thefe Letters were it 
feems intercepted, being thofe whkh came by Land^ 
'and were made publick by the Government ; but 
thefe being brought by Sea, and landed near Bliib^ 
came fafe to their Hands.

• Place. Next Morning I had certain Intelligence 

• of the Duke 6i Ar^le^^ returning fipm Edinburgh 

• with moft of the' Troops he had carried there, 

• and was on theiy' ^arch towards Stirlir^ : I allp 

• haS'ift Accoqrirbf JEw»/s Regiment landed in 

• the Weft cf'Scb^land' from Ireland^ and were on 

• their Way tQ» iSW/^ff^g*. f had come away fnorii 
« Perth before p<i»" ProviQons were ready to. go 

• with us, and I foutid, all ,the Country about Stir^ 

• Ungy where we were Hw pafs Fortb^ was intirely 
I e;i^ufted by the Enet^y^ fo there w^ nodiing 

' fo? 
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for us to fubfift on there. I had no Account from* 
General Gordon^ as I expefted j and the fooneft I 
could expeft him at the Heads of Forth^ was two 
Days after that, and I could not think of pafling 
Forth till I was join*d by him. Under thefc Dif- 
ficulties, and having got one of the Things I de- 
figned by my March, the Duke of Argyl?i vntb* 
dratoingfrfm our Friends in Lothian, I thought it 
fit to march back to Aucbterarder^ which was a 
better Quarter, tho* not a good one neither. Next 
Morning I got Intelligence of the Duke of Ar- 
gyl^s being come to Stirling the Night before, and 
that he had fent Exprefs upon £^prer$ to Evan/^ 
Dragoons to haften up. I had a Letter alfo, that 
Morning from General Gordon^ telling me that 
fome Things had kept him up longer than he <x- 
pedled ; that it would be that Day e*er he could 
be at Imerary ; and that he could not |)offibly 
join me diis Week : Upon this I thought it better 
to return here, whkrh is a good Quarter, and 
wait his coming up, and the Lord Seajhrth\ 
than continue at Aucbterarder^ Titice it would not 
a bit re^rd my palling the Forth when I (bould 
be in a Condition to do it } and in the mi^afi 
time I could be getting Provifions ready to carry 
along with me in my March, which, as I have 
told, are abfolutely neceflary about the Heads of 
Fmb : So I came Home laft NighCw 
* I very much regret my being oblig'd to this, 
for many Reafons, particularly becaufeof i« keep- 
ing me fo much the longer f roitt Joining ^du -, 
but you eafily fee it was not in my rower to heljj 
it. However, I hope my Stay here will be very 
lhort,and you ntiay depend upon its being no lohgAr 
than it neceflarily muft. The Paflageover the F^r/i& 
is now fo ewremely difficult that it*s fcai*ee*por-. 
flWe to fend any Letterti that Way •, artd within 
thef( two Dnys th^ were two Boats doming 
E 4 * over 
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over with Letters to me, that were fo hard pur-^ 
fued, that they were obliged to throw the Letters* 
into the Sea ; fo that I know very little of our' 
Friends on that fide, and lefs of you, which is' 
no fmall Lofs to me, I heard to Day, by word' 
of Mouth, that the Detachment I fent over arc 
marched and joined our Friends in the South of 
Scotland^ fo I hope they may be. yet ufcful, but? 
I hope you knbw more of them than I do. I 
have now writ to Lord KeHmurej but it is ten to 
one if it comes to his Hands. I know not whaf 
he is doing, where he is, or what Way he in- 
tends to dilpofe of his People ; whether he is ta 
march into England^ or towards Stirling^ to wait 
my paffing Forth ; and in the Ignorance I am in 
of your Aflkirs befouth the River, I fcarce know 
what to advife him. If you be in need of his 
Affiftance ia Englandj I doubt not but you have 
called him there ; but if not, certainly his being 
in the Rear of the Enemy, when I pafs Forth^ 
or now that the Duke of Argyle is reinforced; 
fliould he march towards me before I am, it would 
be of great Service. X am forced in a great mea*- 
fure to leave it to himfelf, to do as he finds moft 
expedient. • ; - 

*. I am afraid the Duke of Ormond is not as yet 
come to England^ elfe I Ihould have had the Cer- 
tainty of it> one way or other, before now. I 
cannot conceive what detains . him nor the King 
from coming here ; however,. I am fure it is none 
of their Fault, and Ihope they will both furprizc 
us agreeably very foon. * 

* I believe I told you in my laft, of the Lord 
Straibmore wd 200 of the Detachment that were 
gbing over jR)r/i&, and . drove into the Ifland 
of May by three Men of War, : who being got 
fafe alhore on this JSide* arc now joined us again. 
There were but two of all the Boats taken ; and 

' I hear. 
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I hear, fome of the Men that were in them j who 
were made Prifoners in Leilby were relievM by 
our Men, when they came there, but that their 
Officers were fcnt to Edinburgh Cattle 5 fo I 
want fome Reprifals for them, which I hope to 
have e'er long. 

* Tho* Meto/h Brigadier's Miftake in going to 
Leitb was like to be unlucky tp us and them, yet 
it has given the Duke of Argyle no little Trouble ; 
and our March obliging him to let them flip, has^ 
I am apt to believe, vex'd him. 

* I beg you will find fome Way to let me hear 
ftom you. Ever fincc my Detachments were in 
Fyfe^ all the Men of War that cruifed on the 
North Coaft, betwixt Peterhead and the Firtb^ 
have been in the Firth^ and, I believe, will con- 
tinue there, to prevent my fending more over that 
Way : So all that Coaft is clear, which I wifli to 
God the King knew ; and you may ea01y fend a 
Boat here any-where, with Letters from England. 
I hear there is one of the Regiments of Foot from 
Ireland come to Stirling. 

' When you write to me, if by Sea, pray fend 
me fome News-Papers, that I may know what 
the World is doing, for we know little of it here 
thefe eight Days. Succefs attend you \ and I am, 
with all Truth and Efteem,

...1 ^ They 
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They halted one Night at Brampton^ to refrefh* 
the Men after their hard Marches, having march'd 
above loo Miles in five Days. The next Day 
they advanced towards Penrith : They expefted ta 
have met with fome Friends here to join them ; for 
it was reported that Mr. Dacre of Abbiylanner-Coaffj 
a Papift, had 'promifed to raife 40 Men ; but he 
was taken with a fortunate Fever, which hindred 
him of his Defign, and prevented him and his Fa- 
mily from Ruin: He died (ince 5 his Name, which 
was very ancient, is aow extindt in that Eftate. As 
they drew near Penrith^ they had notice that the 
aieriff, with the P<>fe ComitaUiSy were got together*. 
With the Lord Lumfdale^ and the Bifbop of Carl%fle\ 
to the Number of 14,000 Men, who refolv'd td 
ftand and oppofe their penetrating farther into Eng^ 
Imd. The firft part of this- was very true^ t»2f. 
That the Poffe was drawn together, nor was theit 
Number much lefs. But they gave the Rebel Army 
no occafidn to try, whether they would ftand or no ^ 
for as foon as a Party, who they fent but for Difccf- 
very, had feen fome of Our Men toming out of k 
liane by the Side of a Wood, artd draw up updn a 
Cfemmon or Moor in Order, and then advance, 
and that they had carried an Account of this to their 
main Body, they broke up their Camp in the ut- 
moft Conhifion, fliifting every one for themfelv& 
as well as they could, as is generally the Cafe of 
an arm*d, but undifciplin'd Multitude. 

The Lord Lonfdale^ whofe Predeceflbrs have been 
femous for their Loyalty as well as Antiquity, had 
had ftill confiderable Intereft in that Country, 
This Nobleman, tho* young, has very valuable and 
endearing Accomplilhments,' and no fmall fhare of 
Cour^ ; tho* fome were pleafed to refleft upon 
him for his RetreW fi"6m Penrith ^ but thofe that 
know how naked and unprqDar'd that Multitude 
were of all warlike Arms and Storey juftly com- 

men4 
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mend his wife Conduft, to retreat and prevent the 
£flruIion of fo much Blood and innocent Lives^ 
which would have been of bad Confequence, and 
no Service to his Mafter's Intereft, which> I am af-t 
furcd of, he prefers before his own Life, or the Pre- 
fervation thereof. He retired no farther than Appleby 
Caftle. that Night, but lo Miles from the Rebels 
Quarters, and lefs fix>m a Detachment advanced to 
his own Houfe ; lb if Fear or Cowardice had pof- 
fefs*d him, as one of Appleby hinted to the Rebel 
Lords and Forjler^ he might have, with a gpod 
Retinue well mounted, with eailb gone over Sionc-^ 
more into Torkfiire: But the brighteft Charafbers 
aie not befpattered or fullied with the faufty Breath 
^ Malice. 

Altho' their coming together was very little to 
die Purpole, yet, as the Rebels were greatly animated 
by their fudden and diforderly feparating over the 
whole Country, the Horfe who were very near 
them, made fome Booty among them, taking feve*- 
ral Horfes, and a great many Arms. The whole 
Body of the Rebels being now come up, made a 
Halt upon the Moor near the Town, and drew up 
in Order of Battle, that they might enter the Town 
in a good Figure. Here Mr. Patten^ being ac- 
quainted with the Country, and having formerly 
been Curate of that Town, was ordered out with a 
Party of Horfe to intercept the Bifhop of Carlijle^ 
of whom, it ieems, they had fome Intelligeiice. 
Thi$ Lord is known to be not only a compkat 
Scholar in all manner of Learning, but likewife a 
Man of Courage and brave Soul. I believe, if 
there had happened any Cdnteft betwixt the two Par- 
ties, he would have been willing to have taken a 
Share in the hotteft Part of the Difpute. He was 
returning to his Seat of Rtfe-Cafile when Mr. Pat^ 
fin was ient after him* But Mr. Forfier^ upon a- 
^1^ Infofti^tion, foit an £n>re£i ^r him, wd 

counter- 
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countermanded that Order, and direfted him tb 
march forwards quite through the. Town of Penritb 
to Emont-Bridge \ and there he bad Orders to befet 
a Houfe where he was told he fhould find his Bro- 
ther-in-Law, Mr. Jobnftt>n^ Colleftor of the Saltr 
Tax, whom he was ordered to make Prifoner, and 
to bring him, with his Books, Papers, . and what 
Money he had belonging to the Government, to the 
Army : But Mr. Johnjim gave them the flip, and 
had made his Efcape before Mr. Patten came lip 
with his Party. However, Mr. Patten j upon this 
little Expedition, took feveral of the Pojfe Comitoh 
/i^j= above-named Prifoners, and committed them to 
the Guafd, taking their Arms from.them. Of all 
this Number of PeojJle, which, as is faid, were got 
together upon the Moor by Penrith^ there were none 
received any hurt, but one Man that was fliotthrou^ 
the Arm ; for Orders were given, not to fire upon 
them, unlefs they refitted, which they were wiier 
than to do. In this Town, which is the richeft aod 
moft plentiful of that part of the Country, they 
rcfi^flied themfelves very comfortably ; .tho* the In- 
habitants cannot chaise them with any Rudencfs, 
Violence, or Plunder in the-Ieaft, The Pretender 
was proclaimed, and the Excife and other publick 
*Money was taken up, as had been the Ulage aU 
along, and all the Arms they could get were fciz'd. 
Tho* this Town is very Loyal, yet ftill there weit 
fome that informed where they might be ftirnifliedj 
inafmuch, that they were acquained where Mr. JohH 
Patte/on^ an Attorney, had hid fome Arms of hh 
•own, and others belonging to Sir Cbriftapher Muf^ 
granje of EdenbaU. The chief People of this Town, 
-•with Mr. Whelpdale^ out of hi& Majcfty- s Jufticts 
of the Peace, agreed, When they heard of rthc Rfcr 
bels Advance, wifely to confult their own Intereft 
•and Safety, by fliewing all manner of Gviltcy.ip 
their Enemies; Prudence aiid Ncceflky obliging 
• ^i them 
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Aetfi fo aft that: Part, whidi Force conftrain'd them 
unwillingly so comply wii;h.^ In this Town there is 
a l^rijbyterian Meeting JHoufe,. which fome dcfired 
Leave or Encouragpment.from Mn Forfter to pull 
down, or burn; But he would: not condefcend tbere^ 
to, adding, ^hat be. was to gain by Clemency ^ and not 
iy Cruelty. There was one OJfington^ formerly an 
E^^cife-man, > that performed .both thefe Offices 
whilft in England $ and what Money . he received, 
tiei paid to Mt^^f^lliam Tunjidll^ who was confti* 
tuted. their Pay-Mafter General. While they. con- 
tinued here, they began to look into the Country a 
little, as well for their Friends, as to furnilh them* 
felves with Arnjs and Horfes ;. for of the latter they 
yere . in great Want : And firft; there was a Party 
fent to Lowtber-HalU the Sfeat of the Vifcount Lonf- 
dale, three Miles diftann from Penrith m the County 
o( fFeJtmoreland^ to fee for his I^rdftiip, if he could 
hare been found, and to fearcih for Arms, but they 
(om(ji neither. They ftay'd all Night at the Houfe, 
Inhere, to do them Juftice, they behav'd very civilly, 
though it wa^ 'Otherwife reported; particularly, I 
have heard it was complained of, that the Rebels 
were rude, in defacing fomCjStatues, and fpoiling the 
Gardens and Trees ; but nothing is more falfe, for 
they were commanded by Colonel Oxhurgh an old 
Soldier, and a Man whofe generous Temper would 
not allow him to do any thing fo bafe. Having ft^'y'd 
^t Penritb that Night, and, as is faid, refeefh'd them- 
felves ve^ well, the next Day they marched for Apple- 
by. It is tx> be^Qbferv'd, that there were none .of any 
account had yet join'd them on this March ; for all the 
Papifts on thai Side the Country were fecur'd before- 
hand in the Caftte of Carlijle, viz. Mr. Howard of 
Corbee-CdL^l^^ a Papift, Mr. fVarwick of fFarwick^ 
Hall, a Papifti; converted .tQ that Church . fome 
Years ago, and.iately made Steward to a.I;/)rd in 
thp North j^ whKh.o^cafioncd a merry.Rogue to iay, 

when 
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ivhen he faw this Gentleman proclwhing a Fdr i^ 
the Head of the Tenants, that it was a monftruooi 
Sight, to fee a Popifh Head upon an Englijh Body \ 
and James Graham of Inchhracky^ a Gentleman of Sca^-^ 
land J who had fled his Country for killing the Lord 
Rolk^s Brother. He was a Relation to the Lortl 
Nairn ; and therefore there was a Propofal feiit to 
Brigadier Stanwix^ Deputy-Governor of Xlarttjle^ a 
very good Soldier, to acquaint him. That if he 
would difcharge this Gentleman out of the Caftfe, 
that then Mr. fVyhurgb^ one of the Militia OfEccrJ 
taken by the Rebels, fhould be (et at Liberty ; buC 
the Brigadier returned an Anfwer, That he would 
hear no Terms from Rebels, Gf^. Befides thefei 
riiere was Henry Curwen^ Efij-, of Workington^ i 
Gendeman of a plentiful Efhite m that Country, 6?^; 
fecured himfelf likewife in the Cattle of CarliJU. 
Now, inftead of increafing, the Rebels Numbef 
decreafed ; for Mr. Aynjly who joined them at Jei* 
hurgb^ not liking the Profpeft of their Affeirs, nor 
their Management, defertcd them, and feveral with 
him. Here Mr. Paiien was in great Danger of be- 
ing taken by the Sheriff of the County ; and had he 
ftay*d a quarter of an Hour longer than he did, h6 
had certainly fallen into their Hands ; for being en^k 
gag*d with fome Acquaintance who flopt him Torn* 
time after his Rebel Friends were marched, the She* 
riff, who had got notice of him, fpar*d no Diligence 
to have taken him, but came a little too late. On 
the March to Applehy^ the Highlanders, who arc 
exceeding good Markfmen, (hot feveral Rabbets, 
and two or three Deer in ^f»/^W-Park, very well 
ftock'd with both, belonging to the Earl of Thanet. 
Mr. John Hatl^ who was not much refpefted by the 
Chief of the Rebels, ftayM behind thfcm at Mr. HaWi 
of ^empU'Soweriy^ which gaVe fufpicion to fome to 
believe that he was gone off. Whatever were his 
Reafbns for this, and the like, next Night, whilft 
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MtApplehyy none knows ; iov. he went off forne Miles 
ft) a Clergyman's Houfe in the Commiflion for thq 
Peace, who might have fecur*d hin^, fo that the 
Rebels woulcl not have known thereof; Yet as all 
his Pica at his Trial was^ *' That he was willing to 
f * make his Efcape, but was fo narrowly looked to» 
♦' that he never could get an Opportunity," may be 
a ftanding Evidence, that he valu'd not what h^ faid^ 
A fhort Abftra^ of his Life (hall be added among 
the Lift of the reft of the Gentlemen at the End 
of the Brji Fart. 

Being come jo Appleby the 3d. of November^ they 
l^ted again, and ftay 'd there till the 5th. . This is 
an ancient Corporation, aiyi the head Town of fhe 
County of IVeiitnoreliiund : . The Aflizes are held here* 
It was formerly a faoious /^(^m^;; Station. Here, 
during their Stay, nothing material happened, but as 
ufual. Proclaiming the Pretender^ and taking up 
the Publick Money. Here taking pgAcflion of the 
Church, Mr. Patten had Orders to read Prayers, 
if the Parfon or Curate refufed 5 but they were nop 
very backward as to the thing itfelf, though they 
thought it their fafeft way modeftly to excufe them- 
iclves, teftifying, however, their Satisfaction, ia 
giving Orders for the Bells to ring, and having all 
things made ready for the Service ; nor did the Par- 
ion and his Curate icruple to grace the AHenibly 
with their Prefcnce, or to join in the Prayers for 
the Pretender ; which encouraged the Highlanders to 
believe the High-church Party were entirely theirs^ 
and would join in a little time. Whilft here, they 
made Mr. Tbotnas Wyburgb^ a Captam of the Train- 
Bands, a Prifoncr, and carry*d him, Mr, Senboufey 
and fome others fufpe£ted as Spie^, to Prejlon^ and 
there they continued as fuch till his Majcfty's Forces 
fet them at Liberty. They kept Mr, Baines fome 
time a Prifoner in the Mnte-HuH^ b^ing informed 
againft by fome in. the Town, for knowing where 

the 
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the Excife-Money was lodged, and obnoxious t& 
the Malice of the Tory Party, as Bailiflf.to the Earl 
of fFharton : He was afterwards difcharg'd. Whilft 
at this Place, they might have made themfelves 
Mafters of two Companies of Invalids then upon 
their Rout to Carlifle^ and were fore fatigued with 
a long March in that Seafon of the Year, whofe 
Arms would have been of Angular Ufe to the Re- 
bels ; though thefe Cbelfea'Collegians were old and 
well difciplin'd, and refolv'd to makea vig6r6us 
Defence, if affaulted, by forming themfelves into^ 
hollow Square, under the Conduft of undaunted 
Officers, whom they aflured they would live and die 
by. They were within three Miles of the whole 
Rebel Army, the latter knowing nothing of them, 
whofe Horfe and fuperior Numbers would certainly 
have over-power*d them. 

On the 5th they fct out for Kendal a iTown of 
very good Trade. Here they remained all Night ; 
and the next Morning, being Sunday the 6th, thej^ 
fct forward for Kirbylonfdale 2l fmall Market-town iri 
Westmoreland. This Day*s March was fhort^fo 
they came early to their Quarters, and had time to 
proclaim the Pretender^ and in the Afternoon to go 
to Church, where Mr. Patten read Prayers, the 
Parfon of the Place abfconding. There was one 
Mr. G«m, who went into the Churches in their 
Way, and fcratched out His Majefty King George's 
Name, and placed the Pretender*^ foiiicely, that it 
refembled Print very much, and the Alteration could 
fcarce be perceiv'd. In all the March to this Town^ 
which is the lafl: in WeSfmorelaKd, there were none 
joined them but one Mr. John DalSfon, and another 
Gentleman from Ri^hmond^ though we had now 
march'd through two very populons Counties ; but 
here Friends began to appear, for fome Lancajhir€ 
Papifts with their Servants came and join'd them. 
Next Day, being the 7th oiN(yvemhe^'y they march'd 
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to LancaBet^j a Town of very good Trade, very 
plcafantly feated, and which, had they thought fie 
to have hdd it, might eafily have been made ftrong 
icnough to have made a Stand for them ; and having 
to old Caftle for their Arms, Stores, and Provifions, 
and a Sea Port to have received Succours, it might 
have been very ufcful to them ; but our Infatuations 
Were not yet over. 

In the March from K^ridal to Lancafter^ the whole 
Army drew up upon a Hill, and lay fome time up- 
ton their Arms , to reft the Men. During which 
time, Mr, Charles Widdrington^ fecond Brother to 
the Lord Widdringtofij came from. Ldncajhirey whi- 
ther he was fent fome Days before the Rebels ad- 
vanced , to acquaint the Gentlemen of that County 
with their marching that way ; he returned with the 
News of their Chearfulnefs, and Intention to join 
them with all their Intereft, and that the Pretender 
'Was that Day proclaimed at Manchejier^ where the 
TownVPeople had got Arms to furnifli a Troop 
t)f Fifty Men at their fole Charge, befides other 
Voluntiers. This routed the Spirits of the High- 
landers, and animated them exceedingly; nor was 
tt more than needed, for they had often complained 
before, th^t all the Pretences of Numbers to join 
Were come to litde , and that they fhould Ibon be 
furrounded by numerous Forces. But on this News 
they plucked up their Hearts, gave three Huzza's, 
and then continued their, March into Lancafter. Co- 
lonel Cbartresy and another Officer who was then 
in the Town , would have blown up the Bridge 
which leads into the Place, to hinder us from en- 
tring ; but the People of the Town (hewing their 
Unwillingnefs, and efpecially becaufe, as they faid, 
it would no wife hinder our Entrance into the Place, 
feeing the River at Low-water was paflable by Foot^ 
or Horfe, and that we could eafily find Boats to' 
pafi into the Town \ and that as it would be a vaft 
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Charge- to rebuild the Bridge fo fti:ong and fine af 
before, fo it would be a Lofs to no manner of End. 
Then thefe two Gentlemen finding a Quantity of 
Powder in fome Merchants Hands, order'd it to b^ 
thrown into a Draw-well in the Market-place, 1^ 
It ihould fall into our Hands. 

In this Town Sir Henry Haugbton^ Member of 
Parliament for Prefton^ a Gentleman of known good 
Intentions and fteddy Loyalty to the Proteflant 
$ucceffion, ufed his bed Endeavours to have all 
Things put out of the way that might be ferviceahlQ 
\p the Rebels. In. the River which runs by Lanoh 
fter there Jay a Ship of about 500 Tons, belonging 
to Mr. Hijham oi London^ and Mr. Lawfon an emi- 
nent Quaker in Town, on board of which there 
were fix Pieces of Cannon, fbme Blunderbufies, and 
fmall Arms : Sir Henry thought it convenient that 
theie Arms (hould be brought from the Ship, and 
made ufe of for his Majefty*s Service (having then 
' f Refblution to d^sfend the Bridge \) to this End he 
lent for Law/on^ and requefted that the Cannon 
might be Ixought from the Ship, then five MUcs 
diftant from the Town, to be ufed as aforefaid ; 
which he pofitively refufed : But being fl:ill preffed 
to grant that Demand, he at lafi: came to this Re-*' 
iblution. That he would by no means part with tb^ 
Cannon, unlefs Sir Henry Haughton would- give him 
a Bond of lopoo Founds to infure the Ship againft 
any Damages fiie might fuftain from the Rebels, 
who, he faid, would not forbear to bum the Ship 
and CargO) upon the leafl: Notice that he had part- 
ed with the Cannon to oppofe them. But it is more 
probable that the Ship would have been rified or 
deftroy'd if Sir Henry had given his Bond, he being 
very obnoxious to die Rage of the Rebels for his 
Vigilance and Care. Upon this Refufal, Sir Henry 
defired that the Mayor, Aldqrmen, and Commonr 
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Cbtincll might meet in the Afternoon, to cpnfulc 
^bout this important Affair; which they did accord- 
ingly. Being mct^ it was then propofed by Sir Henry 
Haugbtdfii Charles Rigby Efq-, and Francis Cbartrei 
Efq; who were alfo zealous for his Majefty^s Intcreft^ 
that the Cannon on boird the Veffel then in the 
Riv^r (hould be delivered for his Mijcfty^s Service ; 
Which Was refiifed. But thefc three Gentlemen be- 
ing in the Commiflion for the Peace, produced a 
Warrant ready draWn up for feizing the Cargo and 
Arms on board Iht Vcflcl above^mentiorfd. LawfatB 
finding this to prefs hard, acquielced^ At this timo 
there •wefe fome Dragoons in Prejion^ who wcrt 
advifed to adVance to Lancafter\ but having no 
Orders for that March, continued there till they 
Were ordered to Wigan. Upon this, Sir Henry Haugb^ 
ton having Intelligence thit the Rebels were within 
1 6 Miles of him, hd Went from Lancafter with 6od 
Militii, and with them retired to Prejion. Before 
htkft Lancafter J firiding that the Cannon already 
mention'd could be of no Ufe to him, having not a 
fufficient Number of Men^to cover that Town, he 
ordered Mr. Lawfon to fall down the River with his 
Veffel , out of the reach of the Rebeb, fo that his 
Cannon might not fell into their Hands. Which 
Mr. Lawfon did ndt ob6y -, for the Rebels having 
entered Preftifn^ they had Intelligence, by a Gentle- 
man of no mean Figure^ of the Cannon, and of all 
that pafled in the Towrtk 

After all this, as faid, we entered the Town with* 
out Oppofition in very good Order, and marched to 
the Market-place, where the Whole Body was drawn 
up round the Crofs, and there with Sound of Trum- 
pet proclaimed the Pretender : Then the Men were 
billeted and quartered in every Part of the Towni 
Which was very well able to entertain them all. Thd 
feme Night a Party of Horfe were lent to Colonel 
Chartres*s Houk^ which is a few Miles from Lan-^ 
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tafiery belonging to a fine Eftatc which he has late^ 
ly purchafed there ^ called Hornby- Halh^ this Party 
were detached thither before we entered Lancafier^ 
by another Way , under the Command of Colonel 
Oxhurgh: They did no Harm to the Houfe, nor 
to. any thing about it, tho' it was reported, and thac 
prefently by himfelf, to ingratiate himfelf with the 
Government, that they committed feveral Diforders, 
to. the Owner's great Lofs. But he could never 
make out the Lofs ; nor was there any Truth in 
the Charge, for they behaved very civilly, only 
made free with a few Bottles of his Wine and ftrong 
Beer. When this Colonel demanded of one that had 
the Care of the Houfe, how much he did infift upon 
for what the Men and Horfes had received, he 
brought- in a Bill of 3 /. 6 j. 8 d. for which the Co- 
lonel gave his Note, payable when his Mailer's 
Concerns were fettled. On the other hand, if thefc 
Men had not been fent thither, but that the Scots 
had been allowed to pay their Countryman's Hpufe, 
a Vifit, they would not have fcrupled to have fet 
it on fire, fo well is he rcfpedted by them ; and that 
not on account of his Affeftipn or Difaffcftion to. 
one Side or other, but on account of his own per- 
fonal Charadter, which is known not to have been 
very acceptable to thofe who are acquainted with 
him. They continued at Lancafter from Monday the 
7th to Wednefday the 9th, during which time they 
feized fome new Arms which were in the Cuftom- 
Houfe, and fome Claret, and a good Quantity of 
Brandy, which was all given to the Highlanders 
to oblige them : They likewife took up all the Mo- 
ney belonging to the Revenue, which was either in 
the Excifc-Office or Cuftom- Houfe, fix Pieces of 
Cannon, which they feized, and mounted upon new 
Carriages (the Wheels that mounted thefe Cannon 
belonged to Sir Henry Haughtoif% Coaches) and car- 
ried them to Prejion ; of which hereafter. During 
|hcir Stay at Lancafter tfcey had Prayers read in this 
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Church by Mr. Patten^ the Parfon of the Place ex* 
cufing himfelf. It feems he was not fo'averfe to it, 
any more than fome of his Brethren ; but he wanted 
to fee how the Scales would turn before he could 
think of venturing fo far. From this Town Mr. 
Buxton 2l Clergyman was fent off with Letters to 
fome Gentlemen in Derbyjhirej where his Acquaint-^ 
ance lay. It was a lucky Errand for him, for by 
that means he had the good fortune to efcape being 
taken at Prefton. He was a well- bred and good 
humour'd Gentlenun, but his Conftitution could 
not bear the Hardfhips of fuch an Undertaking 
as this, cfpecially of the long Marches in that 
Seafoh of the Year. He went to his own Country, 
and there fdl ill of the Small-Pox 5 but hearingtlun 
narrrow Search was made for him, he was obliged 
to remove, even in that Condition, and has not 
fiftce been heard of. 

As the old Saying goes, Uno avulfo non deficit 
alter : So it was here j for that very Day Mr. 
Buxton went from Lancajler^ the unhappy Mr. Pa$d 
came thither. 

. Tie Life and ChdraBer of Mr. Paul,;: 

William P^«/ Clerk, who livM and d/d a Bat^ 
chelor was the Son of John Patd^ pf JJttle AJbby 
near Lutterworth in thp County of Leicefterj lately 
deceased.; his Mother was Daughter of Mr. Barfotd 
of Streetfields in Warwiak/hire : They had a Froei 
' hold Eftate of about 6q, or 70/. per Annum^ liv*4 
in good Repute, and had five Children, of which 
William was Eldeft, '?UKi born at . -4^iy. aforefaid, 
about the Year 1678-5 brought rttp at School, the 
grcatefk part of his tinhe, ,hy the Reverend Mr. *Tb$A 
p^as Seagrave Reftor oil^ir in Leifefterjhire. Abou| 
the. Yeai* 1697 he reipovcd tp ^ ^gol at Rjughy m 
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Jf^arwickjinre^ and remained there, under the Card 
of Mr. Holyoak Mafter thereof, for near two Years j 
and from thence he went to Cambridge^ and wa$ 
admitted into St* Johtf% College, about May 1698, 
and Mr. John Harris Fellow of the fame, where he 
contracted his Acquaintance with Mr. Forfter. He 
was at firft a Sizer, and then made Scholar ; footi 
after which his Tutor died, and he (as they fay in 
Cambridge) became Servitor to Mr, Edmund/on and 
Mr. Lambert^ and not long after went into Ordersj . 
He was Curate at Carlton Curlieu near Harborougb^ 
LeicefterflHre^ and at the f^nae time Chaplain to 
Sir Geoffty Palmer^ From thence he went Xfi^^am^ 
worth in Stafordjhire, and was Curate and Ufhetf 
€>f the Free-School there. He went from thence to 
NuH'Eatm in fVarwickJinre, and was Curate to Mr* 
Foxcrafi. From thence he removed, being prc^ 
fen ted to the Vicarage of Norton an the HiU, LeU 
heifierjMri^, by the late Lord Biihop of Oxon. The 
Village is fitUate in the South-weft Corner of the 
iGounc]^, both in the Deanry and Hundred ofSfar^ 
kenboe ; it is valued in the King*s Books at 6i lis. 
6d. and the improved Rents are near 60 L per An-f 
num^ He was inftituted in;o the afprefaid Vicarage 
by his Grace the prcfent Lord Arch-Bifhop of Can- 
terbury^ then Biflbop of Lincoln, on the 5th qf May 
1709 ; to qualify himfclf for which, he took the 
ufital Oaths co^ (^cen Anne^ and abjured the Pre* 
tender. He ^^nt down with Mr^ Gafcoign, Mr. 
f)9ttoni ^nd fome Others to meet the Rebels at Pre^ 
Jfi>n\fi2A feized' on the Way by one commonly 
ealloi Major^ Bradrfhaw, iWKl Mr. Matthews^ a 
Clergyman-i and fet at Liberty again by one Colonel 
Npei a Jufticeqf the Feace: But being born fop 
his Deftiny, he goes to Lancafter, there join'd the 
Rebels, and at Pre^on, inipc^rtuned Mr. Patten th^ 
h? nriight read Prayers ; which was granted him^ 
thQ ufliwillin^yy wcaufe he ^fras in a Lay-X>efrt 
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There he read Prayers thrice for the Pretender as 
King. Juft before the King's Troops invefted rfiat 
Town, he went out, borrowing Mr. Patierfs bhcfc 
Coat, and leaving a Bine one ; he faid he had Let- 
ters to a Lord in Stajfordjhin. He was taken by 
General tVUls^ but difcharged. He called in hi< 
own Country, in his way to London^ Where' he ap-' 
pear'd in colour*d Cloaths, laced Haf, and long 
Wig, and a Sword by his Side ; but he was acd- 
dcntaHy met near Moniaiue-lAoMit by Itbotnas Bird 
£fq; Juftice of the Peace for the Courtty of £rf^ 
feftery who knew him, and took him Prifener; 
DecenA. ii. 1715- He was carried to the Duk6 
of lyevonjhire's^ afterwards Lord ^owfiJbfnd^%j ^xvti^ 
cipal Secretary of State, there ex!aminM, and put 
into a Meflfenger*s Houfe, and 14 l!)ays after wa^ 
fent to Newgate. He was arraigned at ff^eftmlnjiet 
on May 31. pleacfedf at firft. Nor Guilty: Aft^- 
wards he withdrew hfs Plea 5 was found Guilty j 
and July 13. 1716. £)rawh. Hanged and Quartered 
at Tyburn. 

At firft, when Mn Paul ihtended to engage, he 
Came boldly up to Mr. Porfier^ as he was at Dimidr 
with Mr. Patten at the Recorder" of Lancaftet^ 
Houfe J he entred the Itoom in a Blue Co^t, n^ith 
a long Wig and a S.wt)rd, and Mr; ^obn Cottorpti 
•CamMd^eJhire widi hittx. They let hinl know who 
they were, and in a ffourilhin^ \<ray itiadi^ a tendet 
of their Services for the Caufe ; wfiicH Mr. Fbrfier 
acCeptShg, they withdrew. Then Mr. Forfter tolid 
M f. j^aft'en that the TaHer of the* <wo 6entleiittft 
was a Clergyman, aAd wai of St. ^'^^A^'s Cbllegfe' iii 
Camhridgej and thaf he had giveil him a perffelft 
Accbunt of (ieneral Carpsntefs Btfarches; and that 
he was then, at jBrr»^r^s-Caftfc in the Biihoprick: 6f 
Durham^ that his Men and Horfts wefe fore fk- 
tigued,. and the like. Air which Wa^ tru« en6ugh; 
thd' their being fo fetigued, did not hirider their 
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March after us. While we were m this Town our 
Number increafed confiderably ; and had we ftaicj 
here, or kept Garifon here, they would have con- 
tinued fo to do. For in that time a great many 
Lancajhire Gentlemen joined U3, with their Servants 
and Friends. It's true, they were moft of them 
Papifts ; which made the Scots Gentlemen and the^ 
Highlanders mighty uneafy, very much fufpedipg 
the Caufe ; for they expected all the High-Church 
Party to have joined them. Indeed, that Party, 
who never arc right hearty for the Caufe, 'till they 
are Mellow, as they call it, over a^Bottle or two, 
began now to fhew us their Blind-fide ; and that it 
is their juft Charadter, that they do jiot care fo? 
venturing • their Carcaffes any farther than the Ta- 
vern. There indeed, with their High-Church and 
Ormondy they would make Men believe, who do 
not know them, that they would encounter the 
grcateft Oppofition in the World; but after having 
confulted their Pillows, and the Fume a little eva- 
porated, it is to bcobferved of them, that they gene- 
rally become mighty Tame, and are ^pt to Look 
before they Leap, and with the Snail, if you touch 
their Houfes, they hide tlieir Heads, flirink back, 
and pull in their Horns. I have heard Mr. Forjier 
lay he was bluftered into this Bufinefs by fuch Peo- 
ple as thefe, but that for the time to come he would . 
never again believe a drunken Tory. 

Having now received what addition of Forc^ 
they could exped in that patt of thp Cpuntry, and 
having firfl: difcharged fome Prifonerjs of their 
Friends who were in the Cattle, particularly the 
.famous TomSyddalj a Mob Captain, who was ip 
this Goal for the Riot at Manchejler^ when the 
Meeting- Houfe was pull'd down •, tho' all or moft 
of the Prifoners, who were a confiderable Number, 
got upon the Leads pf the Cattle, and feeing i^s 
advance, gave loud Huzza'fi. I went to view that 
' . ' ancient 
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tpicient Place, fo famous in our Hiftory, where thft 
Prifoners defired me to reprefent their Cafe to Mr^ 
Forjler^ which I did ; but was told by him. That 
they (hould have his Matter's Pardon fpeedily, aodi 
in the mean time ordered Sydd^l^ and another Prl- 
foner for Treafonable Words, to be difcharged, 1% 
was time now to advance and open the Way for 
their other Friends to come in; for as they had News 
daily of Troops gathering to oppofe them, it waj| 
time to extend tbemfelves, that they might join all 
thofe who had promifed their AQiftance. To this 
end, they moved from Lancajier^ taking the Road 
to Preftofty and deligning to poflefs themfelves o£ 
fTarringtonrBridgCj and of the Town of^Mancbeftetj^ 
where they had Affurances .of great Numbers to join 
them ; and by this means they made no doubt of 
fecuring the great and rich Town of Liverpool^ 
which would be cut off fronj any Relief, if they 
were once poffefs'd of /5f^m«f/^«- Bridge, Accord* 
ing to thefe Meafures the Horfe reached Prefion 
that Night : The Day proving rainy, and the Way$ 
deep, they left the Foot at a fmall Market-Town 
called Garftangj half-way between Lancafter znd 
JPreJion : Here the unfortunate Mr. Muncaft^r join'4 
us, who was afterwards executed, yet died very 
Penitent, and own'd King George for his only 
lawful Sovereign ; but the blazed Rumor of the 
Churches being in Danger j haftcn*d him to the Fatal 
Tree. He was of very good Senfe and Natural 
.!]?arts, brought up an Attorney. The Foot were 
order*d to advance early next Morning to Prefton^ 
which they did accordingly. The Horfe, as is laid, 
pntred Prefion that Night, and found th^t two 
Troops of Stankopfs Dragoons, formerly quartered 
there, had rempved upon their Approach. Thi$ 
encouraged them exceedingly, and made them ima- 
gine that the Kin§*5 Forcts would not look them 
jn the Facp# The Foot coming up jaext Day, 
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being ^nrfday the loth of November^ they marehed? 
ftfaight to the Crofs, and were there drawn u^ 
a» ttfual, whilft the Pretender was proclaimed.- 
Here they were alfb joined by a great many Gen- 
tlemen, with their Tenants, Servants, and Attend- 
ants j and fome of very good Figure in the Coun- 
try; but ftiH all Papifts* They once refolved to 
have marched out of Prefton^ and Order was giveri 
fey get ready on the Friday i but that Order wsci 
countermanded, and they refolved to continue till 
Ac next Day, and then to advance. All this white 
(hey had not the leaft Intimation of the Forces that 
were preparing to oppofe them, much Icfs of the 
BC^ approach of the King's Army : And as it i$ 
^ Queftion often alhed, and which very few can 
tnfwer, viz. How they came to be fo utterly voicj 
ef Inteltigence at that time, as to be fo ignorant of 
tte Marrfi of the Kmg's' Forces, and to know tich 
thing of them: till they were withm Sight qi Preftm^ 
^n& ready almoft to til upon them ? It may be vtcf 
proper to give ^ plain and direft Arifwer to- it, 
which will in fhort be this, vi^. Th^t in all thdf 
Marches Mr, Forfter ^ared neither I*ains nor Coft 
to be acquainted with all Gfeneral Qarpenter^s y^ 
dons, of which he had conftant and particular Acr 
courits every Day, . and fometimes twice a Day ; but 
the Lanca/hire Gentlemen gave him fu^ch Affurances 
^at no Force could come near them by Forty Miles 
but they could inform him thereof, this made him 
perfedly eafy on that fide, relying entirely on the 
fcfltelligence he expected from themr And therefore, 
wheh on- tht Saturday Morning he had given Ordefa 
jbr his- whole Army to'marcl^ from Prefionr towai:ds 
Aiancbifier^ it was extremely furpri:eittg, and lie 
widd fcarce cr«dit the Reports' that General Wilis 
\ras^ advancing* from Wigan to attack them : But 
fie was foon totisffed of me Truth of it by Meffcn- 
genr on all bands^ That Morning Mr. Pail die 
;. • • Clergy. 
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Clergyman went off with Letters, as he thenfdi; to 
a Noble Lord in Staffordftnre^ and iomt Friend; in 
lAtceSierfiir^ : He met Greneral IVUts and his Troop* 
on the Road, who (topped him and aiked hiia:^ (omo 
QueftioDS ; but not iufpe&iog he was one of the 
Rebels, he himfelf alfo putting on a contrary Face« 
kt him go : But I fliall have occafion to &y mo^e of 
him^ The Alarm being now given, a Body of thfsi 
Rebels marched oat of the Town as &r s^jHiM^e^ 
Bridge, polling themfelves there,; and Mr.F§rjieri 
with a Party of Horfe, went beycmd it to gipt a cer*- 
tain Account of things ; when cUlcovering the Van^ 
guard of the Dragoons, he returned another Wayt 
not coming back by the Bridge. He ojrdered Mri 
fatten with all hafte to ri^ back, ^d give an 
Account of the Approach of the Kio^s Aroiy, ^1)4 
to give Orders to prepare to receive then),, whllft he 
Went to view a Fonl in the Riyer, in order for a Paf* 
£ige to come behind them. The Foot that were adf 
vanced to the Bridge were about loo i buc they 
were choice, ftout^ and wellramied Men, and com^ 
manded by Lieutenant-Cobnd ^^^'/i i^itf|i0^;9 of 
JmercaUj belonging to ik&riK/i^'s Battalion : He 
was a good OSicerand a very bold Man, and would 
have defended that important. Pafs of thp Bridgp to 
the laft Drop, and till the reft had advmxted and 
drawn themfelves out of the Town ; but hf W^oPr 
der'd to retreat to Frefton : This Retreat was ano- 
ther wrong Step, and has been condeinnodi <>A^aU 
hands as one of the greateft CHrerfights they could Jpi^ 
guitey of; for the River is not fordable but a g0o4 
way above and below the Bridge, which they (n^;hl: 
have made impafiable al£b, by^fcveral Methods pvsiStU 
ied on like Occafions. Asforthe^Bridge^they^m^ht 
have barricado^d it fb well, that it would haverbe^ 
impracticable to have pafi'd there, or tohaye difdodg-d 
them from it*, alfo they had Ganntitfi^ whiph Q$ieral 
J^H wanted. And here alDne indeed it might be 
>^ faid 
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ikid the^ were in a Condition to ha^re made an eP 
feaual Stand ; for here the King's Forces would 
have been entirely expofed to their Fire, having no 
Cover ; whereas the Rebels could have very mud* 
fecured themftlvcs againft the others Fire by the 
Bridge, and by the Rifing-Ground near it. General 
ff^tlls did indeed expert fome Difficulty and Oppo* 
fition at this PJace, believing, by their Situation^ 
that the Rebels would have made their greateft Eff 
ion at that Place ; but underftanding by his Ad^.. 
vance-Guard that the Rebels had abandon'd thac 
Poft, he was furprized, and fufpe&ed that then they 
had Ibme Stratagem in hand, and perJiaps had lined 
the Hedges, aiid fo made the Lane unpafl^ble for his 
Men. The Lane is indeed very deep, and fo narrovr 
that in feveral Places two Men cannot ride a-breaft^ 
This is that famous Lane, at the end of which Oliven 
Cromwell met with a ftout Refiftance frorti the King's 
Forces, who from the Height rolled down upon hird' 
and his Men (when they had entred the Lane) huge 
large MilKlones ; and if Oliver himfclf had noe 
forced his Horfe to jump into a Quick?Sand, he had 
Juckity ended his Days there. General ^Zr, on 
thele Suppofitions, proceeded with Caudojo, and 
caufed the Hedges and Fields to be view'd, and the 
Ways laid open for his Cavalry to enter ; but find-? 
ing the Hedges alfo clear, he concluded then the 
Em^my was fled, and expefted^ that they had aban« 
don*d the Town and all, and would endeavour by 
their long Marches to return to Scotland^ tho' he 
thought it impoflible for them to do it: But he 
^as foon informed that they were retreated to the 
Town only, and that they refolv*d to receive him 
there with a refblute Countenance ; fo he had ho* 
thing to do but to prepare for the Attack, which he 
went about immediately. Having advanced nearer 
the Town, he ordered his Troops to pafs at a Gate 
which leads into the Ficids which lie. on the back 
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t^ the Town, and immediately fpreading the En«, 
ciofures with the utmoft Expedition and Diligence^ 
fo difpofed of his Forces as beft to be able both to 
attack them in the Town, and to prevent them 
from Sallying or making a Retreat. 

During this time, the Rebels were not idle in the 
Town, nor did they appear in the leaft difcourag*di 
but applied themfelvcs refolutely to their Bufmefs^ 
barHcadoing the Streets, and* polling their Mei< 
in the Streets, by-Lanes, and Houfes, to the 
greateft Advantage, for all Events. The. Gender 
men-Voluntiers were drawn up in the Church-yard, t 
under the Command of the Earl of Derwentivaier^ 
Vifcount Kenmure^ Earls of Wtntoun and Nit hf dak. 
The Earl of Derwentwater fignally behav'd, having 
ftript into his Waftcoat, and encouraged the Meni 
by. giving them Money to cift up Trenches^ and 
animating them to a vigorous Defence of them : 
When he had fo done, - he; order'd Mf. Patten to 
bring him conftandy an Account from al! the At- 
tacks, how thirds went, and where Succours were 
wanted ; which Mr. Patten did, till his Horfe was 
(hot under him. The Rebels formed four main 
Barriers ; one a little below the Church, command- 
ed by Brigadier Mackintojh ; the Gendemeil in the 
Church-yard were to fupport that Barrier in parti- 
cular, and Lord Charles Murray that which was at 
the end of a Lane leading to the Fields: The 
third Barrier was called the Windmill ; this was 
commanded by CoiontX Mackintojh : And the fourth 
was in the Street which leads towards Liverpool^ 
commanded by Major Miller and Mr. Douglafu 
The three former were all attacked with great Fury 
by his Majefty's Forces : The firft Attack was made 
upon that Barrier below the Church,, commanded 
by Brigadier Mackintojh \ but they met with fuch 
a Reception, and fo terrible a Fire was made upoa 
them; as well from the Barricado as from the H6ufe$ 
' oaboth Sides, that they were obliged to retreat back 
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• » tlie Entrance of the Town. During the flcat of 
diiis A6tion, fome of Prefttnfs Officers bemg inform'^d 
diat the Street leading to ff^gan was not barricado'di 
and that the Houfes were not poflfefs^d on that fidej^ 
they prefently entered diat Street with great Bravery, 
pafhing all before them. Pre/tdpfs Regiment of 
Foot were commanded upon this Service, fupported 
by HoMyw0aJ*$ Dragoons, It is true, the Rebels 
had at firft taken PofTeffion of that Street, and poft« 
cd Men in the Houfes on both Sides s but ^ere»* 
ag^unft dieir Inclinadon, called ofF to other Set^ 
vicSe ; nor were they left, as fome defir^d, to poft 
themfelves at th^ extrenciefl: Ends of the Town^ 
even at that End which leads to the Bridge, where 
the firft and hotteft Attack was made. Sevend 
Houfes were left, particularly one which belonged 
to Sir HeHfy Hau^lkm : Captain Innts with Fifty 
Highlanders had taken Poffi^ffion of this Hoofe ; 
and had he been albwfd to have continued there, 
he would have given a good Account of if; 
but he being obliged to leave that Fbft, Ibme of 
Prefta^s' Men got Poflfeflion of that too^ tho* it 
coft them dear, for many of their Men were kilPd 
there from other Houfes. It is a higli Houfe, 
over-looking the whole Town : There was alfo ano-« 
ther Houfe oppofitc to it, which they entered, and 
f)ofted feveral of their Men in it. And from thefe 
two Houfe came almoft all the Lofs the Rebels lu-^ 
ftained during the Aftion. Mr^ Forfter cannot be 
blamed for this Ovcrfight, but it muft be charged 
upon the Brigadier, who, when the Regiment of 
Frejhffs Foot made this brave and bold Attack and 
Attempt, withdrew his Men from thofc Houfes* 
The Attack was thus, Prejtorf^ Men, led by their 
Lieutenant-Colonel the Lord Forrefter^ did not 
come up the Head of the Street, but marched into 
a ftraight Paflage behind the Houfes, and then made 
ft Halt till their Lieutenant-Cobnel tibc Lord For^ 
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refier came into the open Street ivith his dntwi^ 
Sword in his Hand, and &ced Mackintoftfi Barrier, 
looking up die Street and down the Street, and 
viewing how they were polled. There were many 
Shots fired at him, but he returned to his Men^ and 
camie up again at the Head o£ them into the Mid-> 
die of the Street, where he cauled fome to faos th« 
barricade where the Brig^ier was pofted^ and ply 
them with their Shot, at the iame time oommanding 
another P^rty to . march crois the Streets, tO' taka 
FcyGTeffion of thole Houlibs. \t was a very defperata 
Attempt, and Ihews him an Officer of an undaunted 
Courage. Whilll: this was dping, the Rebels from 
the Barrier, and from the Houfes on both fidesj * 
made a terrible Fice upon them, and a great many 
of that old and gallant Regiment were kilPd and 
wounded : The Lord. Forrefter received fcveral 
Wounds himielf. Befides the Damage they received 
Qo. that fide, they were fore galled from ibme Win? 
dows below them, by Captain Z)^rzf/^ and Captain 
fluntet^^ Men. Preftoif^ Foot fired fmartly upon 
(he Rebels, but did little Execution, the Men-being 
generally cov^r'd from the Shot, and delivering their 
pwn Shot iecurely^ and with good Aim > yet fomc 
wer^ kiird, and foroe alio wounded, particularly 
(wo very gallant Qendemen were wounded hi5P9i 
find both dy'd of their Wounds ; the one was Cap- 
^in Pet$r Farqubarfin of Rocbaleyj a Gendeman of 
m invincible Spirit, and almoft inimitable Bravery^ 
This Gentleman being Ihot through the Bone of his 
lje%j endured a. great deal of Torture in the Opcr 
ration of the Surgeon. When he was firft brought 
into the Inn call'd the (nnfe-Bull, the Houfe where 
all the wounded Men were carry'd to be drefs'd, he 
(ook a Glais of Brandy, and iaid, Com^^ Lads^ 
here is our -Mafter^s Health y tbo^ I can dp hq more, / 
f»yb yau good Sucfefs. His Leg was cut off by at| 
tialKilfifil Butcher, ratl^er than a Surgeon, and he 
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prefently died. The other Gentleman was Mt*/ 
Clifton^ Brother to Sir Jervas Clifton ; he was alfo ai 
gallant and thoroughly accomplilhed Gendeman ; 
he received a Shot In his Knee, of which he died 
Ibme Hours after. There was another Gendeman 
callM Colonel Breretotij who had formerly ferv*d in 
the Army ; he had many Wounds, one of which, 
by the vaft Flux of Blood, Was not difcover*d fooil 
enough by his Surgeon, or elfe it's thought he might 
have out-liv'd his Fate that Day : After he was bu» 
ry*d, he was taken out of his Grave, to fadsfy die 
Curiofity of a Commanding Officer, who could not 
be perfuaded that this Gentleman was in the Re* 
bellion. 

The next Barrier which was attacked, was com-fc, 
manded by Lord Charles Murray : He behaved 
very gallandy, but being very vigoroufly attacked, 
wanted Men, and orderd Mr. Patten to acquaint 
the Earl of Derwentwater therewith ; who immc* 
diately fent back Mr. Patten with Fifty Gentlemcil 
Voluntiers from the ' Church-yard to reinforce him§ 
who came in very good Seafon. Immediately Mn 
Patten was ordered over the Barrier to view the King** 
Forces, who appearing in a Clergyman's Habiti 
was not fufpefted, nor fired on. He foon returned 
back, and gave Lord Charles an Account, that by 
what he iaw, they were refolved to attack him again \ 
whereupon Lord Charles gave Orders to his Men to 
be ready to receive them % and accordingly they 
came on very furioufly : And tho* the King's Forces 
that made this Attack, were, for the moft part, 
raw, new-lifted Men, and feem'd unwilling to fight t 
yet the Bravery and good Conduft of experienc'a 
Officers fupply'd very much that Defeft. How^ 
ever, Lord Charles Murray maintained the Poft, and 
obliged them to retreat with Lofs ; nor, had they 
been all old Soldiers, could they have beaten Lord 
Charles from that Barrier, which was yery ftrong^ 
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the Number they had flaiti from the Barn-holes and 
Barrier itfelf added very much, fo that at laft the 
OfEcere themfelves thought fit to give it over. And 
however fome, in their dying Speeches afterwards, 
were pleafed to Icffen the Bravery of- the King's 
Forces ; this may be offered in Anfwef, That not- 
withftanding the Afperfion we all know that he that 
publickly difplay*d it, could not be a Judge of the 
raft ; for no Body ever faw him at any Poft oif 
Danger himfelf. On the contrary, the Author here- 
of, who was an Eye-witnefs to the Three Attacks, 
tan affure the World, he faw that very Gentleman 
who left that Afperfion in his Dyhg Speech^ placed 
very fecurely out of all Danger, in an Ale^houfe, 
where, he was affur'd, he remained during the whole 
Aftidn. 

Hitherto the Rebels feem'd to have had f6me Ad- 
Vantage, having repulfed the King*s Forces in 
all thcif Att;acks, and mamtained all their Pofts ; 
and Night drawing on, no new Aftion happen*d ; 
but during all this time, and all Saturday-lti'x^t and 
Sunday, and gobd part of that Night, the King's 
Forces kept inceflantly Plattoons firing upon the 
Rebels from Sir Henry Haughtorf^ and Mr. Ayrf% 
Houfes. It's true, they kill'd but very few ; thoft 
of Note were, ohe Mr. Hume a Cornet, one Mr. 
Scattery\ and -a Highland Gentleman belonging to 
the Lord Nairn. There were feveral Houfes and 
Barns fet on fire by both Parties, both for covering 
themfelves among the Smoak, and diflodging Men ; 
fo that if the Wind had blown almott from any 
quarter, that Town had been burnt to the Ground, 
and the Rebels ' had been burnt to Alhes in it. I 
Ihall, as I defign'd, impartially hint at all the Mi- 
ftakes on bodi Sides; and this was^ one, the King's 
General had drder'd Illuminations to be fet in all the 
Windows of the Houfes where they hsul PbffcflTion, 
which, as long as they continued' burning, expofcd 
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the Rebek that were crofling the Streets upon all Oo 
cafions, to the plain View of thofe poflefled of the 
floufes aforcfaid, and gave them a good Aim dt 
their Mark. This was the Occafion of the Death 
of fome, and Wounds of others, even on both 
Sides i fo that after a Ihort time. Orders were givco 
for fome to go to all the Houfes, and call^loud to 
the People to put out their Candles, Which beimjf 
ihouted aloud (as is faid) in the Streets, ibr thif 
People had fhut all their Doors, they millook thf 
Command, and inftead of putting out or extinguifh- 
ing their Lights, fet up more *, which amufed botfa^ 
Sides, but did no harm to either. 

The third Attack was at the Windmill in the 
Street which leads to Lancajier^ where the Barrier 
was defended by near 300 Men, under the Com- 
mand of Mr. McLckmioJh^ who, with his Men, be- 
haved very boldly, and made a dreadful Fire upoQ 
the King's Forces, killing many on the fpot, and 
obliging them tp make ^ Retreat ; which, however^ 
they did very handfomely. This was owing to the 
common Men, who were but new lilted ; thougljf 
the Officers and old Soldiers behav'd thenifelves with 
great Bravery. After this, the Rebels began to fi?f 
tb?ii* Error,, by being imposed on to give Credit to 
the many Falflioods told them, of which :this wa^ 
pne. That they might be affurcd that the King^^ 
Forces would all come over to them : Yet not on^ 
Man olFer'd to do fo ; for of; feveral private Meq 
made Prifoners, being wounded, not one of then^ 
wcmld liften to th^ Offers made to Enlift, but chc^ 
rather to be (hut. up in clofe Prilbn, than to forfakQ 
their King and (gauntry's Caufe, One private Man 
belonging to &{gadier Prffiony Footy ;tha!; ;^a^ 
wounded, and'JaS. in Bed.-witS tvoipthfcrs, whei^ 
Mr. Pa//<J» weifit io that Bed wherc,they Wjere, whi^ 
was ai; ^^M^i^l<?^^^, l^ayiijg^^ed them fevfotf 
QuefUons^ t^ldjt^n^^^^^ rtedy to praj wid^ 
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thcni, as he Was a Clergyman ; that Soldier above- 
mentioned anlwered, If you he a ProteSiant^ we de^ 
fire your Prayers^ hut name not the Pretender as King. 
A fufScient Demonftration that the common Impo- 
fition was felfe ; and a very fure Sign that King 
George^s Forces were not merely Mercenary* 
Nay, Major Prefton and Captain Oglebyy as well as 
feveral common Soldiers that were made Prifonersy 
being wounded, affured us, that not one Man be- 
longfing to the King's Forces but would die in their . 
Country*s Caufe 5 and told us we could not be able 
to hold out, for that more Forces were alfo coming 
from all Quarters ; they informed us of the Arrival 
of General Carpenter with three Regiments of Dra- 
goons to furrclund us* 

This brave General, after his long^ troublefome, 
and difmal Marches after the Rebels, had very much 
wearyM his Men, but more the Horfes, for want of 
good Forage, returned to Newcastle^ having Intd- 
Kgence that the Rebels were gone over the Moun- 
tains to join Mary which was imprafticable for hi» 
heavy Horfe. Having fcarce refrelhed himfelf, he 
had an Exprefs from Sir Henry Haughton^ that thd 
Rebels were marching towards Lancafier. Upon 
Which, with -all imaginary Speed, over high Moun- . 
tains and deep Ways, he at laft came to ClitberOj a 
Town 12 Nliles from Prefton^ on Saturday Night 
that the Afton Was begun. Whilft he was here, he 
received another Exprefi from Sir Henry Haughton of 
all the Affair 5 which iftade him ufe his wonted Vi- 
gilance to have the Horfes taken care of, fo that they 
might be able early irt (he Morning to hatten to- 
wards Prepn\ which thdy performed with the 
created Expeditroh, for they came before PnSiM 
betwixt Nine dhd Tert on Sunday Morning. The 
Priftmer^ acquaintfed us lifcewiie with the Difpdfiti- 
ens he' had tafcen^' and the Alteratfons be had made 
» the Pofts, to pttveAt odr Efeapc. 
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And now our People began to open their Eyes,, 
and to fee that there was nothing but prefent Death 
before them, if they held out longer ; and that there 
was no Remedy, but, if poffible, to make Tenns," 
and get a Capitulation for Life, and lay down their 
Arms. But of this, it is neceflary that a gradual 
Account be given in the Order in which it happened ; 
for it was not all done in a Moment. 

General Carppiter^ 1 fay, was now arriv'd with 
Churchill% Molefworth^Sy and Cobham*s Dragoons, 
and a great many Gentlemen of the Country with 
him, as the Earl of Carlijle, , Lord Lumley, Colonel 
Darcy^ and others. 

The General having an Account from General 
Wills of what had pafs*d, approved very well of 
what had been done, but found it neceflary to make 
fome fmall Alt<iration3 in the Difpofitions of the 
Troops : He found three Attacks had been made, 
though not with the defir*d Succcfs, and yet that 
the Rebels would be forced to furrender at laft, or 
be taken Sword in Hand. 

Here it is neceflary to obferve, as part of the 
Reafon why the firft Attack was not immediately 
fuccelsfiil, viz. becaufe of the Barricado's and Can- 
, non which the Rebels were ppfleffed of. But by the 
way, I muft obferve, that the. Rebels, though they 
had fix Pieces of Cannon, did not much ufe them, 
except at firfl: only ; in (hort, they knew not how^ 
having no Engineers among them ; and a Seaman 
who pretended Judgment, and upon his own Offer 
took the Management of the, Cannon at the Briga- 
dier's Barricado, afted fo madly, whether it was 
that he had too little Judgment, or too much Ale,- 
or perhaps both, that in levelling one of the Pieces 
to cut off Prejioff^ Foot, who advanced to attack 
us, thi? Ball brought down the Top of a Chimney. 
It is true, the next be fired did Execution^ and 
obliged the Regiment to halt ^ though upon all Oc- 
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cafions they behav'd with a great deal of Bravery 
and Order, But this by the. way. Lieutenant- Ge- 
neral Carpenter was, as I have faid, now arrived, 
and had viewed the Pofts and the Situation of the 
Rebels ; and finding mod part of the Horfe and 
Dragoons of the King's Troops polled on one fide 
of the Town, very ipcommodioufly on many Ac- 
counts, being crouded in a deep narrow I-ane near 
the End of the Town, and befides that, fo incon- 
venient for the Service, that it was impoflible to 
draw up above three or four in the Front, he brought 
them off in Parties to feverai other Places. Alfo, 
going to view the Ground towards the River, he 
found, to his great Surprize, that no Troops were 
pofted at the End of Fijhergate jireet^ to block up 
that part of the Town ; and that for want of it, fe«- 
veral of the Rebels had efcaped there, and more rid 
oflf that Way even before his Face. This Street 
leads to a Marfh or Meadow which runs down to 
that part of the River Ribhle where there are two 
good Fords, being the High- way towards Liverpool. 
At the upper End of this Street there was another 
Barricade, with two Pieces of Cannon, (as is already 
faid :) But no Attack had been made on this Side ; nor 
indeed could it be fo, the fewTroops confiderM. Herd 
the Lieutenant-General ordered Colonel Pitt to pofl: 
his two Squadrons of Horfe, and extend themfelves 
into that Marfti, in order to prevent any rpore cfca- 
ping that Way ; as it effeftually did ; for fome bold 
Fellows attempting to efcape after this, were all cut 
to Pieces by the Horfe : Alfo the General caufed a 
Communication to be open'd through the Inclofures 
on that Side, that his Pod might be relieved, in 
cafe the whole Body fhould attempt to force their 
Retreat that Way, as it was given out they would, 
and as indeed they might have done ; but they had 
no fuch good Meafures in their Heads. 
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The Rebels being thus inVefted oh all Sides, fo 
that they found themfelves entirely block'd up, and 
being now fenfible, tho' too late, of their ConditioiTt 
and alfo that they were fhort of Powder for an ob^ 
ftinate Refiftance, began to confider what to da 
The Highlanders were for fallying out upon the King^ 
Forces, and dying, as they call*d it, like Men of 
Honour, with their Swords in their Hands ; but 
they were over-rulM, and were not allowed to ftir i 
Nor was the Motion communicated to the whole 
Body ; but General Forjier^ prevailed upon by my 
Lord Widdrington^ Colonel Oxburgbj and fomc few 
Others, refolv'd upon a Capitulation, flattering them- 
felves with obtaining good Terms from the King's 
Officers, Colonel Oxburgb pretending Acquaintance 
with fome of the Officers, made an Offer to go oqt 
and treat of a Surrender, 

As this was done without the Knowledge of tte 
Rebel Army, the Common Soldiers were told that 
General Wills had fent to offer honourable Terms to 
them, if they would lay down their Arm^; fo 
blinded were we with their Tory Lies to the laft % 
But certain it is, that Gfentleman, had his Defign 
been known, had never feen Tyburn^ for he had 
been (hot dead by the Confent of all the Common 
Men, before he had gone out of the Barrier. How- 
ever, go he did, and made fuch a Bargain for them, 
as the Circumftances of Things might eafily tell 
them they could expeft no other ; and which, had 
not the Gentlemen thus abandoned them, the Solr 
diers would not have yielded to. But be that as it 
will, he went with the Trumpet to the General, • 
who allow'd him to come and go freely •, bqt told 
him. They might eypeft no other Terms, than to 
lay dow3 their Arms, and furrender at Difcretion, 
The Colonel, to give him his due, urg'd all the 
Arguments he could for better Terms ; but was 
told, Tiiat dicy muft fpbmi(: to the King's Mercy, 
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tlierei was no other Terms could be made with them. 
The General told Golbnel Oxburgh^ He knew that 
in the Cafe of a Rebellion reduced, it was not ra- 
tional to expedt, 6r ufual to give other Terms.' 
The Golphel coniing back .with this Anfwer, a fe- 
cond Meffage was ftnt out by Captain Dakiel^ to 
defire Time* to confider of it. About Three in the 
Afternoon, Colonel Cotton^ with a Eh-agoon, and a 
Drunri beating a Chamade before them, came up the 
Street from the King's General: The Colonel a- 
Hghted at the Sign of the Mitre^ where . the Chief 
of the Rebel-Officers were got together, and told 
tfiena he came to receive their pofitive Anfwer. 
Twas tdd him. There were Difputes betwixt the 
Efrglij/h arid Scots, that would obftrqft the Yielding, 
which Others t^ere WilliAg to fobmit to ; but if the 
General would grant them a Ceffation of Arnis till 
the next Morning at Seven, they fhouW be able to 
'fettle the Matter, and that the Gentlemen promifed 
they would then fubmit. Colonel Cotton fent the 
Prum to beat a Chamade before the Dbors of fome 
Houfes where thfe King|*s Men ccmtmued firing, to 
caufe them to dcafe, on account of the Cefl&tion 
which was agreed to, and to order them to witfi- 
Iiold tiH they had Notice fi'om the General ; but 
the poor Fellow was (hot diead upon his Horfe as 
• he was^ beating his Drum. It is faitd this was not 
doiie by the King's Men, (for they muft needs 
know him to be orit of their owrt Drums, by* his 
tivery ind Moiintirig) but that it was done by fome 
of the Flebels who were averfc to all Thoughts pf 
Surrender, 

And here, bccaufe the Rebels and their Frfehds 
have given it out fince, that they h^d fuch Terms 
grant^ them at this (hort Treaty which would ie- 
curt thdtr Lives, ^ttd that the Terms of Surrender 
ought fe to bci underftbod, t ftiall give* you a true 
end faithful Accimnt of the: Caf)ituliatioir itfclf, with 
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its Circumftanccs, as it was given Xipon Oath by 
General Wills himfelf at the Lords Bar at the Earl 
of JVintouns Trial : The General there declared^ 
*' That having the Honour to command his Ma- 
" jcfty's Troops that attacked the Rebels at Puften^ 
*' he came before that Town on the 12th of N(h 
** vember laft about One o'Clock, and prder'd two 
*' Attacks upon the Town ; the Attack which led 
" to Wtgan being commanded by Brigadier Honey- 
" wood^ who beat the Rebels from their firft Bisu'- 
'* ricadc, and took Poffefloon of fome of the Hou&s 
** in the Town; the other Attack which led to 
** Lancafter^ under the Command of Brigadier ^or- 
** mer^ who lodg*d his Troops nigh the Barricade 
*^ of the Rebels. The next Day about Two of the 
*' Clock 'Mr. Forfter fent out one Mr. Oxburgb an 
^^ Irijhman^ offering to lay down their Arms and 
*' fubmit themfelves, and hoped this Deponent 
" would recommend them to the King's Mercy> 
*' Which this Deponent refufcd, and told him, hcf 
" would not treat with Rebels, for that they had 
" kilPd feveral of the King's Subjefts, and they 
*' muft expeft to undergo the fame Fate. That 
*' upon this Oxburgb faid. That as this Deponent 
*^ was a Man of Honour and an Officer, he hpppcj 
*^ he would fhew Mercy to People that were wil- 
** ling to fubmit. Upon this the Deponent faid, 
** All he would do for thcrn was. That if they laid 
*' down their Arms, and fubmitted Prifoners at 
*' Difcretipn, he would prevent the Soldiers from 
*' cutting them in Pieces till he had farther Orders ; 
** and that he would give them but an Hour to 
*' confider of it. That he fent Oxburgb back into 
** the Town to acquaint Forfter of it ; and before 
*' the Hour was expired they fent out Mr. Dalziel^ 
" Brother to the Earl of Carnwath^ who wanted 
** Terms for the Scots. That this Deponent's Anr 
" /wcr was. That he would not treat with Rebels, 
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nor give them any other Terms than what he had 
before oflfered them. Upon which it was defired 
that this Deponent would grant farther Time> 
till Seven o'CIock next Day, to confult the bell 
Method of delivering themfclves up. That diis 
.Deponent agreed to grant them the Time defi-- 
red, provided they threw up no new Intrench - 
ments in the Streets, nor fuffcred any of their 
People to e&ape, and that they fent out the Chief 
of the Englijh and Scotch as Hoftages for the Per- 
formance : And this Deponent fent in Colonel 
Cotton to bring them out ; who brought out the 
EsLvloi Derwentwater and lAv. Mackintojh. Thzi 
the next Day, about Seven o*Clock, Mr. Fprjter 
fent out to let this Deponent know that they 
were willing to give thenifelves up Prifoners at 
Difcretion, as he had demanded. That Mr. Mac- 
kintojh being by when the MefTage was brought, 
faid. He could not anfwer that the Scotch would 
furrender in that manner, for that the Scots were 
People of defperate Fortunes, and that he had 
been a Soldier himfelf, and knew what it> was to 
be a Prifoner at Difcretion. That upon this the 
Deponent feid. Go back to your People again, 
and I will attack the Town, and the Confequenc^ 
will be, I will not fpare one Man of you. Tha; 
Mackintojh went back, but came running out im- 
mediately again, and faid. That the Lord Ken^^ 
mure^ and the reft of the Noblemen, with his 
Brother, would furrender in. like nwmer withf 
the Englijb. [ 

General Wills farther depofed, " That when the 
Attack was made by the King's Forces, between 
60 and 70 Men were kil?d j and that there were 
kiird and wounded about 130. And being alk'd 
by thp Attorney- General whether he , gave the 
Rebelsf any Encouragement to hope for Mercy ? 
he again declared, That all the Terois he gave 
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** them was, that he would fave their Lives fr6rti 
♦* the Soldiers till farther Orders, if they furrert- 
*• der*d at Difcretion \ (the Meaning of which wai, 
** That by the Rules of War it was in his PoweV 
** to cut them all to Pieces, but he would give tteitt 
^ their Lives till fiirther Order ;) and if they did 
•* not comply, he would renew the Attjick, ini 
^* not fparc a Man, 

This Depofition w^ confirmed by Colonel 
Churchill^ Colonel Cotton^ and Brigadier Munden. 
Befidesthis, I can affurc the World that I heard the 
Aiifwer which Colonel Cotton^ whilft he was at the 
]^ftitei gave to a Gentleman among the Rebels, 
who aik'd if they might have Mercy? he told hinij^ 
Sifi that I cannet ajfure you ofy but I know the King 
lobe a vtry merciful Prince ; and that theh he de- 
manded of all the Noblemen and Gentlemen to give 
their Parole of Honour to perform what they qq 
their Part promifed, 

Having thus fet this Matter in a clear Light, | 
ftiall now give a farther Account of what happen*df 
in the Town : The common Men were one and all 
againil capitulating, and were terribly enrag'd whai 
they- were told of it, declaring that they would die 
fighting ; and that when they could defend their 
Ppfts no longer, they would force their way out^ 
and make a Retreat. It is true this might have been 
attempted, and perhaps many would have efcap^d" •, 
but It could not have been perforni\i without the 
Lofs of a great deal of Blood, and that on bodi 
Sida'% and it was told them that it would be ib, 
and that if they did get out, they would be cut off 
by the Country People : But their Madnefs was 
fiich, that nothing could quiet them for a grtisit 
whife i and it was aftonifliing to fee the Cdnftkion 
the Town was in, threatning one another, nay kif- 
Kng one another but for naming a Surrender j -one 

• ' * was 
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was (hot; dead, and Icveral wounded. In this Dilem^ 
ma many exclaimed againft Mr, Forfter^ and had he 
jippear'd in the Street he would certainly have faeen 
cut to Pieces ; but as he did not appear publickly, 
yet he had been actually kill'd in his Chamber by 
Mr. Murray^ had not I with my Hand ftrqck up 
the Piftol with which he fired at him, fo that the 
Bullet went thro* the Wainfcot into the WaM pf the 
Room. And fince I mention Mr. Forfter^ I capnot 
but juftify him againft the many Afperfions he- lies 
under in this Part of the Aftion^ I mean, ai CoUh' 
ard. It muft be own'd he was no Soldier, nor was 
the Command given to him as fuch, but as he was 
the only ProtelUnt who could give Repute to theif 
Undertaking, being of Note in N&rtbumberhndi of 
an ancient Family, and havif^ for fevcral Years 
been Member of Parliament for that County, and 
therefore very popular : For if the Comnoand had 
been given to either of the two Lords, their Chann 
fters, as Papifts, would have difcouraged many of 
the People, and been improved againft the Deiign 
in general. As to Matters of Conduft, Mr. Forficn 
tho' he was call*d General, yet he always fiibtiiiittecl 
to the Counfel of Colonel Oxbyrgh^ who Was /or- 
merly a Soldier, and had obtainM a great Rtpat^ 
tion ; tho' it is manifeft in our Cafe that he eithciv 
wanted Condudfc or Courage, or perhaps both ; Ha 
was better at his Beads and Prayers than at bis B(i? 
finefs as a Soldier ; and we aU thought hitn* fi/nU 
for a Prieft than a Field Officer. It muft be own^ 
he was very dl^vout in his Religion, and that is aU 
the Good we can fay of him ; and that DevotioQ he 
has (ince had great occafion for in another Place. 
Befides the Influence of Colonel Oxburgb^ my Lord 
Widdringion had too great Prevalency over Mr. i%r* 
fter^% eafy Temper ; and this Lord we thought un- 
derftood fb little of the Matter, that he was as unfit 
for ^ Geperal as the other i for tho* the Family of 
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ff^tddrington be FamM in Hiftory for their Bravery 
and Loyalty to the Englijh Crown, yet there is lit- 
tle of it left in this Lord, or at lead he did hot 
Ihew it, that ever we could find, unlefs it confiftcd 
in his early Perfuafions to furrender; for he was 
never feen at any Barrier, or in any Aftion but 
where there was the leaft Hazard. He was wonder- 
fully efteem'd at Home by all the Gentlemen of the 
County, and it had been happy for him, and fo we 
thought it would have been better for us (the Re- 
bels) if he had ftay'd at Home. I heard a Gentle- 
man fay, *' He was vex*d to be under the Com- 
** mand of an Officer that could not travel without 
** ftrong Soup in a Bottle ; for his Officer never 
** wanted ftrong Broth wherever he came, both be- 
** fore and after he was Prifoner". An Account of 
his Family is inferted in the Appendix. 

But to return to Mr. Forfter : He (hew'd feveral 
times Forwardnefs enough for Adtion, and particu- 
larly that he was very far from being a Coward, by 
his riding iip to Mackintofifs Barrier twice, in the 
very Face of the ICing^s Troops ; and when he wai 
expofed to the Shot of thofe poffeffed of the Houfes 
on both Sides of the Street, where I heard hini 
command the Brigadier to advance without the Bar- 
ricado, and make a Sally ; which he pofitively re» 
fufed. What Reafon he gave I know not ; Mr: 
Forfter J however, warmly told him. He would have 
him try'd by a Court- Martial, if he out-liv'd the 
Service of the Day, and if ever his King came^* 
This oCcafioned the Grudge which ftill continued be- 
twixt them even in Newgate. The Brigadier has^ 
got theCharadter of Brave and Bold : He has given' 
fignal Inftances thereof beyond Seas ; but we all 
muft.fay, we law very little of it at Prejlon. Ano- 
ther Scandal upon Mr. Forfier, is, That he betrayed 
them to the King's Troops : And this I muft needs 
obferve to be a very evident Slander, and was fet 

on 
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on Foot here by a Party, who did not dp it fp 
much to injure Mr. Forfier^ as with another and 
bafer Defign, i^iz. that by having this credited, they 
might blaft the Reputation of the Commanding 
Officers of his M^efty's Troops, and of the Troops 
themfelves'i alfo fuggefting, that if the Rebels had 
not been fold, the King's Forces could not have 
reduced them -, and alio, that if they had not been 
fure of Forjler^ they would, have given better Tefms 
to them when they did fubmit. The contrary ap- 
pears by the Ufage Mr. Forfter had received after- 
wards when a Prifoner ; which thp* it may be fai4 
it was good enough for a Rebel, yet will make .ic 
evident that he was no way favoured, as fhall appfi^ 
ferther hereafter. The fame People who contrived 
the firft Story, have added at laft, when he made 
his Efcape, that it was by Concert from the Govern-: 
ment ; as if the King would agree to fuch a mean 
Piece of Policy, as rather to wink at his Efcape, 
than to give him a Pardon ; a thing which could 
not lie hid long without being difcovered, becaufe 
feveral muft be concerned, nay, common Servants, 
'[Turnkeys, 6?^. muft have their Share in fuch a De- 
fign. After all, if the Truth was known, or when 
the Truth fhall be known, it may perhaps appear 
that it was contrived and procured by the Tory Par- 
ty, among whom there were many, doubdefs, who 
were afraid he would Squeak, and make fome con- 
cern*d in Contributions, and Under-hand Afliftances 
in the Rebellion, be brought to Juftice, I conclude 
his Cafe with faying, that after feveral Affronts 
which he received, and the Calumnies he lies under 
for fubmit ting, yet we foon found they all came in- 
td his Meafures, and tamely fubmitted at Difcretipn. 
Thus they were all made Prifoners next Morning at 
Seven, being the 14th of November^ and being dif-^ 
armed, were all at once put into the Power of the. 
King's Troops, And here it may not be improper 
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to obfefrc what a fatal Day the 13th of Novmief 
ph>ved to the Pretender and his Friends. For as 
Prefton was taken, and the Rebels in Et^land fuf- 
render'd to the King*s Troops in Lancajhirel fo the 
Battle^ of Dumblairti as it was called here, or of 
Sheriff-Moor, as in Scotland^ was fought and loft in 
Scotland by the Earl of Mar. And to add to die 
Remark, in the North of Scotland, the Towii of 
Invernefs was retaken by the good Conduft of the 
Liord L/roat, and the Houfe of Grant, and then* 
Affiftants : So that this Day feemed to determine! 
the Fate of the Pretender. But I return to the Ac- 
count of the Surrender at Prefion. Before the ap 
pointed' Hour came, feveral of the King's Forctsf 
cntred that part of the Town which the Rebels heldi 
and b^an to plunder, looking upon what they got 
their own, by Rule of War* But Complaint being 
made, they were ftopped for fome time* At laffi 
Ae two Generals entrcd the Town in Form, at the 
Head of the Troops ; one Party under General 
U^xUs, entred at that End which leads to Lan'cafter\ 
Brigadier Honeywood at the Head of the remainii^ 
Part of the Troops, entred at that End which learo 
to Mdncbefter. They came in with Sound of Trum- 
pl^ts and Beat of Drums^ both Parties meeting at 
the Market-Place. Here the Highlanders ftootf 
drawrv up with* their Arms ; the Lords, Gentlemen; 
and Officers were firft fecured, and placed under i 
Guard in feveral ;Rooms in the Inns, where rfiey? 
remained fome time. The Highlanders laid dowlX 
their Arms in the Place where they ftood drawn up", 
and then were put into the Church under a fufficient 
Guard. When all was fafe, by the Rebels being^ 
thus difarmed and fecured, Gtn^zi Carpenter{ctm^ 
iSitrt would not be room enough in the Town fbt 
near the Number of Horfe which were there, and' 
confidering the three Regiments that came with him* 
Had been extremely harrals'd by above a Month*^ 

continual 
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cpntinual long Marches, he, to prefcrvc the RegL- 
oients, fent them the fame Day to Wigan^ there tq 
reft a Day or two, and then move on by gently 
Marches to their feveral Quarters ; leaving the Care 
of the Prifoners to General 0^tlU^ who, tho' he w^ 
not the Conflmander in Chief, yet as he,ha4 beea 
the firft Manager of the Work, the General would 
not take from him any part of the Honour of the 
yidlory, or leflTen him upon any Account. It 19 
true, it was the Misfortune pf thefe two brave Ge- 
nerals to differ about fome Punftiiio's in this Ca^ 
fome time after, and that fome would have it to 
t^ upon the Account of leffcning one another in 
tl^e KS2dT oi Prefion \ yet I have been informOfi 
^IMlt Difpute was rather upoq fome other account, a 
forii^r Mifunderftanding having been betweeathem 
when beyond Sea. But to let that fall> as not to 
pur prefent Purpofc. General C^rpemr^ as I hav? 
&id, went off the 15th with the E^xXoS CarliJU^ 
Lord Lufdty^ Colonel Darey^ and the reft of the 
Gentlemen, who having been now with him ten 
Days, had been very fcrviceable in procuring con-" 
ftant Intelligence of the Rebels, by the g/ceat In-? 
tcreft they lu.ve in that Country. The Slain on 
both Sides were buried, and then General WiMs pre- 
pared to march :. Thofe that were killed or wound* 
cd belonging to the King's Fgrces, were as follow 1 
viz. the Wounded, Brigadier Hmeywood received % 
Contufion on the Shpiulder by a Mulket-ihot: Major 
jBZa;?^ recciveji aflij^t.Wound m the Arn>.; hi« 
Horfc was Ihpfc thro* the Neck : He is a brave an4 
generous Officer,, which all the Prifoners that .were 
under his Comm^d muftjgratefiilly acknowledge^ 
J-iOrd Forrejlfry Lieutewant- Colonel of Prejtjotis BUr 
gimctit, had two or three Wounds: An Officer 
worthy the Cprnmapd of ^ good SgJc|ii3-;sK M^or 
Pr^(?» was fliot thro* the Jpody a little above the 
Breaft, and takefi Prifoncr by Mp. Wo^dn : He 
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Was a Man of great Gallantry and composM C3od-» 
fage, as was vifible by his expofing Himfelf in the 
Danger and in the Manner he did, for he was fpent 
in a long languifhing Confumption, even to a Ske^ 
leton, and told us (the Rebels) That the Wound 
he received had only fhortened his Days two or 
three Months, which feeing it was iil the Service of 
his King and Country, he faid he far preferred it 
to the lingring Death he expefted. He died in 
our Hands. Captain Ogleby received a Wound in 
his Side ; the Bullet was lodg'd a good way in his 
Body, wrapt in part of his Scarf: He is a fine Gen- 
tleman, of a good Family in Scotland^ and Son to 
the Lord Ogleby. He recovered of his Wound. 
Major Lawfon was likewife wounded ; and Brigadier 
Dormer had a Contufion in his Knee. There were 
three other Captains wounded, two Lieutenants, 
one Cornet and four Enfigns. Killed, three Cap- 
tains, and one Enfign. There were a great many 
private Men of his Majefty's Forces kilPd ; how 
many it is hard to determine, but the Number has 
been efteem'd above 200, tho* the publick Lifts fay 
not fo many. 

Of the Rebels, there were 17 kill'd, and 25 
wounded, and no more, for they were every where 
under Cover. I fhall take notice of one that was 
kill'd, tho* a Perfon of no Note, yet he is not to 
be forgotten, feeing the Bravery of mean Perfons 
ought not to buried : He was a lame Man, and 
had the care of the Gunpowder, which he carried 
under him on a Horfe from one Poft to another. 
He was told that they wanted Powder at Mackin- 
tofif% Barrier ; but if he went, they told him he 
would certainly be (hot. He anfwer'd, I know I 
cannot avoid that, if I go ; but fince they want, if 
1 cannot carry it quite up to them, TU carry it ^ 
far as I can; and To fet forwards, and both he and 
his Horfe were (hot dead. 

There 
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Thcl'e were taken at Prefion feven Lords, befldcs 
1490 other, including the feveral Xjentlcmen, Of- 

.ficers, and private Men, and two Clergymen. 
There was a Popifh Prieft, called Littleton^ among 
them : But having a great deal of the Jefuit, he 
contrived a. moft exci^llent Difguife 5 for he put on 
a Blue, Apron, went behfed an Apotjiecary's .Cour^• 
ter, and, paffed for an Afliftant or Journeyman to 
the Apothecary, and fo took an Opportunity of 

.getting off. He took care of his own Tabernacle, 
but left his Wafer Gods to be ridicurd ' by the 

-Soldiers* ^ 

The Rebels being thus made Prif^nfers^. I fliall 

•add an Account how they were difpo3*d of after- 
wards, which take as follows. \ . \ 
For the better preventing Efcapes, they vfe;;€ 

• ordered. to feverai Place$.of Gonfii)ement:.The Lords 
were fecured in the mod commodious Houfes or 

• Inns. The Scotch Officers and Gentry, dividejl 
into three Parties, . were fet under a Gu^rd at . the 
Sign of the Mitre^ the White- Bull^ . and the JVin4- 
Mill. The Highlanders and compon Men we^e 
put into the Church, where they ^continued aboyt 

' a Month, the Towi}*s People being obliged to find 

. them Water and Bread •, whilft they took what care 
of th^mfelves they could, unripping ajl the Linings 
from the Seats or Pews, and making thereof Breeches 
and Hofe to defend themfejves from tl>e Extremity of 

, the Weather, Several of them were fen t under G.uai;d 
to JVi^an the 23d pi November^ and afterwards fent 
to Chefiery whilft others were fent to LancaJler-Cdi^W^^ 
till their Trials came on;, when .fome were fourjd 
guilty, and executed, others . transported by their 
own Choice, others acquitted, others repriev'ic^ ; 
and thofe untried, or reprieved, continued as Ob- 

. jefts of His Majefty's moft gracious Clemency. A 
great many of the Northumberland ^lA hancaJhWe 
Gentlemen were coijfin'd in Mr^ fFinsrlebf^ Hoijfc

*tiU Sunday the 21 ft, when a great part of the chief 
-Officers, and all the Lords were fent to fFtgan. 
The Lancafinre Gentlemen followed them on Tu€f- 
day the 23d, and continued there till Tburfday 5 
when all of them being divided into four Parties, 
were fent under the Guard of feveral Detachments 
to Warrif^ton. It will pleafe the Reader, I hope, 
•to hear what happened at PVigan : Whilft wc were 
there, we were allowed to go with Centinels to vi- 
.fit our Friends ; fo Brigadier Mackintojh toc^ an Op- 
^portwnity to pay his Refpedfls to the Lords at thek 
Quarters* Entring the Room where they and fe- 
veral Gentlemen were got together, the Lord fFid^ 
irington called to him, and defired him to (it by 
him. Which done, my Lord feeing a Gentleman 
ready to leave the Chamber, he faid, Coufin Tom, 
fray ftay a little % for I han)e a mind to ajk fame 
^eftions of the Brigadier. And thus begun : Brigd^ 
dier^ the Reafon why I did not expofe my f elf as I ought 
to have done^ was owing to my IndifpofitioHy occafioffi 
hy the Gout : But pray, you that had been at the Head 
if your Men, and had viewed the Bridge over Rible, 
why did you not defend if, being a Matter of no great 
Difficulty to have maintained that important Pafs f 
The Brigadier replied. It was not maintainable, be-- 
taufe the River was fordable at feveral Places. Lord 
Widdrington alked him again. Why he did not maki 
bis Barricade at the extreme End of the Street leading 
to the ^own, which would have prevented the King^s 
Forces from taking Pojfeffion of tbofe Houfes below his 
Barrier, which was a great way up the Town ? To 
this he anfwer*d. My Lord, at the extreme End of 
the Town there were fo many Lanes and Avenues^ 
' that to defend them would have required more Mku 
than I had. That Lord continued to demand of 
- him, IFhy he did not fally out bimfelf with his Men f 
or why be would not obey Mr. Forfter, who would 
. have badtbe Horfe to bavefallitd out ? To this he gave 

A.ivfwerv 
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* Artfwer, That if bis Foot had [allied out^ they migH 
vy that means been parted from the Horfe^ and fo left 
naked to have been cut off : Befides^ nothing more 
frightens the Highlanders than Horfe and Cannon. As 
for obeying Mr. Forfter, in letting the Horfe fally 
mt^ ht faid, If the Horfe had attempted any fucb 
Things they would have gone through the Fire of his 
Men ; for they were afraid the Horfe defigrfd fuch a 
Things and would have been able to have made a Re^ 
treaty and lefi them pent up in the Town. This 
Difcourfe ending, they parted without Shew of 
much Concern for the Lofs of each other's Com- 
pany. The Lord Derwentwater took little or no 
"Notice of the Brigadier j but turnM to a Gentleman 
in Company, and told hirrt, Tgu fee what we have 
brought ourfelves tOj by givifig Credit to our Neigh- 
bour Tories, as Will Fenwick, Tate, Green, and 
Allgood. If you out-live Misfortune^ and return to 
live in the Nofth^ I deftre you nevir to be feen to 
converfe mthfiich Rogues in Difguife, that promifed 
to join uSi and animated us to rife zvith them. The 
Gentleman promifed that Lord to obey him. But 
that Lord anfwer'd, Jb ! I kn^m you to be of an 
eafy Temper. Havipg continued at ff^arrington all 
Night, they marched forwards for London by eafy 
Marches"; nothing material happening, only a Ete- 
tachment of Stanhopes Dragoons were ordered to 
return ; and whilfl: we were marching over a Heath, 
one of the Highlanders told the Country People 
thiat came to view lis, Tf^here are all your High- 
Church Tories ? If they would not- fight with us^ why 
do they not come and refcue us ? Which indifcreet 
Words made the commanding Officer make him 
,difmount, and walk on Foot pinioned. Thefe De- 
tachments of Horfe and Dragoons that guarded us, 
were relieved by a Squadron of Lumle;fs Horfe, 
under the Command of Brigadier Panton^ who looked 
morcncarly to us than we had Ixfevn feticoexV^ . fe^x. 

H 2 Da'uwu^ 
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'Daventry h^ firigled Mr. Fof'Jier and me from amoag 
the reft, and confined us in the Guard-Room all 
Night (which was continued in all our Quarters till 
we came to Newgate) under a fufficient Watch, al- 

^ lowing none to fpeak with us. 

Here I muft relate how Mr. Forjier catchM Cold, 
by lying on the Ground in a Corner very danip, 
which indifpofed him very much all along, fb that 
at St. Albarfs he was not able to ride, but was al- 
lowed a Coach. Upon this it was reported he had 
taken Poifon. Which was very falfe-, for lieuten^t 
Bi/hop^ who had the Care of us, advifed him to 
take a little Diafcordiumy which brought upon him 
a great Fit of Vomiting. From Daventry to Lofi- 
doriy he and I were diftinguilh'd from the reft, by 
our Halters being led by two Troopers, with Hal- 
ters upon our Hbrfes Heads ; which gave the Peo- 
ple, as we paffed along, an Opportunity to com- 
pliment us with Encomiums upon a Warming-pan. 

' At Barnet we were all pinioned, more for Diftijidi9n 
than any Pain that attended : And at HighgcUe we 
were met with a ftrong Detachment of Horfe- Gre- 
nadiers and Foot- Guards, each Man haying his 
Horfe led by one of the Foot. . Setting forward 
from Highgate^ we were met by fuch Numbers, of 
People, that it is fcarce conceivable to exprefs, who 
with. Long Live King GEORGE! and damn 
with the^vtttnAtx\ ufliered us throughout to our 
fcveral Apartments. I fljall add a very .plea&nt 
Story : A Quaker fix*d his Eyes upon me, afld 
diftinguifhing what I was, faid:, ■ Friend, ■ Ferily thcu 
haft been the Tnmpeter of Rebellion to thefe Men ; 
thou muft anfwerfor them. Upon this, my Grenadier 
gave him a Pufti with the But-end of his Muflcet, 
fo that the Spirit fell into the Ditch. . Whilft fpra,wl- 
ing on his Back, he told the Soldier, "Thou haftj^t 
us^d me civilly ; / doubt thou art mt a real Friend tb 
King GEORGE. Mr. Forfter thought ftUl to 

have 
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have been releafed by a ^ory Mob, and told me, 
that he had Affurances thereof from a Gentleman at; 
Highgate. But thofe Bravaders will not hazard, 
themfelves, tho* they fpeak. great Things. He was 
likewife troubled that he.fliould be fent to Newgate^ 
being unexpelled the Houfe of Commons ; and like-^ 
wife mortify M, when he underftood that Gordon j 
Carr^ and Dorrel were executed a Day before, and 
their Quarters then in a Box juft by, in order to 
be fet upon the Gates ; which fpoiled his Stomach, 
fo that he could not eat with his then unhappy 
Companion.

I ftiall here infert : On 
Saturday, April 7. 17 16, a Bill of Indittment was 
found againft him ; he wa§ to have been arraigned, 
in order to his Trial, on the 14th of April ; but oa 
IVednefday Morning all were furpnVd, to hear that 
he had found Means to make his Efcape the Nighl 
before. Upon Notice of this, a Proclamation waa^- 
publilh'd for apprehending "Thomas Forfter Efq; with* 
a Defcription of his Perfon, as one of a Middlcr 
Stature, inclining to be Fat, well-fhap'd, except 
that he ftoops in the Shoulders, fair Complexion^, 
his. Mouth wide, his Nofe pretty large, his Eye^[ 
Grey, fpeaks the Northern Dialed, with a Reward 
of a Thoufand Pounds to any who Ihould appre- 
hend him. The Grand- Jury of Mtddlefix having 
enquired into the manner of his Efcape, thought fit 
to prefent Mr. Pitts Keeper of Newgate, for a very 
high Negleft and Mifdemeanor in his Office, who 
was afterwards committed to the Cuftody of a Met. 
fenger, and then brought to his Trial, where he 
made the manner of Mr. Forfterh Efcape appear : 
(He was acquitted.) Which is as follows. Mr. 
Forfter, for fomc time after his Commitment tq 
Newgate, was confin'd in a Chamber in the Prefir 
yard, but was removed into a ftrong Rooni in Mr. 
Pittf^ Houfe, as likewife Mr. Anderton to another. 
Mr. Forjier hearing fome-body upon the Stairs one 
Night, opened his Door, (being allowed the Li- 
berty to walk in the Prefs-yard) which was Mr. 
Anderton, whom he invited to come and take a 
Gla(s, 'till fuch time as they were lock-d up. Mr. 
Pitts entred the Room, and found them over a^ 
Flalk of Wine 5 when it was fomething above half 
gone, Mr. Forjier went up (as Mr. Pitts thought) 
to the Neceffary-houfe j upon which his Heart mif- 

'• gave 
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gave him, and therefore Mr. Pitts went up after 
Mr. Forfter ; but, to his great Surprize, found hd 
was not there, and going down, he found the fall 
of the Latch deadned by a piece of Lift, and a 
Peg in the Kitchen-door, by which his Servant was 
confined ; for Mr. Forjier^s Man being below Stairs^ 
afked for fome Small-beer. Whilft the Servant was 
drawing him fome, he fix*d the Peg, and fecureij 
him. Mr. Forfter left his Night- Gown upon the 
Steps. Mr. Pitts called out for his Man, but he 
could not get out ; but finding the Peg, he puUeid 
it out. Upon which he called aloud, / am undone f 
Forfter is gone ! then calling for the Key, there was 
another, a falfe one, in the other fide of the Doo!', 
and the Door double-lock*d. Thus Mr. Forfter^ 
and his Man Thomas Lee^ found Means to efcapc^ 
fcalring their Keeper a Prifbner. 

Mr. Edward Howard Brother to the Duke of , 
Norfolk^ try'd and acquitted ; a Papift. 

Mr. Charles Radcliffe Brother to thd late Earl of 
Derwentwater^ try*d and foupd Guilty, and afters- 
wards efcaped out of Newgate^ December ii. 17.16.

Nicholas fVogan Captain, an Irijhman^ who for 
his generous Ufage to Major Prejion whom he made 
a Prifoner, is in a fair way of being pardoned, be- 
ing now removed from Newgate into the Cuftody 
of a Meffenger: He ftood his Trial, and was 
brought in Guilty of High-Treafon. He is a Papift, 

Charles JVogan an Irt/hman^ behav'd very well at 
Frejlon ; Mr. Forfter called him his Aid de Camp : 
He made his Efcape out of Newgate. He was a 
Papift-- 

John Talbot of Cartington in Nortbumberlandj a 
brave- young Gentleman ; his Father made himfclf 
famousifor his Courage at the Siege of Buda^ but 
was kil|:d : This Gentleman made his Efcape from 
€hefter: 

Robert Talbot an Irijhman and Papift, formerly 
an Officer in the French Service ; he was accounted 
a very good Soldier: He was found Guilty of 
High-Treafon. 

Roger Salkeld of Cumberland^ a Papift, fecond 
Son to Sir Richard Salkeld of Whitehall in the faid 
County : He made his Efcape from Chejler. 

George Collingwood of Northumberland^ a Papift, 
of a valuable Eftate i He was ordered for London^ 
but was feiz'd with the Gout at JVigan^ and from 
thence was carried to Liverpool^ and there found 
Guilty, and afterwards Executed there the 25th of 
February. He was a very pious Gentleman, and 
well beloved in his Country. 

John Hall: This Gentleman has been very un- 
lucky the whole time of his Life ; he was born to 
a handfome Eftate in Nortb-Ttne^ but his Indifcre- 

tion 
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tion and Forwardnels reduced it to a low Ebb. 
He Carried a Gentlewoman of *Uewcaftle^ againft 
the Confent of her Father Alderman Hutchinfon, 
His Misfortunes, or unfettled Humour, made him 
fliift from his own Seat to feveral other Places, as 
Hexam and the Borders of Scotland^ where he farmed' 
an Eftate, and cultivated the fame with a great deal 
of good Management ; being {kill'd in Hufbandry,, 
he had reap'd a very good Crop of all manner or 
Grain from this Farm, and had them well gathered 
together into Barns and Stack-yards ; but an unex- 
pefted Fire broke out, of which no Account can be 
given how, in the middle of the Night, and with 
Violence not to be conquered, confumed the Houfe 
he lived in, all the Stables and Cow-houfes, Barns, 
and Stacks of Com, with the Oxen, Cows and 
Horfes, himfelf and Family narrowly efcaping. He 
returned fome time after to his own Eftate, whither 
hard Fortune had purfued him; for having the 
Profpeft of a plentiful Increafe of Corn which he 
had got cut down, and near ready to get together, 
in the Night there fell fuch a Flood of Rain as 
carried all his Crop along with the over-flowing 
Stream. Thefe two Misfortunes were looVd upon 
as Judgments upon hitn, for being concerriM, if not 
acceflfory, to the Death of two Gentlemen, whidi 
was thus: At Newcafile uponTyne there happened 
a Quarrel betwixt Mr. Septimus Forfter Member of 
Parliament for the County of Northumberland^ and 
one Mr. Fenwick : Mr. Hall was made privy to 
the Quarrel, and acquainted with their Refolutioa 
to fight ; which he might have prevented : But 
Mr. Fenwick cfpying Mr. Forfter in the Street, with- 
out being hinder'd by Mr. Hallj went with hafte to 
the. other, and both drawing their Swords, Mr. 
Forfter J who was generally efteemM, was rdn through 
the Body, and inftandy died: The other was appre- 
hended, and prefently brought to his Trial, tht 
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Judges being then in Tov<rn, found guilty of Wilful 
Murder, and executed where he committed the 
Faft. Mr. Hall has been blamed for this by a great 
many People : If he was any >yay acceflbry, it 
fecms the two mentioned ftrange Fates that attended 
thefc worthy Gentlemens Deaths, fhewed a purfuing 
Judgment. When Mr. Fenwick was try'd, he ap- 
peared as an Evidence for him -, but it was little 
regarded by the Jury, and he met with a fevere Re- 
primand from the Judge. By what Intercft, fonie 
Years after this, he came to be in the Commiflion 
of the Peace, and an OiEcer of the Train'd-bands^ 
I fliall not hint ; but, to Ihew the Indifcretion of 
^e Man, I muft inform you, that when he was fit- 
ingupon the Bench at the Quarter- Seflions held f<^ 
the County at Anwick^ all on a fudden he left hU 
Brethren the Juftices in fuch Precipitation, that he 
left his Hat, but got it again, and with hafte went 
to the Rebels, defiring Mr. porjier to go and fejzc 
on the Jufti^, and the County Clerjc and his Books ; 
which was refufed. He was never much efteemed 
by the commanding Rebels, being known to be of g 
fierce and paflionate Temper, which got him the 
Name oi Mad Jack Hall ofQtterbourn. Thus you 
fee that Fate never left him till fhe purfued him to 
his untimely Death, where he denied his Faith, and 
made a ftrange Exit. He has left Children born to 
him by his virtuous good Wife of very good Par 
rentage, and no fmall Fortune. 

Jvbn Hunter a Farmer at CallyUe in Northumbefw 
hndy reputed very rich ; he made his Efcape, 

Edward Ord. 

William tunftall Pay-Mafter General and Quarter 
Mafter General, a TorkJHre Man, fecond Son to^ 
Gentleman of that County, of a plentiful Eftate. He 
has had all the Advantages of a generous Education, 
which he has improved by his good and agreeable 
Converfation and Learning; for he made feveral 

Copies 
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CiQples of Verfes after he was a Prilbncr, which 
gained Aj^laufc . from good Judges of Poetry ;. 
They fhcw the Man, tho* pld, and under Sen-r 
jence of Death, not to defpond i and it is hoped 
he will receive his Majefty's Pardon. He is 4 
Papift. 

IVilliam Shafioe of Bofvington^ formerly a juftiqo 
of Peace for the County of Northumberland ; has^ 
plen'tifd Eftate : There he was brought in to the 
l^ebellion through the Iniligation of his Lady, and 
Mr. John Shafioe who was fhot at Prefton. Ho 
w?is once a Papift, but returned to the Church c^ 
England. He is a Gendeman of an cafy Tcmperj 
find fo too eafily prevailed with to join in the Rc^ 
tellion. I fhall add a Story of him, when in New^ 
gale with Mr* John Hallj who was afterward Ex©* 
'futed, which has fomerfiing diverting in it. Hfe 
lays ferioufly to Mr. Hall, Coufin JacK, I am thinks 
ing on what is told us, That God will vifit the Srx^ 
of the Fathers unto the third and fourth Genemr 
tion. I am of Opinion that it isjb with us i foryoift 
Grandfather and mine gat moft of their EJlates as Se^

Edward Shaftoe^ an old Grey-headed GentlemaJh 
Father to John Shaftoe fhot at Preflon as an Half-pay 
Officer. This old Man became an Evidence for 
the King at Liverpool and London. 

John Shaftoe CzptHnj fhot, as mentioned, before: 
He was made early acquainted with the Rebellioiii 
and would have faved his Life by Impeaching ct-^ 
thers, but was too far from the^ Court to have hU 
Mind known : This would hav^ been of good Ser- 
vice* Kfe died very Penittftt, 
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• Edward Swtnhourn and James Swinhourn^ both of 
them Papifts, and Brothers to Sir William of Caplh 
eaton -, both found Guilty. The former a very 
handfome Gentleman, and of good Parts ; dy*d in 
Newgate. The other, thro* Jong Confinement, or, 
as fome alledge, an hereditary Diftempcr, which 
fome of that Family have been fubjeft to, becatac 
Penfive and Melancholy.

He lived in 
Northumberland', a Proteftant. He was taken out 
of the Heet, and ^put into the Cuftody of one of 
the King's Meffengers, in order to become an Evi- 
dence, but made his Efcape. 

Richard Chorley of Charley in Lancajhire, a Pa- 
pift : A Gentleman of fingular Piety and Parts,

Now altho% bclides this, he had, upon feme Rea-* 
fons bcft known to himfclf, prevaiPd with himfelf, 
j^rhaps againft Principle, to take the Oaths to his 
prefent Majefty, he took another Liberty afterwards 
more wicked and equally hardened, (viz.) to forget 
j^nd.caft off the Obligation of thofe Oaths, and re^ 
folve upon Rebellion againft that very Prince he 
had fworn to. In order to this, he concerted Mea- 
fures with the Jacobites and Papifts* to form a Re- 
bellion, and by Force of Arms to make way for 
the Pretender^ as well to bring him in, as to efta- 
blilh him upon ri*ie Imperial Throne of thefe King- 
doms: In which -Coriccirt, he for. his part took 
up6h him to draW the chief of the Clans in. the 
Highlands of Scotland to Arms, and with them to 
enter into open Rebellion. Accordingly, about the 
Month of j4ugujij 1715. he fet out for Scotland^ 
Where he made, for a Pretence, a great Hunting; 
This proclaiming a Hunting, is a Culbom among 
the Lords and Chiefs of Families in the Highlands^, 
and on which Occafions they invite their Neighbour- 
ing Gentlemen and Vaffals to a general Rendez- 
Tous,- to hunt or chafe the Deer upon the Moun- 
taiitSj of which they have there great Plenty. The 
Ufage on thefe Occafions is, that all the Feeble 
TOtnid the Country, being well arm'd, affemble up- 
'on the Day appointed ; and after the Diverfion h 
over, the Perfons of Note are invited to an Enter- 
tainment ; which the Earl of Mar obferved, and 
having got his Friends together, he made his In- 
tention known, to them in a publick Speech full of 
Invc6tives againft the Proteftapt jSucceffion in ge- 
neral, and againft King GeCrge iti particular. It 
is true, that at firft he gained little or.^ no Credit; 
amongft.thcm, they fufpefting fome piece of Policjf 
in him to enfnare them : But fome were weak 
enough to fuck iii the Poifdn, and particularly fome 
of thofe who were with him at his Houfe, called

Brae-Mar. "Thefe liftcning to him, embraced his 
Projcft, and, as is reported, cngag'd by Oath to 
ftand by him, and one aribther, and to bring over ' 
their Frichds and I^pendants to do the like.' 
* Previous to this, it will be neceflary to givea firil 
Account of the general Humour of the Scots^ and 
their Inclinations to fix the Pretender upon the Throne' 
of Scotland^ which the Union fo univerfally difliked 
both by the Prefbyterians and Epifcopal Party in ge- 
neral 5 but the Prefbyterians in a great meafure had 
heightned them to fuch a Refentment,that the defign- 
ing Party in the Pretender^s Intereft made it the main* 
Bait to catch the unthinking People, who imagined 
themfelves enflav*d to £»f/i/^ Bondage by the Union- • 
How far this was cultivated-, is plainly laid dowtjr 
by the ingenious Author of the Memoirs of thd 
ASkirs in Scotiand J of which I (hall give a fhdrt* 
hint, to Ihew how artfully the Pretender's Intereft 
was' advanced' in that Kingdcni : There was one 
Colonel Hook fent from France, who landed in the 
fJorth of Sciialand about March 1707. He con- 
verfed with the Countefs of Errol, Sifter to thri 
Duke of P^/^, who told him who were proper 
.Perfons for him to converfe with to promote his 
Mafler*s Interefl. He then came to the Shires of 
'Perth znd Aniasy and avowed himfelf an Ambaf* 
fador. 

^ After he had found the People's Pulfes, he pro- 
duced a Letter^ from the Pretender ,- and another 
from the French King, empowering him to treat 
With the People of Scotland, for eftablifhing the 
Chevalier St George upcm the Throne, and. reco* 
vering the'Nitidn*s Sovereignty and ancient Privi- 
leges : He likewife produced feveral Queries from 
Mohfieur de Tord, relating co the Number of Men 
that could be raifed in Scotland^ the Conveniency c^ 
fabiifting Troops, befides the Number of Men, 
Sura of Money, and other War-Iifce Matters- to be 
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fenc from Franci\ thefe Matters beii^adjufted, ail; 
Anfwer to Monfieur de TorcPs Qucftioro was conuf 
piled, with a full Account of thePofture of Affairs,!' 
particularly the People's Inclinations, jind Fprward*; 
ncfs of the very Prefbyterian$ 5. and fo figped Papers 
which were lodged in the hands of C9lonel Ho^i^ 
to be tranfported to France^ fubicribed by fiztqeq; 
Peers. This gave Encouragement fQT.the Court of, 
France to fit out a Fleet to tranfport the Chevalkr* 
St. George to Scotland^ which was. done accordingly^r 
but without any Refult, but returning in hafte home j; 
yet this early Engagement to thq Pxftefider^ tho^ 
then croITed, was ftili ^ maintain^ till the Rebellioof 
broke out ; tho' ibme that were then very forward^; 
a£ted now in Difguife, as a certain Duke in thq^ 
North has done ; yet his Vailals encomaged by hifl| 
Son, made themfelves a very great paxt of thofefiii 
Rebellion. .^' 

The Highlanders in Scotland are,; of all Men v^ 
the World, the fooneft wrought upon to foUofR 
their Leaders or Chiefe into the Field, having :/i| 
wonderful Veneration ioT their Lords and Chiefs 
tains, as they are called there : Nor da thefe Ppot 
pie ever confider the Validity of (he engaging C^iic^ 
but blindly follow their Chiefs into what Mifch^ 
diey pleafe, and that with the grcjiteft JPrecipitation. 
imaginable. .: . 

. They are fo enth-e at the Devotion of their Chie^ 
that formerly, when one Clan, fell out with another^ 
they formed Bodies» and invaded eachpther's Tpriff 
tories, fpoiling and plundering each^ other's Laoc^B*! 
^nd publick Rencounters follow- d'JPQt eafily XQ-^ 
appeafed, the Grudges for many Gcnecation^^: fi^ 
which there are ftill ibme remainbg. ; • . . ! 

The: Earl of Mar^ to glois his 4^on$ wili.Ii 
ieeming Refleflioo as of Sorrow for what w^ pf^ 
pld them, that-tho' 4ie hid beea ve^y inftrunK»0|l 
•in ferwarding tbe Uoimi of the. Jwo K^ngclQiw; In 

the 



tlie late R^gn; Off Queen AmUy yet now his Eyei 
wei<e of)en, and- be coold &e his Error, and would 
Ibei'efere do 'whaA: lay m his Power to make them 
i^am a Free I^eopfe, and that they ihould enjoy 
tSieir ancient liberties, whtdi were^-by that curfd 
tltHon^ as hef dall'd it,' delivered up into the Hands 
dS the EngUfl) ; whole Power to enilave them fac^ 
tii^ was too great, and their Defigns to do it daily 
irifible, by the Meadires that were taken, e^ecially 
by the Pxince of Hanover^ who ever fince he had 
l^cendbd %he TluxHie^ r^anled not the Wdiavecf 
his People, nor their Religion, but falely left k m^ 
a Set of Men, who, while they puffa'd on his par* 
ticular Intereft to feoure his Government, made fuch 
Alterations in Church and State as they thought fie 9 
and that they had already begun to encroach upon 
the Liberties of both ; which, he alTured them, had 
already given Occafion to forae to confult their -ow«: 
Sifety, and who were aftually rcfolved vigorooflf^^^. 
16 defend their Liberties and Properties againft the^ 
&id new Courtiers, and their Innovations, and ib^ 
^ftablifli the Pfirfon called the Chevalier St. G^rgf^ 
•wha, he faid, had the only undoubted Right of the^^ 
C^O¥m, upon the Throne of thefe Realms ; whid^ 
Petfon, he told them, had promifed to hear thdr 
Grievances, and would redrcfe their Wrongs, Far^ 
ther he added. That Thoufands were in League and 
Covenant with him, and with one another, to Rife 
and Depofe King George, and eftablifh the faid 
Chevalier ; aiid that the Duke of Ormond and the 
Lord Bolingbro^k were gone over to France to en- 
^ge the Regent t)f France to be aiding and affiflr- 
•ing with Men and Money, and. that they would not 
fail, with a good Force, toJand, together with the 
Duke of iJ^riwVi: to command them, in the Weft 
oi England. 

This, and much more he faid to them with a 
popular infinuating Air, which prefently took witli 
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the Unthinking People an the Highlands, whd be« 
ing alfo perfiiacled by fome of their Leading Meii^ 
eaiily gave Credit to what he faid ; when having 
before obtained the Pretendef^% Commiflion to a<3:<as 
Lieutenant-Generalf inimediately took upon him tB 
exercife the Authority of a Military Officer i and 
accordingly upon the :9th of September, 1715.. fet 
up the Pretendet^S/Ss^.i^x^ at a, Town called IQrkr 
Michael, and there ffnoclaimed him King of Scotland^ 
£.f3gland, France, ^d -Having continued here four 
or five Days, he, with this fmall Beginning, for 
lie had not then above 60 Men with him, marched 
to Moulin, thence to Logaret, increafing daily, and 
being then near 1000 Men ; thence he marched to 
Dunkeld, and was by that time increafed co 2000. 
With thefe he fet forwards to Perth, having ordered 
that Town to be feized, as it was by Mr, John Hay^ 
Brother to the Earl of KinnouL This was done on 
the 1 6th of September, with a Party of about 200 
Horfe: The Earl of Rothes being at the faoie 
/time marching with a Body of 500 Men of King 
Georgp's Friends to have done the fan^c. H^ 
ftaid at this Town fome time, expefting the Clans 
to join him, and fent out Parties to fcveral Quar- 
ters, to bring in what Ammunition and Arms they 
could find, and of which they really brought in: a 
great many: Several Pieces of Cannon were alfo 
brought hither to him fi-om I>«w///r-Caftle, and 
from Dundee : He likewife having Intelligence of 
a Ship's loading of Arms which lay at BrmU-IJland^ 
bound for the North to the Earl oi Sutherland, he 
detached a Party of 800 Men, who went and feized 
the Veffel, and found therein 306 compleat Stands 
of Arms, defign'd, as before is faid, for the Earl 
of Sutherland J who was juft then gone to his own 
Country, to raife his Tenants and Vaflals for. the 
King's Service, and, if poffible, to hinder. the 
Northern Clans from joining the Earl of Mar. -^r 

Br 
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^ By thi^" time Kowerer the elans began to ftit s 
And firft t)f all, the hdird iifMackinioJhy .Chief- 
of the Name of Maekinfojbj and who are a confi- 
dcrable and hnmcrous Clan,- by the Pcrfuafion of 
his Kinfman the Brigadier of that Name, command-. 
:cd his Vaffais to attend him to the Pretendef^%. 
Standard then zt Perth. And here it is obfervablc, 
that tho* theie Men were always noted to be on the. 
other Side, and were always for the Revolution ; yet 
without examining the CaiJfe, feveral of them dbey'd 
his Orders, arid blindly engaged. • The '■ Brigadier 
placed himfelf at their Head, formed them into a 
Regiment, and regulated them very well, being no 
left than 500 ftout Men; Thus they marched with 
their Chief to Pertb^ where they found the Earl 
of Mar with his Forces. 

They were no fooner advanced to that Town, 
but he fingled theni out, and the Brigadier at the 
ilead of them, for that dcfperate Attempt of pafling 
the Ftrtb of Edinburgh^ znd landing in Lothian^ (of 
'which I have fpoken at large J Accordingly they 
march'd to the Sea-Coail of Fifej and there, with 
other five Regiments,* viz. Mar's own. Lord Strath^ 
more'sj Lord Nairff%y Lord Charles Murray s^ and 
Lord Drummond's ; making in all 2500 Men ; 
having feized all the Boats they could find upon 
that Coaft, they all embark'd. His Majefty's Ships 
then in tKe Firth made op to them, as well as the 
Circumftances would permit, but could not hinder 
1500 from crofling, and getting fairly afhore, tho* 
they fired hard upon them •, (of all which a full Ac- 
-count is already given in the Englijh Part of the 
Story.) . 

I therefore go back to the Earl of Mar^% Pro^ 
ceeding : The Account of the taking the Ship with 
Arms, gave fome Reputation to his Conduft. The 
Manner was thus ; the Arms that were taken, were 
ordered from Edinburgh Caftle for the Earl^pf Su^ 
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therland^ and Vere ihipped oS at Lnib ; but the 
Matter of the Ship callal at Brunt-IJland to fee his 
^yife and Family, the Earl of Mar having notic?, 
dctach'd from Perthy O&ober 2* in the Evenings 
400 Horfe, with as many Foot behind them, who 
arrived at Brunt-IJland about Midnight ; and having 
prefs*d all the Boats in the River, boarded the Vef- 
&1, and feiz'd the Arms. They alfo found abou^ 
lOO Arms in the Town, and 20 or 30 in another 
Ship ; all which they took and carried off, and £1 
returned to Perth undifturb'd : For the Duke of 
Argyle had no notice of them till it was too late ; 
en the contrary, the Duke had notice that the Earl 
of Mar defigned to be at Aloway^ his own Hpufe^ 
four Miles from Stirling^ with a ftrong Detachment* 
Upon which Advice, he ordered out the Picquets 
of Horfe and Foot, and had all the Troops Kjady 
to march to fuftain them, if there had been oqca^ 
fion ; but none of the Rebels appearing, the Pic- 
quets returned to the Camp. For indeed this was a 
faJfe Alarm, defign'd by the Earl of Mar on pur- 
pofe to amufe the Duke. The Succefs the Rebels 
found at Brunt- IJland mightily encouraged them 
apd their Friends : Alfo in every Place after, they 
not forgetting to range about the. Towns and Co^ft 
of Fife in queft of Arms, and in part made themi- 
felves amends for their being difappoined in thofe 
they expefted from France j which, by the Care pjF 
Sir George Bing^ were about this time difcovere^ 
and by the earned Application of the Ea^l of Stair j 
were ftopt at Havre-de-Grace^ 

The &me Day that the Earl of Mar went fron^i 
Dunkeld to Pertb^ Mr. James Murray^ fecond Son 
to the Vifcount of StormouHt^ arrived incognito at 
Edinburgh from France^ by way of England^ and 
croffing the Ftrth at Newhaven above Leitb^ got 
undifcover'd into Fife^ and fo to Perth. His Ar- 
rival gave another Occafion of great Rejoicings a-

mong the Rebels; for he brought -hrge; Promifi:!

JL^ 
der made of Ropes ^d with P^ilqys, which bev)g 
f^ened to the Top .of . the Wall by .the <ponfpip|- 
tors, the Centinel was to draw^up with a fmall Ropp 
provided on Purpofe. This Enginp/ was fo cqp- 
trive^, that it could draw up feveraLMen a-breail;: 
all the Joints or Lengths of this Ladder not coming 
at once^ it proved too (hort in Length for any to 
get over the Wall. While this was doing, the Of- 
j&cers of the Garifon got Intelligence of the Dcfign, 
and having got their Men together filently, t£^ 
difcover'd the Ladder, unloofcd it at the Top of 
the Wall, and let it fall, and immediately ordered 
the Centinel to difclurge his Piece. Upon this, 
. , ' K the 
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the Rounds alfo fired upon the Gentlemen at the 
Foot of the Ladder^ who immediately difpers*d 
thcmfelves, four only of their Number being taken^ 
This Projeft's felling, is attributed to the Gentle- 
man's Ncgleft in not bringing all the Lengths of 
the L^der at once, and the CdicinelV fixing of it 
at a Place fome Diftance from that firft refolv'd on : 
l^or Lieutenant Lindfey going the Rounds, as above, 
found that the Ladder was aAually drawn up, and 
fixed on the Top of the Wall ; upon which, he or- 
dered the next Centinel to fire, (as above.) The 
Confpirators finding the Plot was difcover*d, fled, as 
is laid i but a Party of the Town-Guard, whidi, at 
die Requeft of the Lord Jufticc Ckrk^ the Prdvcrft, 
had' been lent out to Patrole with fome refolute Vo- 
luntiers, coming up, found one Mac-Lean^ former- 
ly an Officer, fpfauling on the Grojund, and bruifed 
with a Fall fit)m the Wall ; whom they fccur'd, 
with Mr. Lefiy^ Mr. Ramfey^ and Mr. Bowwell ; 
the laft two. Writers ; the firft, formerly Page to 
iht Dutchefi of Gordon. They likewife found the 
Ladder, and one Dozen of Fire-Locks and Car- 
1>ines. Each Perfon concem'd was to have 100 /• 
Sterling, and a Commiffion in the Arniy. The 
NumbCT of Soldiers engag'd in thjs Confpiracy 
were, a Serjeant who was to have a Lieutenant's 
Place ; the Corporal an Enfign's ; and one of the 
Soldiers had eight Guineas, and the other four. 
The Lord JDr«w»ia»^ was to be Governor of the 
Caftle, as being Contriver of the Defign. If dii& 
Dcfign had fucceeded, the Confpirators were to fire 
three Rounds in the Caftle, which was to be,a Signal 
for their Friends. 

But to return to the Earl of Mdr^ who having 
poiTeiled Pertb^ and being greatly encouraged by 
fome Proceedings, he ordered the Pretender to be 
proclaimed there ; which was done by Colonel Bal- 
four, and at feveral other Places, as at Aberdeen ;

' Olfober the 20th, a certain Account was brou^ to 
Edinburgh^ that a Body of the WeAem Highland 
Clans, confiftit^ of 2 300 Men commanded by Gebe« 
nU Gordon^ came b^re Imjirrary the chief Town in 
Argyleft)ir€^ and havii^ that Night view'd the Place* 
march'd back to a Mill about half a Mile from the 
Town, and wereibon after reinfi>rced by 300 of tho 
Earl of BroadaIbi)f» Men. The next Day diey 
vi^w'd the Town a fecond time, and again retumfd 
to their former Quarters, - On the 2 id they drew 
up a third time, and fent Detachments to cut Faf- 
cines, as if they defigned to attack the Town f. But 
finding that the Earl of Ilay^ who commanded xhe 
Town, .was ready to receive ihenJ, they^ thought 
fit once more to retreat to their /Quarters, and. on 
the 24th left the Place, and marched thro' Gleuaxcby 
in their way to join the. Earl QfMar. .■■ \ 

The preferring the Town di'^Inverrary .yrz& a 
confiderable Piece of Service ; fcr had the Rebels 
been Mailers of that imporunt Pafs, they might 
have pour*d in their Men, cither towards Glaj^ow^ 
or into the Shire of Jir^^ and mufl: have been fS^ht 
with, perhaps, to Difadvantage, as things then 
Hood, or they would have jcuned the Rebels ia the 
North of England at their plea&re. 

The Earl of Ilay^ who performed this, is Brother 
to the Duke of Jrgyle •, he is a Gentleman of known 
Bravery, witncfe not only his indefatigable Care to 
fettle the Weftern Highlands, and the Prefervatioa 
of this Place, but his Conduib and Courage at flic 
Battle of Dumblawy where he was wounded, add to 
the Greatnels of his Soul, ready to undergo *.the 
greateft Hardihips to ferve his King, and to £u£ 
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the grcateft Dangers that oppofc his Country. I 
had the Honour to be educated under the fame Tu- 
tor with him at the College of Glajgaw^ but have 
gone wide in my Principles from thofe equally in- 
lufed into us. 

Olfober the 23d, the Duke of Argyk had notice 
feat a Party of the Rebels, confifting of 200 Foot 
and ioo Horfe, were marching by CaftU'CamphU 
towards Dumferling. Upon jhis Intelligence, hh 
Grace immediately fent oflF a Detachment of Dra- 
goons, under the Command of Colonel Catbcart^ who 
came up with the Rebels the 24th, at five o* Clock 
in the Morning ; and after having killed and wodnd-^ 
cd fe veral of them, took feventeen Prifoncrs ; amongii 
diem the following Gentlemen :

. -The feme Evening Colonel Catbcfirt returned to 
the Camp at Stirling with his Prifoners. A few 
f)ays aftier, a Detachment fent by the Earl of Hay 
into Lorn to intercept about 400 of the Earl of 
BroaddlUif^ Meni who were in Motion to join the 
•Rebels, being come up with, and having furroynd- 
wt them, obliged them to feparate and return to 
^dieii- feveral Habitations. 

r ::By this time the Earl of Mar being joined by the 
•Eairl.of Seafortb^ Sir, Donald Mdonald^ and others, 
? 'j with 
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vrlth their refpeftive Clans to the Number of SotXi 
Men, were preparing to march from Pertb^ to join 
General Gordon with the Weftcrn Clans at Auchterar-^ 
der, in order to attempt the crofllng the Fortbf 
which was indeed his main Defign. This was thfi 
1 2th of November. Upon Intelligence of this March^ 
for the Rebels advanced from Perlh with their wholt 
Army, the Duke of Jr^le fent for a Train of 
Field- Artillery froni Edinburgh ; and having re* 
ceiv'd all the Reinforcements he expefted froni 
Ireland^ his Grace refolv'd not to fuffer them t(i 
reach the Bank of Fortb^ but to fight them where* 
ever he could come up with them. Accordingly 
he pafsM the Forth at 5//Wf»^-Bridge with his whole 
Army, and advanced towards Dumblain. 

This occafion'd a general Engagement, or Battle^ 
fought near Dumblain^ at a Place called Sheriff- Moor'^ 
on Sunday^ November 13, And for the Reader's bet- 
ter Information, I fhall arefent him with an Account 
of that Aftion, as it is ftlated by both Parties 5 that 
fo, feeing each Party claims the Vidtory^ he may 
judge whofe it was by the Conclufion. The Ac^ 
counts are thus ; the firft is that of Coloniel Harrifoff^ 
being fent Exprefs to His Majefty by the DuTce of 
Argyky and who arrived at St. Jameses Saturday the 
19th. The fecond Account is that of Major-Gene- 
YdX JVightman. The third Account is the Earl of 
A/^r's Letter to Colonel Balfour Governor of Perth. 
And the fourth Account is die Eatl of ik&r*s printed 
one.

rnri H E Duke of Argyle being informed on thi 
Jl 1 2th, that the Rebels had come to Auchti- 
rarder with their Baggage, Artillery, ^nd a fuffici- 
ent quantity of Bread for a March of many Days^ 
found he was obliged either to engage them on the 
Grounds near Dumblainy or to decamp and wait

Acir comirtg to the Head of Forth. He chofe the 
§rft on maiiy Accounts, and amongft otha-s, that 
the Grounds near Dumblain were much more adv;|n- 
tageous for his Horfe, than thofe at the Head <^ 
the River ; and befides dbis, by the Froft then be- 

f inning, the Forib might become paflable in ieveral 
*laces, which the fmall Number of his Troops did 
|K>t enable him to guard fufEciently. He likewife 
received Advice, that the i2th at Night the Rebels 
4e£gned to encamp at Dumblain ; upon which, judg* 
ing it of Importance to prevent them by poflfefling 
that Place, he marched the 12th in the Forenoon, 
and encamped with his Left at Dumblain^ and his 
JR.ight towards the Sheriff-Moor \ the Enemy that 
Night ftopped within two Miles of Dumblain. 
jNext Morning his Grace being informed by his ad- 
vanc*d Guard that the Rebels were Forming, he 
, ijode to a rifing Ground, where he viewed the Ene- 
my diftin£Uy, and found as they pointed their 
•March, they defigned ftrait upon our Flank. The 
Moor to our Right was the preceding Night un- 
j^aiTable, and gua^rded us from being flanked on that 
iide, but by the Froft Was become paflable. His 
Grace therefore ordered his Troops to fl:retch to the 
Right in the following Order 5 three Squadrons of 
Dragoons upon Right and Left in the Front Line, and 
•fix Battalions of Foot in the Center. The fecond Line 
was composed of two Battalions in the Center, one 
Squadron on the Right, ahd another on their Leit, 
and one Squadron of Dragoons behind each Wing 
of Horfe in the .firfl: Line. As. the Right of our 
Army came over-againfl: the Left of the Rebels, 
which they had put to a Morafs, his Grace finding 
they were not quite formed, "gave 'Orders imme- 
diately to fall on, and charged both their Horfe and 
Foot. They received us very briflcly 5 but after 
fome Refifl:ance, were broke through, and were 
purfued above two Miles by five Squadrons of Dra- 
goons, the Sqttodron of Voluritiers, ind five Batta- 
lions 



lions of Foot, When we came near* the Ri>cr Alkff^ 
by the vaft Number of Rebels we drove before iss^ 
we concluded it an entire Rout, and refolded t6 
purfijc as long as we had Day-light. The purfuihg 
to the River Allan had taken up a long time, b^ 
realbn of the frequent Attempts they had made t<l 
Form in different Places, which obliged us as often 
to attack and break them. When they were in part 
paffed, and others pafHng the Altan^ Major-Gcneral 
fFightman^ who commafnded the five Battalions of 
Foot, fent to acquaint the Duke of Argyle that 
he could not difcover what was become of ouf 
Troops on the Left, ^nd that a confiderable TMcf 
of rfie Rebels Horfe and Foot ftodd behind vai. 
Upon that his Grace halted, formed his Troops iti 
Order, and matched towards the Hill on which thi 
Rebels had polled themfclves. Thereafter his Gracfc 
extended his Right towards Dumblatn^ to give his 
I-eft an Opportxinity of joining him. Tliere W€ 
continuied until it was late, and not finding our Left 
come up, his Grace marched flowly towards the 
Ground on which he had formed in the Morning. 
So ibbn as it was dafk, the Rebels, who conti* 
nued undiiperfed on tlic Top of the Hill, moved td 
Ardocb. About, an Hour after, our Troops which 
had been feparated frofn the Duke of Argyle^ joined 
his Grace. Our Dragoons on the Left, in the Be- 
ginning of the Atftion, charged fome of their Horfe 
on the Right, and carried off a Standard ; but at the 
feme time the Rebels preifed fo hard on our Battalions 
on the Left, that they Were diforder*d, and obliged 
to fall in amongft the Horfe. The Rebels by this 
means cut off the Communication betwixt our Left 
and the other Body ; and they being Informed i. 
Body of the Rebels were endeavouring to get to 
Stirling^ the Troops of our Left retired beyond 
Dumbiain^ to poffefs themfelves of the Paffes lead- 
ing there. We have as yet no certain Account of 
L 2 'J^^sv 
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^c Numbers killed, but it's reckoned they may be 
about 800, amongft whom there are feveral Perfons 
of Diftinftion. The Quality of Prifoncrs is not yet 
fully known, only that the Vifcount of StratbaUan^ 
two Colonels, two Lieutenant-Colonels, one Major, 
nine Captains, befides Subalterns, are brought to 
Stirling. We have likewifc carried oflf fourteen 
Colours and Standards, four Pieces of Cannon, 
Tombrells, with Ammunition, and all their Bread- 
Waggons. This Vidory was not obtained without 
the Lofs of fome brave Men on our Side 5 the Earl 
of Forfar^s Wounds are fo many that his Life is de- 
fpair'd of. The Earl of Ilay^ who came half an 
Hour before the Adion, received two Wounds, the 
one in his Arm, and the other in his Side ; but the 
Bullet being cut out of his Side, it is hoped he is 

Sft Danger. General Evans received a Cut in the 
ead. Colonel Hawley was fhot through the Body 5 
but there is hopes of his Recovery. Colonel Law- 
rence is taken. Colonel Hammer s^ and Captain 
Armftrong^ Aid de Camp to the Duke oi Argyle^ arc 
killed. The Courage of the King's Troops were 
never keener than on this Occafion ; who, though 
the Rebels were three times the Number, yet atcack- 
cd and purfued them with all the Refolution imagi- 
nable. The Conduct and Bravery of the Generals and 
inferior Officers contributed much to this Succefs : 
But above all, the great Example of his Grace the 
Duke ofArgyUj whofe Prefence not only gave Spi- 
rit to the Aftion, but gained Succefs as often as he 
led on. The Troop of Horfe Voluntiers, which con- 
fifted of Noblemen and Gentlemen of Diftindtion, 
(hewed their Quality by the Gallantry of their Be- 
haviour ; in a particular manner the Duke of Rox- 
hurgh^ the Lords Rothes^ Haddingtouny Lauderdde^ 
•JLoudown^ Belbaven^ and Sir John Sbaw.

IA S T Friday I arriv'd from Edinburgh, where 
J I had finifh'd all the Works and Barricadoes 
t I had Orders to do for the Security of that 
Town ; and as foon as I came to his Grace • the 
Duke of Argyky he told me he was glad to fee me, 
and that as he intended to make a March towards 
the Enemy the next Morning, he had fent an Ex- 
prcls to Edinburgh for me. Accordingly on Satur^ 
liaytiit 12 th inftant, our whole Army march'd over 
the ft'idge of Stirling towards the Enemy, who lay 
at a Place czA^'AArdoch, about feven Miles from this 
Place, and in the Evening our Army came within 
about three Miles of the Enemy's Camp. We lay 
all that Night on our Arms, and the next Morn- 
ing being Sunday, by break of Day I went with his 
Grace "where our advanced Guard was polled, and 
had a plain View of the Rebels Army, all drawn up 
in Line of Battel, which confifted of 9000 and 100 
Men. They feem'd to make a Motion towards us : 
Upon which the Duke ordered me immediately 
back, to put our Men in Order 5 and foon after his 
Grace ordered them to march to the Top of a Hill 
^x^vn&r the Enetny : But bdfore ali» or not above 
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half our Army was form'd in Line of Battel, the 
Enemy attack'd us. The Right of their Line , 
which vaftJy out-wing'd us, lay in a hollow Way, 
which was not perceived by us, nor pofliblc for us 
to know it, the Enemy jfiaving Poffeflion of thc^ 
Brow of the Hill ; but the Left of their Army was 
very plain to our View, The Moment we got to 
the Top of the Hill, not above half of our Men 
were come up, or could form ; the Enemy, that 
were within little more than PiftoKhot, began the 
Attack with all their Left upon our Right. I had 
the Command of the Foot: The Enemy were 
Highlanders, and, as it is their Cuftom, gave us 
Fire 5 and a great many came up to our Nofe » 
Sword in Hand ; but the Horfe on our Right, with 
the conftant Fire of the Plattoons of Foot, foon put 
the Left of their Army to the Rout, the Duke 1^ 
Argyle purfuing, as he thought, the Main of their 
Army, which he drove before him above a Mile and 
a half over a River. As I marched after him as faft 
as I could with a little above three Regiments of 
Foot, I heard great Firing on our Left, and fent my 
Aid-de-Camp to fee the occafion of it, and found ^ 
that the Right of the Enem/s Army that lay in the 
hollow Way, and was fupcrior to that Part of thdr 
Army which we had beaten, was fallen upon the 
Left of our Line with all the Fury imaginable 5 and 
as our Men were not formM, they cut off juft the 
Half of our Foot, and our Squadrons on our Left* 
The Duke, who purfued the Enemy very faft, was 
not apprized of this ; and as he had ordered me tt> 
march as faft as I could after him, I was oblig'd t0 
flacken my March, and fend to his Grace to inform 
him of what had happen*d. I kept what Foot I had 
in perfect Order, not knowing but my- Rear might 
JToon be attacked by the Enemy that had beat oiir 
I^cft, which prov'd ta be the Flower of their Armyi 
At laft) when the Duke fa^ put to Fiight that Part 
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of the Rebel- Army he was engag'd with, he came 
back to mc, and could not have imagined to fee fuch 
an Army as was behind us , being three times our 
Number 5 but as I had kept that Part of our Fogt 
#which firft engaged in very good Ordq-., his 
Grace joinM me with five Squadrons of Dragoons, 
and we put the beft Face on the Matter to the 
Right about, and fo march'd to the Enemy, who 
had defeated all the Left of our Army. If they had 
h^d either Courage or Condudl they might have en- 
tirely deftroy'd niy Body of Foot ; but it pleafccj 
God to the contrary. • I am apt to conjefture their 
Spirits were not a little damp'd by having becii 
Witnefles fome Hours before of the firm Behaviour 
pf my Foot, and thought it hardly poffible to break 
us. We march'd in a Line^of Battel till we came 
within half a Mile of the Einemy , add found them 
ranged at the Top of a HUi on very advantageous 
Ground, and above 4000 in Number. We polled 
ourfelves at the Bottom of the Hill, having th^ 
Advantage of Ground, where their Horfe coujd 
not well attack us, for we had the Convenience of 
fom» Earth-walls or Ditches about Breaft-high 5 
and ta Evening grew on, we inclined with our 
Right towards the Town of Dumblain in all the 
Oder that was poffible. The Enemy behav'd like 
civil Gentlemen, and let us do what we plcafed ; 
fo that we paffed the Bridge of Dumblain ^ polled 
purfelves very fccurely, and lay on our Arms all 
Night. This Morning we went with a Body of 
Dragoons to thff Field of Battel , brought ofi^ the 
wounded Men, and came to this Town in the Eve-r 
ning. General WebJf^ late Regiment, now Morris 
fotfs^ is one of die unfortunate Regiments that wer0 
not form*d, and fuflfer'd moft. Major Hamar i$ 
killed, with youi^ Hillary^ and nuiny other Offlr 
fxts. General Evans and I had the good Fortune 
to be OQ tbe Right Wing with the Duke, GePOG^ 
. ; Evans 
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Evans had his Horfe ihot dead under him, and 
cfcaped very narrowly, as well as myfelf. 

P. S. Our whole Army did not confift of above 
a Thoufand Dragoons, and two Thou&nd five 
Hundred Foot ; and but a little more than Half 
of them engaged. However I muft do the Enemy 
that Juftice to lay, / never faw Regular droops 
more exaStly drawn up in Une of jpaUUj and that 
in a Moment } and their 0£icers behaved with all the 
Gallantry imaginable. All I can fay is, // will bi 
of the laft Danger to. the Government^ if we have not 
Force to deftroy themfoon. The Lofa on both Sidea 
I leave for anodier Timei when we have a mprt 
exaft Account.

The Earl of Mar caird a Council of War, con- 
fifting of all the Noblemen, Gentlemen, General Of* 
ficers, and Heads of the Clans, which was held in 
the Front of the Horfe on the Left, where it was 
▼oced to fight the Enemy, Nemine Contradicente. 
Upon which, the Earl of Mar ordered the Earl 
MarJhaU Major-General of the Horfe, with his 
own Squadron, and Sir Donald Mac-Donalds s Bat- 
talion, to march up to the Height where we faw 
die Enemy, and diflodge them, and fend an Ac- 
count of dieir Motions and Difpofitions. No fooner 
the Earl Marjhal b^un his March, but the Ene- 
my difappear'd, and the Earl of Mar ordered the 
Army to march up after them. By the other Gene- 
rals Orders, the Lines march'd off the Right, di- 
vided in the Center, and march'd up the Hill in 
four Lines. After marching about a Quarter of a. 
Mile, the Earl of Marifchal fent back an Account 
diat they difcover'd the Enemy forming their Line 
very near him, to the South of the Top of the Hill ; 
Upcm which the Army, particularly the Horfe, was 
ordered to march up very quickly, and form to the 
Enemy ; but by the breaking of their Lines i|i 
marching off, they fell in fome Confufion in the 
fbreiing, and fome of the fecond Line jumbled into 
the firft, on or near the.

his Hat, wav'd it with a Huzza, and advanced to 
the Front of the Enemy's form'd Battalions j upon 
which, all the Line to the Right, being of the 
Clans, led on by Sir Donald Mac-Donald's Brothers, 
Glengary^ Captain of Clzn-Ranald^ Sir John Mac-* 
lean^ Glenco Campbell of Glenlyon^ Colonel of Broads 
albin\ and Brigadier Ogilvy of Boyne^ with Colonel 
Gordon of Glenbackj at the Head of Hunllefs Bat- 
talions, made a moft furious Attack, ib that in fevcn

We drove the main Body and Left of the Enemy, 
in this manner, for about half a Mile, killing and 
taking Prifoners all that we could overtake. The 
Earl of Mar endeavoured to ftop our Foot, and 
put them in fome Order to follow the Enemy, 
which we faw making off in feme fmall Bodies, 
from a little Hill below, towards Dumblain^ where 
the Earl of Mar refolved to follow them to com- 
pleat the Viftory : When an Account was brought 
nim that our Left, and moft of our fecond Linq 
had given way, and the Enemy was purfuing theni 
down the back of the Hill, and had taken our Ar- 
tillery \ immediately the Earl of Mar gave Orders 
for the Horfe to wheel, and having put the Foot 
in Order, as fail as could be, march'd back with 
them. When he was again near the Top of the 
Hill, two Squadrons of the Enemy's Grey Dragoons 
were perceived marching towards us. When they 
came near the Top of the Hill, and faw us ad- 
vancing in order to attack them, they made much 
fafter down the Hill than they came up, and joined 
at the Foot of the Hill to a fmall Squadron or two

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of the Black Dragoons, and a fmall Battalion of 
Foot, which we judged had rnarchM about the Weft 
End of the Hill, and join'd them. At firft they 
again feem'd to form on the Low Ground, and ad- 
vanced towards us 5 but when they faw us marching 
down the Hill upon them, they filed very fpcedily to 
Dumblain. The Earl of Mar remainM poffefs'd of the 
Field of Battkj and our own Artillery, and ftood 
upon the Ground till Sun-fet ; and then, confidering 
that the Army had no Cover or Viftuals the Night 
before, and none to be had nearer than Bracdj Ar-- 
dochy and Adjacents, whereby his Lordfhip expeft- 
cd the Left to rally, and the Battalions of the Lord 
George Murray^ Innernybe^ Mac-Pherfon^ and Mac- 
Gregory to join him, refolved to draw off the Ar- 
tillery, and march the Army to that Place, t^rhere 
were fome Provifions ; there were two Carriages of 
the Guns broke, which we left on the Road. But 
thefe Battalions did not join us till the next Day 
Afternoon, before which the Enemy was retumM 
to Stirling. 

' We took the Earl of Forfar ^ who was dangeroufly 
wounded. Colonel Lawrence^ and ten or twelve 
Captains and Subalterns, and about 200 Serjeants 
and private Men, and the Laird of Glenkindy^ one 
of the Voluntiers, four Colours, feveral Drums, 
and about 14 or 1500 Stands of Arms. We com- 
pute that there lay killed in the Field of Battle 
about 7 or 800 of the Enemy •, and this is certain, 
that there lay dead upon the Field of Battle above 
jfifteen of the Enemy to one of ours : Befides the 
Number of the Wounded muft be very great. 

The Prifoners taken by us were very civilly us'd, 
and none of them ftript. Some are allow'd to re- 
turn to Stirling upon their Parole, and the Officers 
have the Liberty of the Town of Perth. The few 
Prifoners taken by the Enemy on our Left, were 
moft of them ftript and wounded, after taken. The 

Earl 
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Earl of Panmure being firft of the Prifoners wouncJed 
after taken ; they teiving refus'd his Parole, he 
was left in a Village, and by the hafty Retreat of 
the Enemy, upon the Approachof our Army, waa 
refcu*d by his Brother and his Servants, and car<» 
ried off. ' 

Monday 14. The Earl of Mar drew out the 
Army early in the Morning, on the fame Field at 
Jlrdocb they were 00 the Day before. About Eleven 
oXaock we perceived ibme Squadrons of the Ene* 
my on the Top of the Hill, near the Field of Bat- 
tle, which march'd over the Top of the Hill, and 
a iiitJe after we had an Account of their marchir^ 
to Slirling. Upon which the Earl of Mar march'd 
back with his Army, vrfio continued about jlucb^ 
ierarder.

Wtdnefd&y 16. The Earl of Mar left General 
Hamiltm with tlie Horfc,- to Canton about Duplin^ 
and Licutenant-General Gordon with the Clans^ and 
the reft of the Foot -about Forgan and Adjacents, 
and went into Perth himfelf to order Provifions fw 
the Army ; the want of which, wa& the Reafon of 
his reuirning to Perth. 

thurfday 17. The Earl of Mar ordered General 
Hamilton to march with the Horfc, and fome of the 
Foot to Perthj and Lieutenant-Goncral Gordon with 
the Clans, to Canton about that Place. 

After writing the former Narrative, we have 
Account from Stirling^ that the Enemy loft 1200 
Men, and after Enquiry we can*t find above 60 of 
our Men in all kiH'd, among whom were the Earl 
of Strathmore^ the Captain of Clan Ranald^ both- 
much lamented. Authterbo^ufe is miffing. Very few 
of our Men are wounded.

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It was reported that one Drummndzxi Officer in 
Argyy^ Army went to Fertb under the Notion of 
a Deferter, and communicated his Mind to my Lord 
Drummond^ who made him his Aid-de-Camp ; and 
that at the Battle of Dumblatn he was attending the 
Earl of Mar to receive his Orders. When the Earl 
of Mar thought that his right Wing was like to de- 
feat ArgyW^ Left, he difpatch'd the faid Mr. Brum- 
mond to General Hamilton (who commanded the 
Left of the Earl of ikf^r's Army) with Orders to 
attack the Enemy briflcly, for he was like to have 
the beft on the Right ; but that Mr. Drummond^ 
inftead of delivering the faid Order, gave the dire<9: 
contrary Orders to General Hamilton^ and told him. 
That the Earl of Mar was worfted on the Right, 
and defired him to retire with all hafte with as good 
Order as poffible. Upon which QtntrdX Hamilton 
gave Order to halt, which was obeyed ; then the 
Right of the Duke of Argyli% Army approaching 
them, the moft part of them , gave way without 
firing a Gun \ and thofe that ffopd, were for the 
moft part Gentlemen and Officers, ^ who were fe- 
verely galled by the Duke of Argyle and his Right 
Wing i fo that many of them were killed on the 
Spot, and others taken Prifoners : And\that Mr. 
Drummondj after he gave , the aforefaid Orders to 
General Hamilton^ deferred to the Duke of Argyl^s 
Side. But this I do not afiirm for a Truth. \ 

There was another Thing very obfervable fn that 
Day's Service, viz. That one Robert Roy Mac^GrP' 
gar J alias Campbell^ a noted Gentleman in fdkrmcr 
Times for Bravery, Refolution, and Courage,l was 
with his Men and Followers within a very flitde 
Diftance from the Earl of Mar*s Army, and whem 
he was defired by a Gentleman of his own toy go 
and affift his Friends, he anfwer'd, Jf^ tbey coulM not 
do it without me^ tbey Jhould not do it with me ; Ijrbat 
is. If they could not conquer their Enemies \Iidi- 
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out him, he fliould not affift them in the doing* 
of it. 

This Engagement being over. News was brought- 
that the Earl of Sutherland with Three or Four 
Thoufand Men, of whom One Thoufand are his 
own. Five Hundred of the Rofs\ Five Hundred 
of the Frazer^Sj under the Command of the Lord 
Lovet their Chief, Three Hundred MackafSj Three 
Hundred Forbes\ and Three Hundred Monroe^ 
miarch^d direftly towards Itruernefs^ brfore which 
Place they came the loth of November^ and fum- 
ixioned the Governor Sir John Mackenzie^ who, 
with about Three Hundred of his Name, held if 
for the Earl pf Seafortb^ and refufed to furrender, 
retiring to , the Caftle ; out of which he retreated, 
^nd upon the 12th they took Poffeflion of the Town 
and Caftle. This Town was of no fmall Intereft 
to the King's Forces ; for it is commodioufly feated, 
where formerly Oliver Cromwell built a ftrong Fort : 
This Place can Mufter above Five Hundred ftout 
Men upon any Occafion. 

, The Faft in general was true, tho' the Perfons were 
wrong named in the Account, the E. of Sutherland not 
being in the Adion, or any of his Men. However, I 
lay, the Town was taken, and the Lofs of this Im- 
portant Place was no fmall Affliftion to the Earl of 
Mar and his Party, who, with his remaining Forces, 
after his Difappointmfent at Sheriff-Moor ^ retired 
to Perth^ and the Duke of Argyle to Stirling^ wHcre 
both continued quiet the remaining Part of Novetn^ 
bery and all the next Month; during which time 
6000 Dutch Foot, lately landed from Holland^ were 
in.feveral Detachments marching with the utmoft 
Expedition, and by long Marches, to reinforce the 
Duke of Argylf% Army. Befides thefe Forces, die 
Oaieral ordered a Sit of Gene^-al Officers to be fent 
to. him^ for the directing the Troops, which indeed 
M 3 Vrere 
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were much wanted. Thefe were Lieutenant- General 
Cadogartj Generals Whetham^ fVightman^ Evans^ 
Stanwixy and Grant. Major- General Sabine arrived 
there alfo from Ireland. 

The 2 ad of this Month the Pretender landed 
within a few Miles of Aberdeen ; from thence he 
marched to Scoon *, two Miles from Pertb^ where 
he iffued out. feveral Proclamations ; one for a ge- 
neral Thankfgiving for his fafe Arrival, another 
for praying for hini in the Churches, a third for the 
Currency of all Foreign Coins, a fourth for fum- 
moning a Meeting of the Convention of States, a 
fifth for Arming all fenfible Men from Sixteen to 
Sixty, and ordering them to repair to his Royal 
Standard. He likcwife fent this Declaration to be 
publifhed by all Minifters in. their Parifti Churches, 
. which thofe in the North of Scotland did accord^

We muft in Juftice to the Sentiments of our own 
Hearts declare. That nothing in the World can 
gtrc tis fo great Satisfaftion, as to owe to the JEn-

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their Reftoration to that happy Settlement, which 
can alone deliver this Church and Nation from the 
Calamities which they at prefent lye under, and 
thofe future Miferies which may be the Confe- 
•quences of the prefent Ufurpation -, during the Life 
of our dear Sifter, of glorious Memory, the Hap- 
pinefs which our People enjoyed, foftned in fomc 
tiegree the Hardlhip of our own Fate ; and we 
muft confefs, that when we reflefted on the Good- 
nefs of her Nature, and her Inclination to Juftice, 
we could not but perfuade ourfelf, that fhe intended 
to eftablifli and perpetuate the Peace which fhe had 
given to thefe Kingdoms, by deftroying for ever all 
Competitions to the Succeflion of the Crown*, and 
.by fecuring to Us, at laft, the Enjoyment of that 
Inheritance, out of which we had been fo long kept \ 
which her Confciencc muft inform her was our due, 
and which her Principles muft bend her to defirc 
that we might obtain. 

But fince the time it pleafed Almighty God to 
put a Period to her Life, and not to fuffer Us to 
throw our felf, as we then fully purpofed to have 
done upon our People, we have not been able to 
look upon the prefent Condition of our Kingdoms, 
or to confider their future Profpcft, without all the 
Horror, and Indignation which ought to ftll the 
Breaft of every Scotchman. 

We have beheld a Foreign Family, Aliens to 
our Country, diftant in Blood, and Strangers cv^n 
to our Language, afcend the Throne. 
- We have feen the Reins of Government put ihto 
this Hands of a Faction \ and that^ Authority which 
was defigned for the Prote6tion of all, exercifed by 
a few of the worft, to the Oppreflionof the beft 
andrgreatcft Number of our SuWefts. Our Siftef 
has not been left to feft in. h^r Gravc^ her'-l^attW 
basb^n feurrilouflyabufed, her Glory^' as fkrii^^iit 
the^ Peopte Iay> ihfolentlyiie&eed, ^d het fa^t 
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ful Servants inhumanly perfecuted •, a Parliament 
has been proaired by the moft unwarrantable Influ- 
ences, and by the groffeft Corruptions, to ferve the 
vileft Ends ; and they who ought to be the Guar- 
dians of the Liberties of the People, are become the 
Jnftances of Tyranny, whilft the principal Powers 
engag'd in the fate Wars, enjoy the Bleffings of 
Peace, and are attentive to difcharge their Debts 
and eafc the People. Great-Britain in the midft of 
Peace, feels all the load of War : New Debts arc 
contrafted, nevy Armies are rais'd at Home, Dutch 
Forces arc brought into thefe Kingdoms, and by taking 
Poffelfion of the Dutchy of Bremen^ Jn violation of 
the Publick Faith, a Door is opened by the Ufurper, 
to let in an Inundation of Foreigners from Abroad, 
and to reduce thefe Nations to the .ftate of a Pro- 
vince to one of the moft inconfiderable Provinces 
pf the Empire. 

There are feme few of the many real Evils into 
which thefe Kingdoms have been betray'd, under 
pretence of being refcued and fecured from Dangers 
purely imaginary, and thefe are fuch . Confequences 
of abandoning the old Conftitution, as we perfuade 
ourfelves very many of thofc who promoted the pre- 
fent unjuft and illegal Settlement, never intended. . 

We obferve, with the utmoft Satisfadtion, That 
the generality of our Subjefts are awakened with a juft 
Seiifc of their Danger, and that they fhew themfelves 
difpos'd to take fuch Meafures as may effeftually 
refcue them from that Bondage, which has, by the 
Artifice of a few defigning Men, and by the Con- 
currence .of many unhappy Caufes, been brought 
upon them. 

We i^dore the Wifdom of the Divine Providence, 
which haj opened a Way to our Reftoration, by 
the Sycceis of thofc v^ry Mealjures that were laid to 
diiappCHnt . us for ever \ and we moft carneftly con- 
jure ^) Qur loving SubjeAs, npt tp fuS«r th^t Spirit 
it to

to fjunt or die away, which has been fo miraculoufly 
raifed in all parts of the Kingdom ; but to purfuc, 
with all the vigour and hopes of Succefs, which 
fo juft and righteous a Caufe ought to infpirc, 
thofe Methods which the Finger of God feems to 
point out to them. 

We are come to take our part in all Dangers and 
Difficulties to which any of our Subjefts, from the 
greateft down to the meaneft, may be expofed on 
this important Occafion ; to relieve our Subjeds of 
Scotland from the Hardfliips they groan under on 
account of the late unhappy Union ; and to reftorc 
the Kingdom to its ancient, free and independent 
State. 

We have before our Eyes the Example of our 
Royal Grandfather, who fell a Sacrifice to Rebel- 
lion ; and of our Royal Uncle, who by a train of 
Miracles efcaped the Rage of the barbarous and 
Blood-thirAy Rebels, and lived to exercife his Cfe* 
mency towards thofe who had waged War againft 
his Father and himfelf ; who had driven him to feefc 
flielter in Foreign Lands, and who had even fet a 
Price upon his Head. 

We fee the fame Inftances of Cruelty renewed 
againft us, by Men of the fame Principles, without 
any other Reafon than the Confcioufnefeof their own 
Guilt, and the implacable Malice of their own 
Hearts •, for in the account of fuch Men it is a 
Crime fufficient to be born their King : But God 
forbid, that we (hould tread in thofe Steps, or that 
the Caufe of a lawful Prince, and an injured Peo* 
pie, (hould be carried on like that of Ufurpation 
and Tyranny, and owe its Support to Affaffins. 
We fliall Copy after the Patterns above-mention*d, 
and be ready with the former of our Royal Ancc- 
ftors, to Seal the Caufe of our Country, if fuch be the 
Will of Heaven, with our Blood ; but we hope fop 
better Thhigs. Wc liopc with the latter to fee our 

juft 
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jtEft Rights, and thofe of the Church and People of 
&€taland^ once more fettled in a free and independent 
Saas Parliament, on their Ancient Foundation ; to 
iiich a Parliament which We will immediately call, 
Ihall we entirely refer both our and their Interefts, 
being fenfiblethat thefe Interefts, rightly underftood, 
are always the fame. Let the Civil as well as Reli- 
gious Rights of all our Subjefts receive their Con- 
firmation in fuch a Parliament ; let Confciences truly 
tender be indulged ; let Property of every kind be 
better than ever fecured ; let an Aft of general Grace 
ftnd Amnefty extinguifti the Fears even of the moft 
Guilty, if poffible ; kt the very Remembrance of 
all that has preceded this happy Moment, be utterly 
blotted out, that our Subje6i:s may be united to us, 
and to each other, in the ftridleft Bonds of Affedion 
as well as Intereft. 

And that nothing may be omitted- which is in our 
Power to contribute to this ddirable End, We do 
by thefe Prefents abfolutely and effectually, for Us, 
our Heirs and Succeffors, pardon, remit, and dif- 
charge all Crimes of High-Treafon, Mifprifion of 
Treafon, and all other Crimes and Offences what* 
focver, done* or committed againft Us, or Our 
Royal Father of Bleffed Memory, by any of Our 
Subjeifts of what degree or quality foever •, who (hall 
tL or after our Landing, and before they engage in 
any Aftion againft: Us, or Our Forces, from that 
time lay hold on Mercy, and return to that Duty 
and Allegiance which they owe to Us their only 
Rightful ^nd Lawful Sovereign. . 

By the joint Elndeavours of Us and Our Parlia* 
mcnts, urged by thefe Motives, and direfted by 
thefe Views, We may hope to fee the Peace and 
flouriftung Eftates of this Kingdom, in a fhort 
time, reflored ; And We (hall be equally forward to 
concert with XZhar Parliament, foch further Meafures 
as may be thought neccfiaryifor leaving the fame k> 
fotpre Generations.

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According to this Order federal Towns, a^Jucb- 
Urarder^ Blackford^ Dunning^ and Mutbell^ and other 
fmalJ Villages, were burnt to the Ground ; by 
which the poor Inhabitants , being only the old in- 
firm Men, the Women and Children, the able-bo- 
died being forced from their Homes, either into the 
Rebellion, or to feek Shelter, which made a moft 
difmal and deplorable Sight, to behold thofe under 
thefe unhappy Circumftances , expofed in the ex- 
tremeft Seafon of the Year, and in one of the cold- 
eft Winters that has been feen thefe many Ages, fo 
great a Load of Snow upon the Earth, that a fpee- 
dy Difpatch or Death would have been more eligi- 
ble to thefe poor naked Creatures than the uncon- 
ceivable Pains that follow Cold, Hunger, and Na- 
kednefs to the Old and Infirm ; befides the Tendcr- 
nefs of the other Sex and fucking Infants. The 
Chevalier pretends to alleviate his Guilt in this, as 
the Earl of Mar hints in his Memorial, by the 
Rule of War, more to incommode his Enemies than 
injure his Friends ; who he pretends to relieve and 
redrefs, by leaving what Money he could fpare, to 
be diftributed among the poor Sufferers by his Grace 
the Duke of Argyle. 

During thefe Things the Government was not 
idle, the Dutch Troops began to arrive, and the 
General Ofiicers above-named made the neceflary 
Preparations at Stirling^ to be in a Readinefs to 
march towards Perth to attack the Pretender^s For- 
ces at all Hazards. At the fame time the agreeable 
News was publifh'd in the Army, that the Earl of 
Seaforth defign'd to return to his Duty and Loyalty 
to King George : Which, tho' it appeared after- 
wards to be otherwife, yet at that Time it put no 
little Damp upon the Spirits of the Rebels. The 
chief Obftacle that now retarded the King's Forces 
from marching, was not fo much owing to the 
Rigor of the Seafon, and the Fall of the Snow, 

N though 
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though that was extraordinary, as the want of 
Artillery^ occafion'd by contrary Winds, which 
detained fome Ships at the Buoy of the NorCy 
ladfen with a Train and Stores from the ^ower of 
London. But his Grace the Duke oiArgyle bethought 
himfelf of the Garilbn of Berwick^ and fent thither 
1500 Draught Horfes and 500 Men, to bring from 
thence a fmall Train of Artillery confiding of ten 
Pieces of Cannon and four Mortars, with their Car- 
riages of Ammunition, ^c. which, together with 
fourteen Pieces of Cannon and two Mortars, the 
Duke had already with him, made a fufficient Train 
for. his Expedition, at leaft for the firft fetting our. 
It is true, his Grace wanted a Company of Gunner^ 
and Engineers for the Service, which luckily were 
brought to him the 29th, by Colonel Borgard^ who 
the Day before arrived in the Frith with the Men of 
War and Tranfports that had on Board the Artillery 
and Stores fo long expedled from London. 

At the fanie time the Duke of Arg^le order'd a 
great many Pioneers to be funimon'd to attend the 
March of the Army, and about 2000 Waggons to 
be got ready, refolving to carry fourteen Days Pro- 
vifion for the whole Army, as alfo a proportionable 
Quantity of Forage for the Horfeis. 

On the 2 1 ft of January, Colonel Gueft was de- 
tkch'd from Stirling with 200 Dragoons, to recon-' 
iloitre the Roads leading to Perthy in order to begin 
the March of the Army. 

On "fuefday the 24th of January, the Duke of 
Argyle and General Cadogan went perfonally to view 
the Roads leading to Perth -, which put the Rebels 
into fuch a Confternation, that fome of their fmall 
Garifons abandoned their Pofts in Fife, and retired 
behind the River Em : But the Army was not yet 
riiarch'd. Upon their Return to Stirling, the Duke 
of Argyle ordered a Detachment to take poft at Dum- 
Main, and another at Down, 

January 



January 29th, His Majefty's Army, under the 
Command of the Duke of Argyle^ advancing front 
Stirling to Dumblainj and the fame Morning a De- 
tachment of Troops, with two Pieces of Cannon, 
approached the Caftle of Braco^ which was imme- 
diately abandoned by the Rebels. 

January the 30th, a Detachment of 200 Dra«» 
goons and 400 Foot, with two Pieces of Cannon, 
march*d to Tullibardine^ and diflodg'd the Rebels 
from thence, and took Poft there, to cover the 
Country People that were employed in clearing the 
Roads from the Snow. The Army this Ni^Vt ad- 
vanced to Ardocb and Auchterarder^ and lay all Night 
in the open Air in the Sno\^, the Country being de- 
ftroy'd by the Rebels. 

On Tuefday the laft of January they pad the Ri- 
ver Em without oppofition, and advanced to 31^/- 
libardiney within ei^t Miles of Perlb. About ten 
a Clock that Morning the Rebels abandoned Pertb^ 
marching over the River Tay upon the Ice, and 
about Noon the Pretender dhd the Earl of Mar fol- 
lowed. The Duke of Argyle received notice of theit 
Retreat about four in the Afternoon, whereupon he 
immediately ordierM a Detachment of 400 Dragoons 
and 1000 Foot to march and take Pofleflion of the 
Place, which they cntred about Ten next Morning 
without Oppofition. His Grace, with General Ca- 
dogan^ and the Dragoons following the fame Day, 
arrived there about one in the Morning; tire reft 
of the Army marchirlg flowly, by reafon of the bad 
Weather and Ways, arrived in the Evening. They 
took fome of the Rebels Prifoners here, who, being 
drunk, had ftayM behind the reft. The Place being 
thus poffcfs'd, the Duke of Argyle with the utmoft 
Diligence purfued the flying Enemy the next Day, 
being February the 2d, to Errol^ with fix Squadrons 
of Dragoons, three Battalions, and eight hundred 
detached Foot^

The next Day they proceeded to Dundee^ where 
the reft of the Army came on the 4th. The Re- 
bels retired from Dundee to Montr ofe^ keeping ftill 
two Days March before the King's Army ; and his 
Grace fent on the 3d a Detachment towards Aber- 
hrothecky within eight Miles of Montr of e^ and on the 
4th in the Morning his Grace divided the Troops, 
j^nd firft ordered Major General Sabine with three 
Battalions, 500 detached Foot, and fifty Dragoons 
to march to Aberbrotbecky there being two Roads 
to MontrofCj one by Brechin^ the other by Aberbro- 
thecky and then detached the fame Day Colonel 
Clayton with 300 Foot and fifty Dragoons, to 
march by the way of Brechin^ giving Orders, as 
well to Major General Sabine^ as to Colonel Clay- 
ton^ to fet the Country People to work to clear the 
Roads. 

His Grace having divided the reft of his Army 
into two Bodies, for marching with the greater Ex- 
pedition, proceeded on the 5th in the Morning with 
all the Cavalry by the upper Road towards Brechin^ 
as did the Lieutenant-General Cadogan with the In- 
fantry towards Aberbrotbeck^ the whole Army being 
to jpin the npxt Day near Montrofe. 

An Account of tbe Pretender's Conduct in this Flighty 
and bis getting off^ you HI find as follows : 

ON the>5th of February ^ about Noon, in his 
March to Aberbrotbeck^ General Cadogan re- 
ceived Intelligence, That the Day before, about Four 
in the Afternoon, the Pretender received Advice at 
Montrofe y that Part of the King's Army was advan- 
cing towards Aberbrotbeck ; whereupon he ordered 
the Clans which had remained with him after his 
Flight from Pertb^ to be ready to March about 
Eight at Night towards Aberdeen^ where he affur'd 
them a confiderable Force would (bon come from 

France. 
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France. At the Hour appointed for their March, 
the Pretender ordered his Horfes'to be brought be- 
fore the Door of the Houfe in which he lodged, and 
the Guard which ufually attended him to Mount, as 
if he defignM to go on with the Clans to Aberdeen : 
But at the fame time he flipped privately out on Foot, 
accompanied only by one of his Domcfticks, went 
to the Earl of Maf^s Lodgings, and from thence by 
a By-way to the Water-fide, where a Boat waited, 
and carried him and the Earl of Mar on Board a 
French Ship of about 90 Tons, called the Maria 
S*erefa of St. Malo. About a quarter of an Hour 
after, two other Boats carried the Earl of Melfort 
and the Lord Drummond^ with Lieutenant- General 
Sheldon^ and ten other Genriemen, on Board the 
fame Ship, and then they hoifted Sail and put to 
Sea. The Earls of Marifchal and Soutbejk^ the 
Lord Ttnmoutb^ Son to the Duke of Berwick^ Ge- 
neral Gordon^ with many other Gentlemen and Of- 
ficers of Diffinftion, were left behind to fliift for 
themfdves : Upon which the Clans for the moft part 
difperfed, and ran to the Mountains, and about a 
Thoufand of them who continued in a Body, 
march'd towards Aberdeen. 

Upon the Receipt of this Intelligence, General 
Cadogan haften'd his March towards Montrofe^ where 
he arrived the fame Afternoon ; the fame Night the 
Duke of Argyle came to Brechin^ within five Miles 
of Montrofe with all the Dragoons ; Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Vanderheck with the Foot lay at Aberbrotbeck ; 
on the 6th they all continued their March to Aber- 
deen. The fame Day General Gordon^ who took 
upon him the Command of the Remains of the 
Rebel Forces, produced to them a Letter from the 
Chevalidr, in which he acquainted his Friends, That 
the Difappointmehts he had met with, efpecially 
from abroad, had obliged him to leave that Country^ 
N 3 That 
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That he had thanked them for their Services, and 
advifed them to advife with General Gordon^ and 
confult their own Security, either by keeping toge- 
ther in a Body, or feparating. On the 7th of iv- 
truary in the Morning, the Van of the Rebelsi 
marched from Aberdeen^ as did their Rear about 
Two in the Afternoon •, their main Body lay at 
Meldrum^ bat near 200 of their Chiefs, with Irijhj 
and other Officers, who came lately from France^ 
went towards Peterhead^ in order to embark there. 
TheTDiike of Argyle followed the Rebels very clofc- 
ly, for on the 8th of February his Grace arrived at 
Aberdeen^ with a Detachment of 50 Dragoons and 
400 Foot, and the reft of the King's Forces being 
come the fame Day into the Neighbourhood, his 
Grace detached Major General Evans, with 200 
Dragoons, and 400 Foot, to intercept the Horfe of 
the Rebels, if finding they could not get off at Pe- 
terhead ; but they got to Fraferburgb, a March be-, 
fore him, and were gone to Bamf-y whereupon he 
detached after them Colonel Campbel of Ftnab, with 
40 Dragoons and 400 Foot; at Fraferburgh the 
Chevalier's Phyfician furrender'd. 

February 13. His Grace had Intelligence from 
Colonel Grant, That he had taken PoffefTion of 
Cattle Gordon, and that General Gordon and the main 
Body of the Rebels were gone paft that Place, and 
marched up Stratb-Spey and Stratb-Don, which made 
him believe they were returning home to feparate : 
But the Day before he fent this Account to his. 
Grace, they rendezvouz'd at Badenock, to the Num- 
ber of 400 Horfe, and 500 Foot ; after which, the 
Horfe, for the Convenience of Forage, marched to 
Lochabar, and the Foot to the Mountains, with a 
Defign to wait till fuch time as they heard from the 
Pretender, according to his Promife when he left 
them: However 120 Gentlemen on Horfeback, 
among whoni were the Inrord Duffus^ Sir George^ 

Sinclair^ 
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Sinclair^ General Eclyn, Colonel Hayj Sir Di^id 
"Ihrepland, and others, took towards Burgh in Mur^ 
ray^ where they ennbark'd in ten open Boats for 
Caitbnefs. General Eclyn^ .that ever brave and bold 
Man, to prevent his Horfe being of fervice to the 
Enemy, (hot him through the Head, and a great 
many followed his Example. They landed at Duth 
heth^ and thence paffed in two Boats, fixty of them 
into the Orkneys^ where a Ship of Twenty Guns, 
belonging to the Chevalier, was ready to take them 
on Board ; the other to the Ifland oi Arjkerry^ wheriji 
they feized a Scotch Ship to carry them away, de- 
figning for France^ but the Wind proving contrary 
they failed towards Gotienlurgh. About this time, 
two Boats full of thefe unfortunate Gentlemen, were 
caft away going to the fVeJlern Ifles, twenty one be- 
ing in one Boat, and twenty-fix in another. 

Major- General Wtghtman had near taken the Mar- 
quis of Huntley^ at the Houfe of Tannachy bullocks : 
This Marquis, now Duke of Gordon^ is accounted 
one of the moft inconftant Men of his Age, having 
in this very Rebellion afted fo much the Trimmer, 
that whenever Opportunity ferved, he fided wifh thp 
rifing Party : Thus when he heard nothing of the 
Chevalier's Landing, he was inclinable to furrender 
to Mercy, and made fuch Advances as any Man of 
Honour would have fix'd to -, but the Pretender 
Landing, and his Affairs, by his Prefence feerning 
to put on a better Face, he deferted his Specular 
fions, and returned to the old Caufe. When Forr 
tune put a fecond Frown upon the Caufe, he wa^ 
inclinable again to fubmit ; but Jealoufy made him 
miftruft the lead Hopes of abufed Clemency -, yet 
the Goodnefs of His Majefty has extended itfelf in 
fuch a Latitude to him, that he enjoys his Life, and 
all ; which thinking People hope he will not abufe 
again. 

N 4 Befides 
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Befides thofe above-mention'd that endeavoured to 
make their Efcapes, the Earls of MarifchaU Linlilih 
gowy and Southejk^ the Marquis of ^ullibardine^ Vif- 
count Kilfyth^ Lord Ttnmouth^ and others, found 
means to fbift from place to place, till an Opportu- 
nity ofFer'd in their Behalf, to (hew them a way after 
their old Mafter. 

A great many more of the Rebels fubmitted, 
others fled to the Weftern Ifles : A good Number 
getting together in the Ifle of Skye^ others under 
the Command of Brigadier Campbell in South-Weft^ 
formed a Body, as if they refolded to oppofe the 
King's Forces ; but upon the Approach of the Gre- 
nadiers to attack them, they immediately run away : 
But the Brigadier, an old experienc'd Soldier, not 
ufed to turn his back, flood upon his Guard till 
the commanding Officer advanced, delivered his 
Sword, and became Prifoner %* this Gentleman was 
brought to Carlifle, flood his Trial, pleaded Not 
Guilty, but found means to make his Efcape. Thus 
I have given an Account of the Rebellion in its 
blazing Origin, and its Dawning and Setting; but 
I muft defire my Reader, to read the * Journal writ- 
ten by the Earl of Mar at Paris^ and there you will 
find fuch Reafons as he gives for his Matter's Re- 
treat, and it*s hop'd it will be the laft with him. 
You will find an Account of the Strength of the 
Highland Clans added, which will never again be 
- at the Pretender's Service 5 fince they were ready to 
fight, and he unwilling to lead them or head them, 
unlefs to the Sea-fhore,

Proportions, he ftill deferved the juft Glory of a 
Conqueror ; however he may ftand in Court Fa- 
vour, nothing will oblige him to revolt from his 
Loyalty.

The Duke of Roxburgh 500 Men, all, with their 
Chief, for the Government, This Noble Duke, 
whofe Father was drowned at Sea, when coming 
from London with the Duke of Tork^ had his gene- 
rous Education from a careful Parent, which he 
improved to the general Satisfaction of all Men: 
He is a Nobleman of good Senfe, with the Advan- 
tage of fo much Reading and learning, and other 
neceffary Accomplifhments, with the agreeable 
Looks of good, Humour, that by all that are fo 
happy as to be acquainted with him, he gains their 
Affeftion and Applaufe : His Courage and noble 
Soul, animated in the Defence of his Invaded Coun- 
try's Liberty and Religion, is a lading Standard of 
his Sincerity, to have both eftabli(h*d upon the true 
Ground-work of the Proteftant Succeffion : Witnefs 
his good and gallant Behaviour at the Battle of 
• Sheriff- Moor ^ where he afted the part of an undaun- 
ted Hero : His Sovereign's Confidence in his Fide- 
lity, fixes him in a Poft of Credit beyond the com- 
mon Compliment givpn to Courtiers.

This Noble 
Lord, who had the Honour to Command His Ma-^ 
jefty's Forces in the Norths was the only Inftrqment 
Q\ keeping that Country in Obedience to His Ma-» 
jefty : He had gained Promifes both from Seaforth 

and 
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and Huntley to fubmit, which was no fmall Hinde- 
rance to Mar's Proceedings, though neither of thefo 
Lords performed their Engagements. Had the 
Arms defigned him from E^nburgh-C^&Xt arrived 
fafe to him, he would have given a better Account 
of the Rebels, than it was poffible for hinpi to do, 
being deftitute of all Warlike Provifions 5 yet his 
Care and Vigilance, and the daily Advantages he 
gained, notwithftanding his preffing Difficulties^ 
make his Courage, Care, and Zeal for his King, 
and Prefervation of his Country, beyond Difpute.

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Accomplifliments, was look'd upon as the moft 
gallant and generous young Gentleman among the 
Clans ; mantaining a fplendid Equipage ; keeping 
a juft Deference to People of all Sorts •, void of 
Pride or Ill-humour : He performed the part of 
onfe that knew the part of a compleaf Soldier •, but 
a fatal Bullet from the King's Forces, through the 
Body, difabled him, but did not daunt him •, fo 
finding a Neceflity of yielding to the Fate of hfe 
Wound, he withdrew, and told he could do no 
more ; only his Well-wilhes attended his King and 
Country. He was lamented by both Paities that 
knew him. 

The Laird of Keppocb 300 Men, all, with theit 
Chief, againft the Government, and in the Rebel- 
lion. Colonel M'Donaldj commonly call'd Laird 
of Keppocb J brought 300 Men into the Rebellion 
with him ; he has no Eftate or Fortune properly 
his own, being Tenant at Will to the Laird of 
M'inlojby of the Farms called Keppocb^ Glenroy^ 
and Glenfpeafiy called Brac-lochaher ; fo that thefe 
300 Men, living upon Mackintoflfs Eftate, are 
properly at his Command, whenever his Occafion 
requires him to raife his Dependants or Vaflals; 
tho* in the late Rebellion, Keppocb^ out of Emula- 
tion to Machntojh^ and to raife his own Character, 
and to make a Figure, he fomied thefe Men into 
a diftinft Battalion, under his own Denomination 
and Command ; fo that the Reader is defired to 
take Notice, That this was not juft in him, ac- 
cording to Cuftom in Scotland^ to withdraw him- 
fcJf from his Mafter, being in the fame Intereft 
with him ; yet Mackintoflfs good Nature pardonM 
this in him, as alfo in the M'Pherfons^ &c. Kep- 
pocb's Charafter is fuch in his Country, that he is 
efteemed a Man of great Subtilty and Cunning, as 
hereditary in him from his PredecefTors, who have 
been conftantly in Fewds among thcmfelves, flied- 

ding 
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ding e^ch others Blood in the mod barbarous Man- 
ner ever heard of. His Pretenfions* to ferve the Fa- 
mily of Stewart have been very great ; but yet he 
never made that known by any one fingle Aft of 
Bravery : For when Occafion required him to flievr 
his Courage^ and to aft his Part, as at Gilley-cranky^ 
Cromdale, artd Sheriff-Moor^ he ftill fhewed his 
Face, but never dreW his Sword^ for his People ftr6 
expert at nothing more than Stealing and publick 
k^bberies ; for at Perth they madfe a good Hand in 
this way of Bufinefs among the Country People, 
and others of their own Party. 

The Laird oF Mac-Intofh looo Men, all with 
their Chief againft the Government, and in the 
Rebellion. Moft of this Clan were in England^ and 
others were pofted off Invern&fs.

This Knight is fo old and infirm, that h^ 
could not lead his Vafl&ls to the Field, but were 
commanded by bis Son» who returning home iafei* 
the Battle of Dumblain^ feemingly concealed tfefc 
Aftion from the dd Gentleman*, but he having 
ibme Intelligence thereof, enquired narrowly fdr 4 
juft Account \ he found by that, that his Vafiate 
did not behave according to their former feravtr^, 
Which made him anfwcr thus : Son, I can call^ to

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mind (ince the Camerons were not fo numerous as 
they are at this Day, but I find by your Ac- 
count, that the older they grow the more Cow- 
ardice; for in O/i'u^r's Days, your Grandfather with 
his Men could fight double their Number, as I 
right well remember ; for it is reported, that whqri 
Oliver had built a Fort, to curb the Highlanders at 
Irwerlocby^ that the Camerons did annoy them 
ftrangely, beating and purfuing them whenever they 
came out into the Country, to the very Walls of 
their Garifon. And it is recorded of this Sir Evan. 
Cameron of Locbeal^ that following his Enemy too 
far, one of Oliver'^ Men vanquifh'd him, being 
then young, and having thrown him upon the 
Ground, refufed to grant him Quarter, and endea- 
vouring to draw his Bajonet to ftab his Captive, 
the vanquifh'd found an odd way to deliver himfelf ; 
for with a fierce Spring he raifed his Body, till he 
caught hold of his Conqueror by the Throat with 
his Teeth, and pulled it out ; fo that the other im- 
mediately died, and young Locbeal returned home. 
He is a Gentleman, tho* old, of a found Judg- 
ment, and yet very healthful and ftrong in Confti- 
tutlon. 

Sir John Mac-Lean looo Men, mod with their 
Chief againft the Government, and in the Rebel-

The Laird of Grant looo Men, all with their 
Chief for the Government. This Clan belongs to 
a very loyal Gentleman, who himfelf is very gallant 
and brave ; but his Followers at Sheriff-Moor did 
not adl the part of Fighting, fo well as that Family 
has done upon other Occafions. 

The Laird of Apptn goo Men, all with their 
Chief againft the Government, and in the Rebel- 
lion. Thefe Men did not behave fo well as was 
expcfted.

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The Laird oi Mac-Leod looo Men, moA with 
their Chief, who is a Minor and Neutral.

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""OU feem furpris'd at the fudden Change 
our Affairs here have taken, from what 
you expefted by the Accounts you had 
from fome of our Friends at Edinburgh^ 
before our leaving Perth •, and even after we were 
gone from thence : I will therefore, for your Sa^ 
tisfadtion, give you a true Account of that whole 
Matter. 

It is plain enough, that it was our Bufinefs to 
reprefent our Affairs then to the Publick, to be in 
fuch a Pofture as might mofl encourage our Friends 
every where, and difcourage our Enemies, and flop 
them from marching againft us until we were. in a 
.better Condition to receive them -, which we had 
reafon to expeft foon to be, by our Friends joining 
us, as they daily promised to do, and until we 
fhould receive the Money, Arms, and Ammuni- 
tion we were every Day expefting, as we had been 
for a long Time. 

But that Time being now over, I may freely 

own to you, and it's fit you ftipuld .know, that a

Month before the Chevalier landed, the Refolution 
was taken of abandoning Perth^ as foon as the 
Enemy Ihould march againft it : And tho* this Rc- 
Iblution was known to a good Number in our Army, 
yet the Secret was fo well kept, that it never came 
to the Publick ; fo that the Enemy believing that 
W^ would ftand our Ground, thought themfelves 
obliged to delay their March for a long time, until 
they had made great Preparations of Artillery, ^c^^ 
as if they had been going to befiege a fortified 
Town : But in reality, our Condition was then 
fuch, as obliged us to take that Refolution, having 
neither a fufficicnt Number of Men, Ammunition, 
nor Arms. 

Upon the Chevalier's^ Arrival, we expefted that 
our Friends would then have certainly joined us ; 
both thofe who had formerly been with us and were 
gone Home, and thofe who before had given, the 
Chevalier not being come, as the only Reafon of 
their not joining the Army •, and al fb that thofe, to 
whom the reducing of Invernefs^ the l^ord Suther- 
land^ and thofe with him was committed, would 
I^ye vigoroufly performed that Service, and then 
have joined us •, and we had no reafon to doubt, bqt 
Money, Amniunition, and Arms would immedi- 
ately be fent after the Chevalier. 

But, to pur great Misfortune, we were dif- 
appointed jn ail thofe our Hopes, though never fo 
well grounded in Appearance, 

The Rigor of the Seafon, and the great Fall 
of the Snow on the Hills, kept in fome Meafure 
the reft of the Highlanders from joining us. Moft 
of thofe who before had excufed themfelves upon 
the Chevalier^s not being come, kept ftill at home, 
now that he was eome, waiting perhaps to fee how 
|iis AfiHirs were like to fucceed. Thofe employed 
for reducing qf Jnvemefsy were fp far from afting 
with Vigor, th^ they made^ what they called hr, a 

Ccflation 
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Ceflation of Arms with the Enemy. Some Gold 
Was fent to us in Lingo's -, but the Ship in which it 
came was Stranded, and the Gold loll. Several 
Ships came with Officers, but neither Arms nor* 
Ammunition in any of them : So that oiir Condi-^ 
tion after the Chevalier's Arrival, was no Ways bet- 
tered, except by the new Life his Prefence gave td 
the fmall Number we at that timle had got together i 
Even in that weak Condition, the Chevalier would 
gladly have maintained Perth^ or vchturM a Battle y 
but when the Enemy with all their great Prepara- 
tions, and an Arrtiy of above 8000 efFetflive regUlai* 
Troops were aftually In rriarch, arid advanced near* 
to the Place, it was found impradlicable td deferid 
the Town, and unadvifeable to enter into a Battle 
with a fmall Number of Men that were in it, fof 
a great many Rea(bns too long to be here mentioned. 
But in fhorr, wq had not above 4000 both Horfe 
and Foot 5 and of thefe, for want of Arms, and fof 
other Reafons, not above I500 to be relyM upon 
as good fighting Men. The Town is little better 
than an open Village at any Time -, and at this, 
the River on one fide, and a kind of Fofle of Ditch 
on the other, were frozen up ; fc thlt it was eafy 
to be entred on all Quarters. The long continued 
Ffoft had kept the Mills from going ; fo that there 
was not above two Days Provifions in the Town. 
The Enemy being th(2n in Poflfeffion of the moft part 
of Fife', where the Coal-pits are,, there were no 
Coals to be' got -, and Wood being fcarce in thd 
Country, there happened to be almoft no Fuel at 
all. Befides this, the Highlanders afe not ufed td 
defend Towns; nor had they where^vithal to de- 
fend this. 

On the other hand, to have gone Out to fight t\\t 
Enemy, when there was no advantageous Poft of 
Pals to be defended, had been expofing our Men to 
yifiblc Deftrudion, the Enemy being provided with 
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every thing, and thrice our Number of fighting 
Men, might have furrourided us on all Sides, and 
prevented all PoflibiHty of Retreat. All this put 
us into an abfolute Neceflity of leaving Perth^ and 
retiring Northwards, which we did in good Order, 
and came in two Days to Montrofe and Briechin. 
Kcither of thefe Places afe tenable, tho* we had 
been provided, as we were not, with a fufficient 
Number of Men, Ammunition, and Provifions. 
But Montrofe being a good Harbour, where we ex- 
pefted our Succours from abroad, we were unwil- 
ling to quit it, fo long as we could remain fafe in 
it. We thought indeed, that the Enemy would 
have made a Halt at Verth^ and not have tnardhed 
fo quickly after us, as we foon found they did, 
they being within a few Miles of Us before we had 
certain Intelligence of it, tho* great Pains h^d been 
taken to be informed of theif Motions. The Earl 
of Panmure^ not being recovered of the fevere 
Wounds he had received at the Battle of' Sharif ^ 
Moor^ was not in a Condition to march along with 
the Army, which btherwife he would ha\f'e' dorfe ; 
upon which the Chevalier advfe*d him, as he p^fs*d 
Dundee^ to endeavour to get idiff In the firft !^h1p 
he could find ; arid by Accident finding a litdc 
Bark at Arloth^ went off in it for France. ' 
* Before this Time, feveral PeojMe had very' feti- 
oufly reprefented to the Chevalier ^ the deplorable 
Circumiftances in 'which his Afiaffs now were on all 
Sides*, thar being" over- pbwer'd in Scotland^ tid Ap- 
pearance of any Rifing in England^ nor any News 
of the Succours he expefted from abroad •, he had 
no Courfe at prefent to take, that was confiftent 
with what he owed to his People in general, to 
thofe who had taken Arms for him in particular, 
and to himfelf upon their Account, but by retiring 
beyond Sea, to preferve himfelf for a better Occa- 
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fion of afferting his own Right, and reftoring them 
to their ancient Libertie5i 

It was indeed hard to bring him to think of this; 
but thofe about him found it now high time to prefi 
the Matter more than ever, the Enemy being wjthin 
three Miles upon their Match towards us. Theyi 
therefore again reprefentcd tO him the Impoffibility 
of making a Stand any where, till they fhouJd come 
to the moft inacceflibk Places of the Mountains^ 
where in that Seafotiofthe Year, thqre. being fo 
much Snow on the Ground, there could be no 
Subfiftance for any Body of Men together, anij 
where no Succour could come to them : That when 
his fmall Army was divkied in leffer Bodies, they 
could not avoid being cut off by the Enemies 
Troops, who would then be Mafter of all the Lo^ 
Countries, and efpecially by the Garifons they had 
in Imjeriocby and Im;ernefsj which they would rein* 
force : That as long as they knew he was in the 
Kingdom^ they would purfue him, even with the! 
Hazard of their whole Army, his Perfon being the 
chief Objeft of their Purfuit, as his Deftrudion 
ivas the only thing that could fecure their U — -^n \ 
whereas, if he were gone ofF, they would not pur-r 
fue with that Eagernefs^ nor would they find their 
Account in harafling then* Army in the Snow and 
exceffive Cold of the Mountains, to purfue the 
fcatter*d Remains of the Loyal Party, who might 
fculk in the Hills, till Providence Ihould open a 
Way for their Relief, or that they could obtain 
Terms from the Government. That his Perfoa 
being with them, would defeat even thcfe faint 
Hopes-, and that in fhort, whilft he was in the 
Kingdom, they could never eJtpeft any Terms of 
Capitulation, but by abandoning him, or giving 
him up ; which rather than ever confent to, they 
^ould be all to the lad Man cut in Pieces^ 
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.' \ 'f ho* the Chevalier was ftill extremely unwilling 
to leave his Lx)yal People, who had facrific*d their 
All with ib much Zeal and Alacrity for his Service \ 
yet when he confider'd, that as Things then flood, 
his Prefcnce, far from being a Help and Support 
to them, would rather be an Occafion of haftening 
their Ruin, he was fenfibly touched to find himfelf, 
for their Sakes, under a Ncceffity of leaving them ^ 
there was no anfwering their Reafons, nor any Time 
to be loft, the Danger increaling every Moment. 
He therefore at laft told them, that he was forry to 
find himfelf obliged to confent to what they defired 
of him ; and I dare fay, no Confent he ever gave, 
was fo uneafy to him as this was. 

In the mean time, frefh Alarms coming of the 
Enemy's approaching. Orders were given for the 
Army's marching towards Aberdeen^ and the Refo- 
lution was taken for his going off in the Evening. 
It happened very providentially, that there was juft 
ready in the Harbour a fmall Ship, that had been 
defigned to carry a Gentleman he was then to have 
fent to a Foreign Court. This Ship was now pitched 
upon to tranfport him ; fhe was but a fmall one, 
and could carry but a few Paffengers ; and there- 
fore to avoid Confufion, he himfelf thought fit to 
name thofe who fhould attend him. The Earl of 
Mar who was the firft nam*d, made Difficulty, and 
begg'd he might be left behind ; but the Chevalier 
being pofitive for his going, and telling him, that 
in a great meafure there were the fame. Reafons for 
his going as for his own ; that his Friends would 
more eafily get Terms without him than with him ; 
and that as Things now ftood, he could be no 
longer of any ufe to them in that Country, he fub- 
initted. 

The Chevalier likewife ordered the Marquis of 
Drummoftd to go along with him :. This Lord was 
then lame by a Fall from his Horfe, and not in a 
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Condition to follow the Army, and was one* of the 
four with the Earl of Mar^ Lord Tullibardinej and 
Lord Litbgowy againft whom there was then a Bill 
of Attainder palling. The Chevalier would have 
willingly carried with him the other two Lords j but 
it happened that they were both then at a Diftance j 
Lord ^ullibardine at Briecbin with a part of thq Foot, 
and Lord IMbgow at Bervie with the Horfe. Lord 
Marifcbaly Gentleman of his Bed- Chamber, was al- 
fo ordered to go, though he. feem'd very defirous 
to flay and Ihare in the Fate of his Countrymen. 
Lieutenant- General Sheldon^ Vice-Chamberjain, had 
the fame Orders ; as had alfo Colonel Clepban who 
had left the Enemy. Lord Edward Drummondy 
who was alfo Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber, hap- 
pened to be with Lord Twmoutb at five Miles di- 
ftance, and fo could not go with the Chevalier^ as 
he intended fhey both Ihould ; but he wrote to 
them to follow in a fmall Ship that was then in 
the Harbour ; but the Matter of this Ship was 
frighten'd, and went away without carrying any 
Body. 

The Cbevalier then order'd a Commiflion to be 
drawn for Lieutenant-Gencral Gordon to Command 
in Chief, with all neceffary Powers inlerted ; and 
particularly one, to Treat and Capitulate with the 
Enemy : He left alfo the faid General the Reafon* 
of his leaving this Kingdom, and all the Money 
that was in the Paymafter's Hands, or tliat he had 
himfelf, (fave a fniall Sum for defraying his own 
and Company's Charges) and left Orders for a Sum 
of Money (if there fhould be any left after paying the 
Army) to be given to the poor People who fuffer'd 
by the Burning of Auchterarder^ and fome Villages 
about it, which had been thought neceffary to be 
done, to prevent the Enemy's March, tho* very 
much againft his Inclination ; which made him delay 
from time to time, until the Enemy was aftually 
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t)h their March ; and the Chevalier left a Letter virith 
General Gordon for my Lord Argyle^ to be delivered 
when the faid Money fliould be given, defiring that 
k ihould be diftributed accordingly. 

About Nine o*Clock the Chevalier went on Board 
the Ship, which was about a Mile at Sea •, Lord 
Marifcbal and Colonel Clepban came fome time after 
to the Shore, but by an Accident ft)und no Boat, 
and fo could not go off; tho* as the Boat- men, who 
tarried the Chevalier ^ affure uSj he ftay'd ft)r them 
till near Eleven o'Clodc, but could ftay no longer^ 
becaufe of the nine Men of War that were cruifing 
thereabouts ; and it was great good Luck that the 
Ship, having ftay'd fo long, got out of their Reach 
before it was Day-lights 

As foon as the Chevalier parted, we marched^ 
and we are now a good way advanced towards the 
Highlandsj for there was no Stand could be made 
M: Aberdeen ; nor could we think of going to Inver^ 
nefsj that being ftill in the Enemy*s Hands. Some 
went to Peterhead^ and thought to have got off in 
a Ship they found there ; but we hear they were 
foon forc*d backM by a Man of War ; fo it*s like 
they may join us again, if they are not intercepted 
by the Enemy. 

1 muft here add one Thing, which however in^ 
credible it may appear, is, to our Coft, but too 
true; and that is. That from the Time the Earl 
of Mar fet up the Chevalier^s Standard to this Day, 
we never received from Abroad the leaft Supply of 
Arms and Ammunition of any Kind : Tho* it was 
notorious in itfelf, and well known, both to Friends 
and Enemies, that this was what from the Beginning 
wc mainly wanted ; and as fuch, it was infifted up- 
iDn by the Earl of Mar^ in all the Letters he writ, 
and by all the Meffcngers he fenc to the other Side. 
Several Ships came with Officers, and fome fmall 
Sums of Money i after the Battle oi Sheriff- Moor \ and 
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three or four Ships more came after the Chevalier*^ 
Arrival •, but even when he was with us in Perfori, 
no Powder was fent, nor a Sword nor Mu(quet : 
So that when we march*d from P^rtb, we had not 
300 Weight of Powder for the whole Army ; nor 
fliould we have wanted Men, had we had Arms to 
put in their Hands. How the main Point came to 
be fo entirely neglected by thofe who had the 
Managment of the Chevalier's Affairs in their Hands 
on the other Side, is yet a Myftery to us -, and it 
furprizes the more, that thofe who came fately over 
affure us, that both Arms and Ammunition ttiigfit 
have been gotten from private Hands, without 
having the Obligation to any Foreign Prince. So 
whether this unaccountable OmifTion proceeded from 
mere Negligence, want of Money, or from a' Jea- 
loufy in fome, who were, perhaps, unwilling that 
we fhould be the Inftruments of this great Work, 
and that it Ihoiild fucceed in our Hands, of fbf 
fome. other fiy-reafons, is what Time may dif- 
cover. 

Thus I harve given you true Matter of Faft,' 
and a fincere Acco.unt of our unfortunate Condition.* 
Whatever may Tiov\f be our Fate, we have ftill one 
folid Ground of Comfort, that the Chevalier hath 
(as V7e hope)' got fafe out of the Reach of his E- 
nemifcs i for in the Safety of his Ptrfon is' all our 
Hopes of Relief; ^nd we looTc on him as the In- 
ftrument referved *by God, (and he now feems the 
only one. in the t>rdinary Courfe of Providence) 
to refcue thefe Nations ' in due Time from thfeitj 
Oppreflion, and the lawlefs Dominion of E^ — . 

Now if we look back a little, and confider our 
Affairs from the Beginning of this laft Attempt,* 
I believe it will be found that no Nation in* our 
Circumftances, and fo deftitute of all kind of Suc- 
cour from Abroad, ever made fo brave a Struggle 
for reftoring their Prince and' Country to theit juft 
•' Rights, 
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Rights. And when it comes to be known to die 
World, (as fome time or other it may) what En- 
couragements there were at Home and Abroad, rea- 
ibnably to make us expeft and hope for Succefs in 
this great, good, and neceflary Work ; it will ap- 
pear no chimerical, ralh, or ill-grounded Under- 
taking ; and it*s not proving Succefsful, plainly ap- 
pears^ by what has been already faid, and what fol- 
lows, is not owing to the Chevalier y or his faithful 
Friends on this Side. 

When the Earl of Mar^ by the Chevalier^s Com- 
mand, came down to Scotland^ he found the Peo- 
ple there more forward to take Arms, than his 
Inftruftions allowed him to confent to -, and it was 
not without Difficulty that we could allay their firft 
Heat. But the Chevalier not going into England^ 
nor the Duke oi Berwick coming to Scotland j as 
was generally expefted, abated very much of that 
Forwardnefs ; fo that when the Government fum- 
ihonM thofe they fufpe&ed to appear and give Bail 
for their good Behaviour, many of them feem'd in- 
clined to comply. . The Earl of Mar^ in Purfuance 
erf" his Inftruftions, found it then high time for pre- 
venting this Step, to appear openly ; and it was not 
without Difficulty that he could perfiiade fome to 
join with him, they apprehending great Uncertainty 
of Succefs in the Affair, by no Account being 
come of the Chevalier ^ or the Duke of'- Berwick^ % 
Arrival, nor of ^Money, Arms, Ammunition, or 
Officers, tho' others were all along very forward. 
Upon the Refolution of taking Arms, he fent a 
Gentleman to give the Chevalier an Account of it. 
. It was near a Month after the Earl of Mar fet up 
tie Standard before he could produce a Commiffion ; 
and it is no fmall Proof of the Peoples Zeal for their 
Country, that fo great a Number followed his Ad- 
vice and obey'd his Orders before he could produce 
one. It muft tho* be own*d, and it is the lefs to be 
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yronder'd at > that his Authority being thus precac- 
rious , fome were not fo punctual in joining him, 
and others performed not fo effeftually the Service 
they were fent upon ; which had they done, not only 
Scotland^ but even Part of England^ had been redu- 
ced to the Chevalier^s Obedience before the Govern- 
ment had been in a Condition to make head againft 
us. But as it was, moft of thofe who had promifed, 
and fome who had not, joinM the Cbevalier^s Stan- 
dard at Perth about the End of O£lober ; at which 
Time the Earl of Mar fent two Gentlemen to give 
the Chevalier an Account of the Condition they were 
in, of what they had, and what they wanted, and 
to haften his own, the Duke of Ormondes ^ and the 
Duke of Berwict^s Coming into Britain. 

About this Time there was a Rifing of fome No* 
blemen and Gentlemen in the South of Scotland^ 
who marching over the Borders, were join'd by fome 
in the North of England -, and they all together 
marching back into Scotland ^ the Earl oi Mar fent 
over the Ftrth of Forth 1500 Foot to join them. 
This occafiort'd the Duke ofArgyle's leaving Stirling^ 
and going with a Part of his Army to Edinburgh^ 
. Now, had the Scots and Englijh Horfe, who were 
then in the South of Scotland y come and joinM the 
1500 Foot, as was expeded ; had the Highland 
Clans performed as they promifed the Service ther 
were lent upon in Argyhjhire^ and march'd towards 
Glafgow as the Earl of Mar march'd towards Stir^ 
lingy he had then given a good Account of the Go^ 
vernment's Army, the Troops from Ireland not ha- 
ving yet join'd them, nor could they have join'd 
them afterwards. But all this failing by fome crofi 
Accidents , Lord Argyle returned with that Part of 
his Army to Stirling \ and the Earl of Mar could 
not , with the Men he then had , advance farther 
than Dumblain ; and for want of Provifions ther*^, 
was foon after oblig-d to murn to Pertb^ 

But 
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/ But immediately after we had got PrOvifions, and 
that the Clans and my Lord Seafortb had join'd us» 
we marched again towards the Enei?iy -, and not- 
withftaijding the many Difficulties the Earl of Mar 
had upon that Occafion with fon^e of our own Peo- 
ple, he gave the Enemy Battel 5 and, as you faw in 
our printed Account of it, had not our Left Wing 
given way, which was occafion'd by Miftake of 
Orders and Scarcity of experienced Officers, that 
being compofed of as good Men, and march'd as 
chearfuUy up to the Field of Battel as the other, our 
Vidlory had been compleat ; and as it was, the Ene- 
my, who was advanced on this fide the River, was 
forced to retire back to Stirling, 

Amongft many good Qualities, the Highlanders 
have one unlucky Cuftom, not eafy to be reformed ; 
which is, that generally after an Adtion they return 
Home. Accordingly a great many went off after 
the late Battel of Sheriff-Moor ; fo that the Earl of 
Mar not being in a Condition to purfue the Ad- 
vantage he had by it, was forced to return to Perth^ 
waiting there, not without Impatience, both for the 
Heturn of the Highlanders, and for Money, Arms 
and Ammunition, he had fo often aflk'd, and ftill 
cxpedled from Abroad, But the Highlanders hear^ 
ing nothing of the Chevalier^ or the Duke of Ber-^ 
wick's Coming, nor of the Supplies, did not return 
to the Army, as they had promifed. And the Gen-^ 
tlemen of the Army, who had been long from 
.^ome, living ftill at their own Charge, which they 
could not well longer fupport, went alfo moftly 
Home, fome without Leave, and others after a 
Jjcave, which the Earl of Mar faw well enough 
would be to no purpofe to refufe. Some indeed 
never thought of quitting the Army , and others 
. returned foon to its but our Number was never 
^ain near fo great as it had been before the Battel. 
Abput this Time we had thp News of the fatal 
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Afiair at Prejlon^ which was no finall Difcourage- 
ment to the Army; fo that fon)e who had beenu 
caballing privately before^ began then to fpeak 
openly of capitulating with the Enemy, and found 
others more eafy to join with them. 

We had at the fame Time another Piece of bad. 
News ; which was. That Simon Frazer of Beauford 
(by fome cal?d Lord Lovat) had joined Lord Su- 
therland ; and that they, with the Help of fomc 
other difafFefted People thereabouts, had retaken. 
Invernefs. Upon this News, moft of the Name of; 
Frazer^ who had join'd the Chevalier'^ Army with 
Frazerdale^ went now away, and join'd Beauford^ 
or Lord Lovat^ their Chief. 

This obliged the Earl of Mar to fend Lord Sea- 
forth N^orth to get his Men together, who had 
moftly returned Home after the Battel, and in Coht 
junction with the Cbevalur^^ Friends in that Coun- 
try, to endeavour to recover Invernefs. 

In the mean time, thofe who were for capitulating 
with the Enemy , prefled the Earl of Mar fo hard 
to confent to it, that to prevent fome Peoples ma- 
king private feparate Treaties, which he found they 
were about, he was at laft forc'd to comply fo far 
with them, as to fend a Meffage from the whole 
Army to my Lord Argyk^ to know if he had Power 
to treat with them ? That Lord returned with great 
Civility this Anfwer : That he had nofufficient Powd- 
er to treat with them in a Body^ hut that he would 
write to Court upon the Subject. To which it was 
reply'd -, That when be fhould let them know he had 
fufficient Power ^ they then would make their Propofition^. 
By which the Affair was put off at that time ; and we. 
were fince informed, that the Lord Argyle never re- 
ceived thofe Powers ; and that even his former Power, 
which he fent up to b^ enlarged, were never returned 
W him. 

Much 
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Much about this time, the Marquis of Huntley ha- 
ving, for fbriie time, prefs'd his going home with his 
Horfc, the Earl of Mar confented to it, and gave 
him a Commiffion, in Conjundion with my Lord 
Staforth^ for reducing of Imjernefs^ and thofe who 
opposed the Cbevalier*s Intereft in that Country ,> 
which we then hop*d would be^foon done. 

After this, fome, though but few, were difco- 
rered to have private Dealings with the Enemy j 
and fome others went home, and never returned to 
the Army 5 but a good Number of the Noblemen 
and Gentlemen, and all the Heads of the Clans, ftill 
remained with the Army at Perth. 

We had, about this time, the longwifli'd for 
News of the Chevalier's being Landed -, and that 
put an End, for the prefent, to any farther talking 
of Capitulations. 

I have now given you a true, and, I hope, fa- 
tisfaftory Account of the Condition we have been in, 
ever fince our firft taking Arms -, of the bad Condi- 
tion in which the Chevalier found us at his Arrival ; 
and of the Reafons that obliged him at laft to leave 
us* 

There remains yet to anfwer one Queftion, which 
you may naturally afk, as moft People do, on this 
Subje6t s and that is. Why the Chevalier delayed 
his Coming fo long ? 

To anfwer this Queftion to your Satisfaftion, I 
muft tell you. That I have what I fhall here relate, 
from Perfons of unqueftionable Veracity, who were 
then upon the Place, Eye and Ear Witnefles of 
what pafs'd ; and fo you may fafely rely upon it. 

You have certainly heard, what was generally 
faid of the Chevalier^s Sifter's Inclinations towards 
him, whilft (he was in Poffeffion of his Throne. 
But whatever there was of Truth in .that, what I am 
well affured of is, that he was at laft fo littk fatk- 
€ed with what was laid to him from thence, that he 
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Was fully refolvcd, whilft flie was yet alive, to havC 
gone into Scotland \ and, in order to that, had d.U 
ready prepared a Declaration, or Manifefto, to have 
been there publifhed upon his Arrival. How he 
was hinderM from putting this Defign in Execution 
by fome real Friends, that were themfclves imposed 
upon, and by other pretended Friends, who were 
at the Bottom real Enemies, is a Myftery which 
Time may difcover. 

Upon the firft News of his Sifter*s Deaths he 
immediately took Poft, refolved to endeavour, at 
any Rate, to get into fome Part of his Dominions ; 
but was 'ftoppM by thofe who had Power to do it 
efFeftually. Being then forced back to Lorain^ he 
made and publimed his Proteftation, which it'^ 
likely you have feen, and which, I can affure you, 
was drawn entirely by himfelf. 

From that Time, as before, he had nothing \n 
his Thoughts, but how and when he could aflert hii 
Own Right, and deliver his People. He faw little 
Ground to hope for Succour from any foreign Prince, 
and had only the AfFeftions o£ his People, and 
the Advice of his Friends on this Side of the Water, 
to rely upon. Their Intereft feemed now more than 
ever linked to his \ and they being upon the Place^ 
and confequently beft able to judge of the fittelt 
time for his coming to them, it muft be allowed, 
that it has been no ways prudent nor advifeable in 
him, to a6t contrary to their Opinion : And yet it 
is moft certain, that it was only by following their 
Advice, contrary to his own Judgment and Incli- 
nation, that fo much time was loft. Some of them 
in England infifted upon having a certain Number of 
Regular Troops to make Head at firft, without 
which, they faid, nothing was to be attempted ; 
and though he fent them Word over and over. 
That, after all the Endeavours he could ufe, he 
found it abfolutely impoflible to obtain any Troops ; 
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yet they infiftcd for feveral Months in this Opinion, 
and' by that Means the moft favourable Time he 
ever had, was loft. Other Friends there pretended, 
that the Difpofitions of the People would ftill grow 
more favourable towards him •, and that there was 
no Danger, but Advantage, by delaying. 

Thus, though he had feveral times fixed a Day 
for his Departure, he was ftill forced to delay, that 
he might not aft contrary to the Advice of his 
Friends 5 and at another time, becaufe he found, 
that his Enemies had difcover*d his Defign, and 
taken infallible Meafures to intercept him. But as 
foon as his Friends began to fee, and own the Mi- 
ftakcs they had been in, he, without any regard to 
the many Dangers he had to go through, fet out 
from Commercy the 28 th of October j and went incog- 
nito through a great Part of France j to the Coaft of 
Britany -, and to avoid falling into the Hands of 
Many, who were plac'd upon the common Road to 
intercept him, he was obliged to crofe the Country 
through Bye-ways, with only three People with 
him. His Defign was to go to England^ if thirtgs 
appeared favourable there 5 or, if they did not, to 
go to Scotland, 

Wheh he arrived at St. MaIo*Sj he found the 
Duke of Ormond returned from the Coaft of Eng- 
land, to which he had gone fome Days before, in 
hopes to have found Friends' ready to join him ;- 
l>ut that having failed, by fbme Accidents of Difco- . 
veries, he was forced to return. Upon this he 
refolved to go into Scotland i and it not being 
thought fafe for him to go through the Britijh Chan- 
nel, he had been advis*d to go round Ireland ^ and, 
by a Meflage from his Friends in Scotland, it was 
propos'd to him to Land at Bunjiaffnage, which was 
at that time in their PoflTefllon ; but foon after the 
Enemy came to be Matters of it, by the Clans not 
performing what they were charged with in Argyle- 
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fiArdy at \k afbrmentioned. His Friends \mTck^\tX3&f( 
inform^} Jiim^bfitbir Change, by a fecond IN^fiag^i^ 
and tjiig coffiBptu^d:' Hirtr in tht> Riefcil^tion herhsttj^ 
himfelf before tak«i»^ofr changmgiaU hii Meafu«s^i 
audi in' plaid of taking thac long^ tedious WKy, 
whidiiwas itid<^dhe fa^i to vakt a^mikh l&ortciv 
though' a more cfengfcrous Way for being intercepcrfi 
by the Enemies-Ships^; heffenttheiiefbre itnmediaw-t 
ly to prepare a'' fmall Ship privately for himat^DsK^tl 
^';^; whick was acddrdingly tlbney -though^ noli 
without Difficulty. 

He was now a fecond' time oblig'd to traverfe % , 
great Part of FraHcey B,tid that on Harfeback, itt 
thc'vcty coldeft time of this hard and ievere Winterly 
expofed to greater Danger than in tho FMby fronflf 
the greater Number of thofe who lay in wait for him 
on a]ttha great- Roadv whi€h obliged him to travel 
by unfrequented Routs, where there was Accom- 
modation bad enough-; and yet all this time via thac 
terrible Cold, he never had the leaft Ailmeht or 
Indifpofition.. 

, It was about the Middle of Pecemher (our Stile) 
before he could reach Dunkirk^ he was there ii- 
form'd, that there *v(rfe a Man of War then lying m 
that very Road ; and' that there were a great cnarfjt 
more cruizing on the'Coaft of Prance j Englamd, an^ 
iS'^ij/Z^^i,. all of them in. wait for him.if but.he, with:^ 
out any regard^to thefe Dangers, went' immediately' 
on Board this fmall Ship with ohiy'three Servants,' 
and, condufted by good Providence,, arrived fafe at 
Peterheadj where he Landed the 2'2d of December 
(old Style). 

Having, I hope, noW fully ' fatisfied your Cu- 
riofity, . L have . onty to addj That though it hath 
plealed God to permit, that this Attempt, though 
never ((> juft, had not the wifh'd-for Succefs •, we 
have ftiir reaped* by it one great Advantage, which 
is. That we have feen with our own Eyes, and per- 
: I P 2 fonally 
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fe&dly known our lawful S — — n ; and, to oiir 
wfpeakable Satisfadion, difcoveT'd in him all the 
great and good Qualities riiat are necef&ry for 
xnaking a People cvcry-way happy. 
, The time may, and I hope will yet come, when 
Qod, in his Mercy, will open the Eyes, and turn 
die Hearts of thefe Nations to a Senfe of theur- 
Duty, and not permit fo accomplifli'd a Perfon to 
be sdways unfortunate: But however it (hall pleafe 
Providence to difpofe of him, this I can afliire 
you, and you may rely upon it, that as his Right 
is indefcafibleV he is firmly rcfolved, by the Help 
of Almighty God, -to aflert it, whenever he finds a 
fit Opportunity, and never to depart from it, but 
with his Life.

' Upon Information, that the DifafFe6led had laid 
a Defign to furprize the Place, and make it a AfCrX 
gazinc of Arms, the Earl xyi Berkley^ Lorti-Iieiite* 
nant and Governor of that City and County, ^tca 
pair'd ' thither with all Speed towards the End of 
September ly I s^ztidL with unwearied Application 
and Diligence, took all the neceflary Meafures and 
Precautions for the Security of that important Towii. 
*5ev€ral Perfons, under Pretence of being Membora 
of the Royal Society, carried on Treafonable De* 
figns, were fecured, amongfr them, one Mr. Hart 
^ Merchant, who was charged for having gather^l 
^at Quantities of Warlikb Stores for the Ufe of the 
DifaflFefted. Befides part of Lumlefs Regiment^ 
■Hbrfe, and two Bmalions of StUnwix and Focockf 
who were already jn Brijiol, Colonel Cbudlei^tf%

Uam^s Countenance alter'd when the Colonel took the 
Bundle out of his Waiftcoat Pocket. Sir William 
then defired the Colonel, that he would ftay till Se- 
ven o*Clock, and he would order his own Coach 
and Six Horfes to be got ready, which -would car- 
ry them all •, telling the Colonel, he would only go 
and put on his Cloaths, and take leave of his Lady, 
and then he would wait on hini. The Colonel, 
who had particular Orders to ufe him with Decorum, 
readily complied with the Requeft, looking on it 
as his Parole to return ; but he foon found himfelf 
miftaken 5 for tho* the Colonel had caufed^ Two 
Doors of Sir William^ Bed- Chamber to be fecured, 
yet there being a Third, he made his Efcape thro' it.

Anno 1643, and highly di- 
ftinguiihed himfelf by his fignal Services to his 
King in the time of the grand Rebellion, by raifmg 
a confiderable Power for his Majefty's Service, and 
had his fhare in ieveral Exploits : He continued in 
Arms, and aftive in his Majefty's Service till, all 
was loft, and then Ihiared in die general Ruin with 
all the King's Friends. He afterwards attended 
King Charles II. beyond. Sea, ,and in his Voyage to 
Scotland ; and had a principal Command in the 
Army under the Earl 01 Derby y which was cmployoi 
to open a Pafiage for the King's March towards 
Worcefier \ but being met and encounter*d near 
Wigan in Lancajhire^ by a much more numerous 
Force under JJlburne^ after a very valiant Refift- 
ance was there killed, of whpm the Lord Clarendon 
gives a fine Character. He had liTue William his 
Succeffor, Henry and Ephram^ who both died 
young; Edward^ Captain of Horfe, killed at the 
Batde of the iSejyw. He had Iffue by his fecond 
Wife, Sir Edward Herjley Widdringtm^ and Ralphs 
who loft his Eyes in the Dutch Wars \ Anthony who 
died unmarried, and Roger who was killed at the 
Si^e oiMaeftricbt ; alfo two Daughters;

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To whom (ucceodcd William his Son and Heir^^ 
who took to Wife JS/i2ki^^i&, Daughter and Hdr 
to Sic Perigfine Bertie of Eveden^ Com.

William his eldeft Son fucceeded him, and mar^ 
i4ed Alatbea^ Dimghter and Heir of Lord Vifcount 
Fairfax y of the Kindgom of Ireland^ by whom he 
had Iffut William^ Charles zxid Peregrine i. alfo three 
Daughters, Appoloma who took a Religious Habits 
Elizabeth married to Marmadukej Son and Heir ta 
Marmaduke Lord Langddk \ and Mary, married- ta 
Mr. Jhwnly of "Townly. 

William^ who was in the ^ower for High-Trea- 
fon^ *id now received the Benefit of the Aft of*

^T Havefeen the CharaSler which you have given the 
JL brave Earl of Strathmore ; you have done him 
nothing but Jujlice.

Gentlemen, Wc are embarked in a Caufe which 
fliould be dear to every Scot/man^ :iyho ftydy to 
have themfelves freed from Engli/h Bondage, into 
which the Enemies of our Country have^becryyod 
us : I hope you will exert yourfelves uppn\thp 
Occafion *, I fhail make my Sincerity vifible, by 
expofing my Perfon wherie the greateft Danger oSers 
itfelf, thinking it m^ Glory to die in this Caufc. 
jUl the Gentlemen aitd Common Men gave their Parol^

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7& V>rd Ltov AT r*s Account of the takh^ cflnvcv" 
' nefi ; wUb other Advantages obtained over the Re- 
^' hels in the North of Scotland. 

ON the 15th di September^ the Laird of Mac- 
kintojb cortvenfed his Men at Farr, as was 
given out, to review them ; but in the Evening he 
marched ftrait to Invernefs, where he came by Sun- 
rifing with Colours difplayed; and after he had 
made himfelf Mafter of what Arras and Ammuni- 
tion he could find, and fome little Money that. be- 
longed to the Publick, proceeded to proclaim the 
Pretender King, under the. Name of James the 
Vlllth of Scotland^ SLnd'llld of England. At this 
time Jean Gordon^ hady Cullodenj found it abfor 
lutely neceflary, for the Safety of a great many of 
th^ King's Friends and their Goods, to Ihut up. the 
Ifiouk of -Culloden, v/herc flie had taken in great 
Store of Provifion. Her Hufband, then Member 
of Parliament, tho* at London j had fome very good 
Arms in his Houfe, and ordered One Hundred 
Men to be taken in, knowing that the Rebels could 
not omit to Garifon it, being a very ftrong Houfe, 
and fo near InvemefSy that it hindered any to go or 
come from it on that fide of the Water of Ne/s ; 
which M' Intofh finding, fent a Meflage to the 
Lady to give up the Houfe ; but (he refufing it, 
he went himfelf, and fpoke to the Lady over a 
Window, but to no purpofe. She underftood that 
there was no Means but the Rebels would ufe to 
have that Houfe, which might be fo troubJefome 
to Invernefs^ that now there was a Garifon of Four 
Hundred Men fettled, of the Name of MKenzie 
of CoulL Upon the 20th of September^ M* Intofh 
itiarch'd with fix Hundred Men, the firft of all the 
Cjans, towards the Earl of Mar^ who then had fet 

up 
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tip the publick Standard of Rebellion. The wartt 
of Cannon was the only Thing that grieved th« 
Lady Culloden \ but being informed that there was 
a Merchant Ship lying in the Harbour of Invernefs^ 
which had fix Guns on Board, and a Number of 
Ball for them ; (he detached a Party of Fifty Men, 
under Silence of the Night by Boats, who liad.the 
fix Pieces of Cannon before it was. Day mounted 
upon the Houfe to the great Surprize of the Jaco^ 
bites in the Town, who look'd upon that Cannon 
as their Security. 

While this loyal Lady was fortifying her Hau{e, 
Ihe had the good Luck of being affifted by thq Ar* 
rival of Mr. Duncan Forbes^ her Brother-in-law, 
who from that Time diftinguifhed himfelf both by 
his Wit and Refolution ; that if Things were adtcd 
by the Rebels according to the Hardinefs expefted 
from them, it might be improper to have fuch a 
Governor and Governefs in one Houfe, and fbme 
other Places not fo well fcrved. 

The Earl of Seaforth^ who was nominated Lieu* 
tenant- General, and Commander in chief of the 
Northern Counties to his Majefty K. James VI IL 
(for fo was the Defignation then) was not idle, ga- 
thered his Men from the Lewes^ and all his Inland 
Country, to the Place of Brahan^ where Sir Donald 
M'donald of Slate with 600 Men, and the Laird of 
M^kinnon with 1 50, join'd him. Alesfonder Mckenzie 
of Frazerdale, who affumed a Command of the 
Name of Frazer by his Lady, had forced together 
400 of that Name, which, with the 1 00 Men that 
Chifolme fwho is Vaffal to that Family) had, made 
up 500 under Frazerdale^s Command, which lay at 
and about Caftledouny^ five Miles from Brahan^ and 
fix from Invernefs : But the Frazers of Struy^ Foyer^ 
Culduthelly fcff. kept the reft of that Name on Foot 
for the Government, having Aflfurancc that the Lord 
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lAvaty their natural Chief, was at London^ firm for 
the Proteftant Succedion, and daily expefted. Thi$ 
procured them not only the Ridicule, but the Ob- 
jtSts of the Rebels Threats. Frazerdale findii^ his 
Party few to what he expefted, refolv'd (if it was 
poffiblc) to bring thoft Gendemen into their Party j 
and fo ^rote to Sttuy and Foyer , that he wanted 
much to meet with them, in order to fatisfy them 
with the Juftice and Reafonablenefs of what they 
were to rife for -, and that he hoped either he fliould 
fatisfy them, or that they would him. 

The Gentlemen upon his Letter rcfolv'd to truft 
him, and Ihew him freely that they would continue 
firm to the Proteftant Succeffion as by Law efta- 
blifh'd : And having come with 150 Men near his 
Houfe of Caftkdouny^ they were told he was at Bra- 
ban with my Lord Seaforth^ from whom they im- 
mediately received a Meffage by one Donald M'ur- 
fbi/ofiy Fadtor to the Lord Seaforlb ; that he under*- 
ftood they had got in Arms, and that, aqfwerable 
to his Power as Lieutenant-General and Comnpan- 
der in chief of thofe Counties, he demanded ihcm 
to join him, and have thcmfelves lifted, to fervc his 
Majefty K. James VIII. To which, they return'd 
Anfwcr, That they were Proteftants of the Low- 
. Church, and that they would let his Lordlhip know 
fo much whenever he pleafed. But in the mean time 
that his MeflS^e was delivered them, he detach'd 600 
M^n, commanded by Mckenzie, of Frazerdale^ ApU^ 
crofsj and Fairburn^ with an Order to take ih^ 
dead or alive ; but by good Luck it was one of 
the moft boifterous Nights that could be 5 and 
when they came to the Place, they found that they 
had been apprized of their Coming, and had got 
themfelves in a Pofture of Defence 5 which obliged 
them to return^ half ftarv*d with CqW apd Hunger. 

Here 
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Here was feen the Honour and Cohduft of the 
one who was a Proteftant Commander, whofe Let-, 
ter brought thofe Gentlemen there, and the other a 
Popifli General, who would not give his own Ho- 
nour the fair Play of (laying for the Return of his 
Meflage, but fent his Party to cut off thofe Gen- 
tlemen, who look'd upon themfelves fafe during 
their Treating. The Earl of Sutherland^ who was 
fent down from Court to command in the North of 
Scotland, had got of the Mackays^ Roffes^ Monroes^ 
and his own Men, 1 800 together at a Place in Rofs 
called jilnes, and thought proper to divert Seafortb 
from joining Mir 5 that the King's other Friends 
in 'the North, whp were in Readinefs to join him, . 
if they could come together, they would have been 
able to give the Earl of Seaforth, or Huntley , or 
both , Battel : But Seaforth finding himfelf 4000 
ftrong, and Sutherland but 1800, thought it was fit 
to take the Advantage, and fo march'd diredtly to- 
wards -^/wi, where Sutherland lay 5 who found, that 
by retiring to Sutherland y Seaforth would be for 
Ibme Time diverted, and he would fave his Men 
from fighting fo unequally, Seaforth coming to 
Jlnes^ which is thd Monroes Country , alk)wed his 
Men to commit all. the Barbarity that could be ex- 
pefted from Turks^ ^ftroy'd all the Corn and Cat- 
tle in the Country, took of every thing that was 
lifeful within as Wdl as without Doors ; lodg'd their 
Men in the Churches^ where they kill'd Cattle, and 
did every thing difrefpeftful to Places of Wotfhip •, 
and treated thc*Minifters, of all the People, the 
worft ; took fome Gentlemen Prifonei^ -, and now 
believed, that finct Sutherland retired, all the Gaufe 
was gain'd there, 

NcKt Care was to cbn>e to Invernefs , and fettle 
a ftrongdr Garifon in it v reduce the pitiful Whig- 
houfc Qarifons, ai they called CuUoden apd KUlra- 
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'vock Houfes, and force all the filly "People who 
flood out along with them. 

Bc'mg come to Iiwefnefsy General Seaforth called a 
Council of War, where were prefent the Lord 
Duffus^ Sir Donald M' Donald^ Frazerdale^ MKin- 
nofty the Cbifolmesy and feveral other Officers, be- 
fides Sir John M* Kenzie of Coul the Governor, 
where it was refolved that Culloden Houfe miift be 
reduced at any Rate % and fo commanded Mr. George 
M* Kenzie of Grumziord to go with a Trumpet 
along with him, and fummon the Houfe formally 
to furrcnder. Coming to the Place, Grumziord or- 
dered the Trumpet to Sound, and called to Mr. 
Duncan who kept the Houfe : Mr. Forbes, not only 
told him, but ihewed him, that the Houfe was not 
in their Reverehce, and fo Defiance was returned 
for Anfwer. But in a fecond Council of War, the 
Lord Duffus was fent in order to reduce Mr. fbries 
by Reafon, or otherwife to affure him of the hardeft 
Treatment if the Houfe was taken. But my Lord 
returned without Succefs ; and fo a Difpofition was 
made for the Siege, and the Party for the Attack 
order'd ; but finding that the Houfe was ftrong, 
and the Governor and Garifon obftinate and hravei 
after twelve Days Deliberation, marched forward 
toward their Grand Camp at Berib. From Invert 
nefs they marched to Slraib-Spey^ the Laird of 
Granfs Country, where they found the Grants all 
m Arms, in order to fecure their Country fi-om 
harm ; they only alked fome Bagg;age Horfes to the 
next Country, and Quartered their Men civilly, 
and returned the Horfes home next Day \ and fo 
they joined the Earl of Mar at Perthj where they 
continued till the decifive Stroke of Dumhlainy from 
whence they returned in a Hundred Parties, to the 
Satisfaftion of many who were very carefiil of difr 
arming them in their Retreat, But the four Hun- 
dred 
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dfcd Frazers that Mr. Af * Kenzie had brought there 
four Days before to Dumblain^ hearing that the 
Lord Lovat was come home, dcfeited that Caufc, 
and came home full armed with their Affeftion to 
their Natural Chief, and their Love to the Prote- 
ftant intereft; for which that Name diftinguifhed. 
themfelves fince the Reformation, was plainly ktn, 
in their Services thereafter, till the Rebellion was 
extinguifhed. On the 5th of Novemhery the Lord 
Lovaty with Mr. Forbes of Culladetty arrived at Ca/- 
loderfs Houfe, from Whence my Lord wrote to the 
Gendemen 6f his Name that flood for the Govern- 
ment, to come and receive him: Rofs of Killravock^ 
and Fdrbej of Culloderty conduced him with three 
Hundred Men by Invernefsy near the Bounds pf his 
own Country ; he was informed, that AT Donald 
o( Keppocb was marching with three Hundred Men 
to reinforce Sir John M* Kenzie of CouU at Invernefs. 
My Lord had concerted with Captain George Grants 
who then commanded that Name in Abfence of hi^ 
Brother Rofs of Ktllravocky and Forbes of Culhdeny 
that he Ihould go through all his Countries and get 
all his Men together, and that then they would in- 
veft Invernefs. But finding now that KepOch was on 
his March, refolved to intercept Kepocb in his Road^ 
and fo refolved to crofs the River Nefs ; but juft as 
he was ready to crofs, he gets an Account, that 
what were riot marched to Perth of the M' Intojhesy 
were in Arms ready to go into Inverness and 
ftrengthen that Garifon. Upon which, having con- 
fulted the Gentlemen that were with him, refolved* 
to difperfe thofe M* Intojhes, and fo came direftly" 
on his Way to the Place where he heard they lay ; 
and on his Way found two or three of their chief 
Gentlemen, which bound themfclves for the peace- 
able Behaviour of fuch as were ^t home, and that 
they would give up their Arms, and give in any 
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thing they could afford in Invernefsj when they were 
Maftefs of it. His Lordfhip having on the 7th of 
November crofled the Water, rcfolved to throw 
himfelf in direftly betwixt Kepocb and Sir John^ who 
hearing of his coming, refolved to fally out, and 
that Kepocb on" one fide, and he on the other, would 
attack him. But Kepoch finding himfelf not lafe to 
go forward, returned home by the Country of 
Vrquharts^ belonging to the Laird of Grants where 
he cfid feveral Barbarities, and carried off three or 
four Gentlemen Prilbners, in hopes they would re- 
lieve themfelves by a Booty, which they not yield- 
ing to, he difmiffed in two or three Days. Upon* 
News of Kepo'cifs fudden retiring, my Lord Lovai 
marches ftrait to the Town of Invernefs^ and in his 
way fchind fpme Cows that belonged to the Garifon, 
kept by a Guard, which he took, and chafed in one 
other Party to the Town. Having fettled his Men 
Within a Mile of the Town, . ordered a Party to 
rite fide of the Ftrtb^ to flop any Boats coming with 
any Succours of Men or Provifions to the Garifon ; 
and now he began to think that it was not reafon^ 
^ble to be idle a Minute, and fo acquaints Rofi of 
Killravock^ artd Forbes of Culkdetij who had the 
Town Blockaded on the Eaft-fide of Nefs, that it 
was proper to attempt the Town, fince the Grants 
were eight Hunidered on their March. Mr. Duncan 
Forbes^ a Matt thit was moft aftive in thefc Af- 
feirs, hardly gitnng himfelf Reft, was ordered to go 
and concert foi^e things with my Lord Lovaty md. 
Arthur Rofs, Brother to the Laird of Killravock ; a 
youtig Gentlenfian that had been Captive in Turkey 
for many Years before, and but juft cojme home, 
was ordered to cover* Mr, Forbes's paffmg the River 
with a Party : He finding the Rebels Guard- re-* 
liwing their Cieritincls by the River-fide, pur&ed 
them fo tlofe to the heart of- (3ie Town, ths^t .eft- 
• ' tering 
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tering the T'albootb Door, where the Governor had 
Ifidged himfelf Ivith his Main Guards he was hf 
the Centinel within ihoc through the Body, and 
thereafter he difcharged two Piftols he had under his 
Saih, among the Guard, and had they not crufhed 
his Sword -Hand in forcing the Door clofc, he 
. might have lived fome longer time than he did^ 
which was but about ten HoursL 

At the Alarm of this Shooting, the whole Gz^ 
rifon got to Arms, firing fo from all Quarters,; that 
the fix or feven Men that came up with Mr. R<^Sf 
had very good luck to efcape* The Death of thte 
gallant Gentleman fo vex*d niy Lord his Brbthar^ 
and all his other Friends, that they fwore, Revenge 
of his Blood, and accordingly fummoned the Towa 
to fend out their Garifon and Governor, or if they 
did not, they would bum the Town, and put thmi 
all to the Sword. The Governor expeding no great 
Favour from Eafl: or Weft-fide, was m a Surprize* 
My I-ord ordered all the Men to be ready, whkh 
the Governor findingii on Saturday the tenth of 
November got together all the Boats he could find^ 
and with high Water made off with all imaginable 
Confufion, to the Joy and Grief of the fundry Par* 
ties within. Ro/s of Kilravock, and Collodetfk Meti 
lay at and about Colloden^ the e^ht liandred Grants 
to the Weftward of them two Miles j and the Lord 
Lovat who had got of his Narije five Hundred 
together on the North and Weft-fide of the Town^ 
marched all in, having prepared BuUets for their 
Men. They now found it convenient to let thtf 
Earl of Sutherland know they had the Town : And 
his Lordfiiip receiving my Lord Lovat^s Letter, re* 
turned him a very kind Letter, wherein he was glad 
his Lordfhip, by his Condiid and Diligeilce, Wat 
fufSciently entitled to the King's Favour, and that 
pone would more truly reprefcnt it than he. 

At 
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At this time the Earl had got together his Men^ 
and the others that were with him in Rofs^ and was 
to march forward to join that ccmfiderable Body 
that were then tc^ether at Imisrhefs: His Lord- 
flwp being thirty fix Miles from Imnrnefs^ marched 
his Men, being a confiderable Number, to the 
Weftem Divifion of Rofs^ where they encamped ; 
and his Lx>rd(hip, with die Lord Rae^ Monro of 
FouUi and- fevcral other Gentlemen, came into In- 
vernep on Tut/day the i3th of November y which 
Day we had the joyful News of his Grace the Duke 
oi Argyliz Viftory at Dumblain, which was ob- 
ferved with great Solemnity of Joy j and two Days 
thercafco", having left Colonel Robert Monro of 
FoulSf Governor of Invernefs there, with a fuitable 
Party, the Earl of Sutherland with his Men, and 
the Lx)rd Lovat with a part of his Men, went to 
the Place of Braban^ and obliged all the refpon* 
fible Men of the M* Kmzi^% that were not with 
my Lord Seaforth at Perth^ to fecure their peace- 
able Behaviour, and return the Arms taken from 
the Monrifs by my Lord Seaforth before, and releafe 
the Prifoners, and that they would notaflift my 
Lord Seaforth dirc6tly or indirectly ; and that they 
would anfwer to his Lordlhip of Sutherland any 
Sum of Money he required for the ufe of the Go- 
vernment, upon a due Advertifcment ; and that 
the Lord of Seafortifs Houfe of Braban would be 
made a Garifon for his Majefly King George. 

Things being put in this order in that Country, 
the Monro^^ being left at Invernefs^ the Earl of 
Sutherland marched with his Men ; the Frazer^s^ 
the M' Kafsj die Rofj^s, Killravock^s Men, CuUo^ 
derfSf and Sir Archibald Campbell Tutor of Colder^ 
with a Party of two Hundred to Murray^ to bring 
tlut Country's Difaffeftion to good Order, and di-r 
vert my Lord Huntley from eroding the River Spey^ 

whq 
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who made the Rocks in that Country refound his 
Refolutions, having got, as he gave out, new Or- 
ders, and a Detachment fent with General Eclin to 
hioi from Pffrtb : But they were not long in that 
Country, when things were put in that Condition, 
that the Earl of Sutherland came back to Invernefs^ 
and left the Lx)rd Lovat^ Killravock, Sir Archtbald 
Campbell^ i^c^ behind, to a<5t as he directed them, and 
as Matters required. The Murray Jacks being put 
in pretty good" Order, the King's Authority own'd 
over -all the Country, it was thought proper to 
fend Hugh Frazier of Foyer to Stirling^ to let the 
Duke of Jrgyle know how Matters ftopd, and re- 
ceive his Grace's Command. The whole Country 
betwixt ForUWilliam and Aberdeen being in the Re- 
bels Hands, except Murray and Strath Spey^ he 
was obliged to go all over the Country under the. 
Silience of Night, in the deepeft Storm that was 
feen of a long time: Having given Sir Robert 
Pollock^ Governor of Fort-JViiliam^ the News of 
their Country, he went forward for Dun/iafnage,^ 
and from thence to Inverary^ where he gave the 
Earl of Boot^ who then commanded there. Sir Dun-- 
can Campbell of Locbnell, and Colonel Alexander 
Campbell of Faunab^ account of their Country; and 
went forward to Glafgowj where he found the whole 
Town rejoicing at the good Account of Affairs 
from the North; and having got the Magiftrates 
Pafs, went forward for Stirling^ where he arrived 
the 1 7th of December^ and was introduced to his 
Grace the Puke of Argyle by Brigadier General 
Grant J Lieutenant of the County of Inverne/s. His 
Grace was mighty well pleafcd that Matters went 
fo well there, and topK particular Pleafure and 
Care to examine every leading Man's Zeal and 
Condudb ; in which Examination he took, up near 
two Hours, and the ne:^t D^y m^c his Orders 

ready, 
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irady, and ordcr'd him aboard a Ship belonging 
to the Town of Forres^ that lay ready at Borou^^ 
ftmmms to fail -, but being informed that there was' 
i great many Barks cruifing on the Coaft of Fife 
and Angus^ belonging to the Rebels, and had taken 
fome People and Arms that were bound North, 
ordered him to fleer his Courfe home through the- 
Mountains, as he came there, which he did ; tho* 
hfe was fo clofe purfueJ by the Rebels, that he was 
forced to take fhelter in the Garifon of Fort-tf^il- 
Ham for feveral Days. The Governor and Lieute- 
rtant- Governor, Men very aftive, and of fpecial 
Intelligence, having got particular Notice, that alt 
the Fords arid Paffes were fo guarded for him that 
he could not efeape, kept him with all imaginary 
Care and Civility, till by a Country Man he was 
donduSed privately through the Hills, and* arrived 
fafe at Iirvernefs, A t this time Mr . Alexander Gordon 
of Ardoch^ and Lieutenant Donald M^ NeiU were 
fcnt down to the Earl of Sutherland with Arms and 
fome Money, which was very much wanting: 
And had not Mr. Fw^hes of Culloden^ who had 
an Intereft in the Town of Invefmefs^ taken up a 
confiderable Sum, the Men had bden very n^uch' 
in want. 

During this time the Earl of Ses^ortb was nor 
idle, having got his Men that fcatter'd at DumMain 
tt)gether near Brahan. My Lord Hufttky^ on the 
dther hand, made the World believe he was with 
all Fury to attack the Earl of Sutherland and thofo 
with him : Seaforth and his Friends thought that 
with boafting Sutherland would retire a fecond time»* 
but found it otherwifc. The E^rl of Sutherland 
hearing that the Highlanders that run Home ftofljr 
Ji>»»»Wtfi» were to be it a Htead, arid joirt Seaforth^ 
iftarched witfc \^ own Men, my Ijord i?^ A Men, 
the Monroe^y and the Rofesy of each biit f artics, 

made 
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made up 800 ; 200 of the Grants^ Culjodfn^^ an^ 
the Frazers^ n>aking up tjie reft of ?0Q, lay zt 
Bewley near l^ov^ii wi.thin fp\ir Miles of Seafortlf^ 
Canip, whofe 3p^ftmg furpaiTed Rehe^rfalw The 
Earl, my Lord Lo^af^ and the pther G^nrfenicn, 
being mpved l)y their Menapes, refqlv^ tp give 
them Battle. Fotds^ whoinftUthefeTranft^ipn^.wjiji 
forward and diligent, with a People of good Prin*- 
f iple aqd Refolution, w^pted nothing more .than pnt 
goocj Stroke to avenge tbeir.hftdUiagt before by 
them -, to be fure CMlMen"^ Mea wanted nOiE gwh 
Will 5 and if the Frazer^s b^ ©ot Rtafp© fey their 
former Attempt upon t;bein,..aixy Man riiay; judge. 
The People being 4U fognd wll iefplv'4 ^n^ cheat* 
ful, were put in order fpr the ©iyerOofl i .>yhich 
when my Lord ^eafprlb f^w^ he. thpugbt convenient 
to Capitulate, qvfn the |Ci|ig*3 Authority, difperfe 
his Men, and proppfe the M^Wtipn of jtfe^fc Go- 
vernment Friends for his Far<i{>n. 

Upon his Submiflion, a^d ,afj^er the King wte 
gracioufly pleafcd ?P fend down Orders, Thftt dpqn 
giving up his Arms* aod coming into Invern^fs^ ht 
Alight expeft bis ]p4rdon : Yet upon the Pritender^^ 
Arrival at Perlh^ and my X-prd Huntjefs Sgggeftions 
to him, that now wa$ the Tioie for thena^to ap- 
pear for their I^ing and CoDn^'y* and that what 
Honour they loft at Vumblain might yese^ he re- 
gained : Bqt; while he this inftngated to cny Ii>rd 
Seaforib^ he privately found that my Lord ^^loforth 
had, by being an e^rly Suiter for the King'^ Par- 
don, by proipifing to Jay down his Arms,' tuid 
owning the King^s APthdrity, claimed iq a great 
Meafure to an AiTtir^nce.oC his Life afid Fortune,. 
which he tboughf prpper for bimfelf to purch^fc at 
the R^te of difappointing Sif^/^r/^,. vyith .Hopes of 
ftanding by the Good Old Caufe, till Seaforlb^ with 
zh^t v^ jy^^est Ipft tbeKing*3 Favour that, was 

promiicd 
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promifcd him : Which ffe»/A?y embraced, by taking 
the very firft Opportunity of deferting die Pre- 
tender^s Caufe, and furrenderjng himfelf upon Terms 
made with him of Safety to his Life and Fortune. 
This founded fo fweef with him, that he flept fo 
fecure, as never to dream of any Prefervation for a 
great many good Gentlemen that made choice to 
ftand by him, and ferve under him ; tho' many 
other Worthy Nobles would Die or ^nifli, rather 
than not (hew their Perfonal Bravery, and all other 
Friendly Offices to their Adherents. 

Tho^ the King's Order was fent down for taking 
the Mac KenTii^s Arms and SeafortVs^ having the 
Liberty of the Town of Invernefs^ Ihe Hopes of 
the Pretender's Caufe taking Life again, made him 
defer coming in fix)m Day to Day, till it was 
found out again that he defigned to rife yet a-new : 
•While in thefe middle of the Hopes, the main Chance 
was blafted, the Duke of Argyle marched from Stir* 
ling towards Perth % the Pretender not only aban- 
doned Perib^ but the whole Caufe, left fome of his 
Worthieft Friends untaken leave of, and the reft all 
at the Mercy of the Enemy ; but they had to deal 
with Chriftians, true Proteftants, and faithful Sub- 
jedb to the beft of Proteftant Kings. After the 
Pretender left the Country by Sea, his Grace the 
Duke of Argyle^ at the Head of Ten Thoufand 
gallant Troops, came to Aherdeen^ and from thence 
ordered Brigadier General Grants with a Detach- 
ment to Iwvernefsy and fent Detachments to the fe- 
vcral proper Places in thofe Countries ; and then 
fent Major-General Wightmanto Itrvernefs^ whb went 
carefully through the Countries of JVeft and Eafi 
Ro/Sj and upon Information took in the Earl of 
Cromarty^ and fome other Mae Kenzies Prifoners, 
and ordered, that upon giving in their Arms, fuch 
as were not Attainted might live peaceably a^d im* 
prove the Country. 

His 
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His Grace having now put an End to the Genc^. 
ral Rebellion, went up to Court, leaving Lieute- 
nant-General Cadogan to Command, who with Four 
Thoufand Horfe and Foot marched by Perth to 
Blair of Athol^ and from thence to Rutbven in Bade- 
nocbj where one Mac Donald of Gdlovie^ and fome 
Mac Pherfons^ Vaflals to my Lord Huntly^ con- 
temning the Order given for fumifliing the Necef- 
faries for the Army, and giving up their Arms, 
had their Lands burnt, and. all their Cattle taken 
in. From Ruthven of Badenocb^ he marched the 
Troops to Borlum near Invernefsy the Seat of Bri- 
gadier Mackintojh^ appointed a Party to Seaforth*^ 
Country to take in all their Arms, and order'd 
the Garifons in ail their confiderable Houfes to be 
continued as General Wigbtman placed them, and 
commanded Mr. George Monro of Culcairn^ and 
Lieutenant Donald Mac Neil^ with a Party through 
all the Highlands and Ifles, to bring in all the 
Arms, and apprehend any Attainted Rebel they 
could find, which they did accordingly. From 
Borlum he went to Fori-fFilliam^ and viewed that 
Place ; ordered the Garifon of Glengary Cattle, and 
appointed Brigadier Pettit^ and fome others with 
him, to furvey fome Ground at the Head of Loch- 
nejs for a Fort, which was done ; and all Things 
being in good Quiet, his Excellency went tq Court, 
leaving the Command upon Lieutenant- General 5^- 
hine.
